ADMINISTERING THE LAWS FOR RELIEF OF THE POOR IN IRELAND. 



TO HIS EXCELLENCY GEORGE WILLIAM FREDERICK, EARL OF CLARENDON, 
LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. • 



Dublin, May, 1848. 



May it please your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners for Administering the Laws for Relief 
of the Poor in Ireland, have the honor to submit to your Excellency, in pursuance 
of the 21st section of the Statute 10 and 11 Viet., cap. 90, a general report 
of our proceedings under the Acts now in force for the relief of the destitute 
poor in Ireland. 

2: The Thirteenth Annual Report of the Poor Law Commissioners, addressed 
to Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for the Plome Department, details their pro- 
ceedings in Ireland up to the 1st May, 1847 ; and we deem it our duty to place 
before your Excellency in the first instance a statement of the further proceed- 
ings under that Commission, derived from the records of the department. 

3. In paragraph 113 of that Report, a summary is given of the weekly returns 
of the inmates in workhouses, the number of fever patients and other sick, and 
the number of deaths in the workhouses during each week from the 4th April, 
1846, to the 10th April, 1847. The mortality in the workhouses in April, 1847, 
had reached the weekly rate of 25 per 1,000 inmates, the actual number of deaths 
being 2,706 for the week ended 3rd April, and 2,613 in the following week ended 
10th April; the fever patients at the same time being nearly 9,000, and the 
total number of sick exceeding 26,000, out of 104,455 inmates. The maximum 
number at any one time in the workhouses had been 116,321 on the 27th 
February, 1847, from which period to the 10th April the number had gradually 
declined to 104,455, while the rate of mortality had continued to increase notwith- 
standing that reduction. 

4. The returns subsequent to the return of the 10th April, 1847, show a 
gradual decline in the rate of mortality in the workhouses through the months 
of May and June, at the end of which latter month it had descended to half the 
rate prevailing on the 10th April. It is observable however that during the same 
period the total- numbers in the workhouses had undergone no material decrease,

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and that the number of fever patients, which on the 1st May reached its maximum 
of 10.226, continued to fluctuate between 10,000 and 9,000 until the 3rd July. 

5. Through the months of July and August the still rapidly declining rate of 
mortality in the workhouses was accompanied by a decrease of the total numbers 
of inmates and the number of fever patients and other sick. In the last week ot 
August the total number of inmates was 70,319; the number of fever patients, 
5,782 ; total sick, 15,240 ; and the total number of deaths, 640, giving a rate of 8 
per 1,000 inmates weekly. The number of inmates was at its minimum, 75,376, 
on the 4th September, and in the week ended on the 2nd October, there were 
433 deaths among 83,719 inmates, giving a ratio of 5 per 1,000 weekly. 

6. The above fluctuations indicate at a glance the fearful state of the pressure 
on the workhouses in the spring of 1847 ; and also the alleviation of that pres- 
sure finally effected by the progress of the operations under the Temporary 
Relief Act, 10 Viet., cap. 7, and the Fever Act, 10 Viet., cap. 22. The progress 
of those operations may be briefly traced in the following results derived from 
the reports of the Relief Commissioners. 

The first return of the amount of daily rations relates to the 8th May, 1847, 
on, which day the total rations issued appear to have been 826,325. The 
return of the 5th June shows that rations were issued on that day equivalent 
to the support of 2,729,684 persons ; on the 3rd July, to 3,020,712 persons; 
on the 1st August, to 2.520.376 persons ; on the 29th August, to 1,105,800 
persons ; and on the 12th September, to 505,984 persons. At the end of 
September all issues of rations under the Temporary Relief Act finally ceased. 

The temporary fever hospitals established under the Acts above cited, arc; 
shown in the Seventh Report of the Relief Commissioners to have provided for 
the treatment of 26,378 persons in the month of September, showing an average 
daily number in hospital of about 13,000 patients. Comparing these results with 
those stated in paragraphs 4 and 5, it appears that the alleviation of the pressure on 
the workhouses proceeded, as might have been expected, pari paxslt with the pro- 
gress of the operations under the Temporary Relief and Fever Acts. 

7. The financial state of the several Unions appears to have undergone a great 
depression during the period above referred to. 

In paragraphs US, 119 of the Report of 1st May, 1847, it is shown that tlie 
aggregate _ ne t balance in all the Unions had changed from £52,115 in favour of 
the Guardians, to £4,619 against the Guardians, in the interval between 25th 
March, 1846, and 25th March, 1847. 

The following tabular statement for the ensuing six months shows the further 
decline of the Union finances until the end of July, when the net aggregate 
balance against the Guardians was £16,134. From this point it will be seen 
that the balances improve, and by the end of September are already £10,125 in 
favour of the Guardians: —

8. The balances in the accounts between the Boards of Guardians and their 
Treasurers at any given period, must be considered in connexion with the 
outstanding debts to Contractors and other parties who have given credit to the 
respective Unions. At the close of September last it appeared that the net 
amount of debts owing by Unions in Ireland, deducting the balances in the 
Treasurers’ hands, if any, was £252,727, while the net amount remaining to credit 
of other Unions, deducting their liabilities, was only £19,750. 

9. It will be seen, however, that the amount of poor rates standing for collec- 
tion on the Union rate books at the close of September was £816,452. This 
large amount was the result of the exertions which had been made by a consider- 
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able proportion of the Unions, to provide for repayment of the advances under 
the Temporary Relief Act, and likewise to meet the heavier rate of expenditure 
which was sure to be required during the ensuing season, under the provisions 
of the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act. It would have been well if the making 
of these large rates could have proceeded in the summer months simultaneously 
throughout Ireland, so as to be put into collection universally soon after the 
harvest ; but the previous state of circumstances would not admit of this beino- 
everywhere enforced, the Guardians of many Unions being unwilling to make a 
new rate during the progress of the collection of the preceding rate. 

The making of rates on the enlarged scale has therefore taken place more 
recently in many of the Unions, and this circumstance accounts for the large 
aggregate amount even yet standing on the books for collection, notwithstanding 
that in the six months following September, 1847, the sum of £961,354 had been 
collected and lodged with the Union Treasurers.- 

10. On the passing of the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act (8th June, 1847), Measures on 

the Poor Law Commissioners took immediate steps to make its provisions known P ass5n S° f i? Vic., 
throughout Ireland, by the circulation of copies of the Act for the use of every ExtensTo^Act 
ex-officio and elected Guardian ; and they at once called the attention of every n c . 
Board to the necessity of making provision for expenditure in the relief of A- ’ No ‘ v *» 
the poor on a much larger scale than any to which they had hitherto been App A No V 7 
accustomed. ’ ’’ 

11. Application was at the same time made to the Lords Commissioners of Appointment of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury, for their sanction of the appointment of four additional additional 
Assistant Commissioners, thus extending the number of districts from five to niue ; 4 ssistant Com “is- 
and these new offices were soon afterwards filled by the appointment of Mr. S10ners ‘ 
Crawford, Mr. Bourke, Mr. Stanley, and Mr. Barron. The appointment of an 

Assistant Commissioner possessing medical qualifications had been previously 
conferred on Mr. Phelan, with the duty of a general inspection of workhouses, 
without limitation to any particular district of Unious. 

12. The organization of Relieving Officers’ districts next engaged the attention Relieving Officers 
of the Commissioners.' The several circulars issued on this subject will be found 

in the appendix to this Report, as well as the General Order of the 2nd August, a pp .a No I N 
prescribing the qualifications and duties of these officers, the new forms of V., 8,&c. ’’ °‘ 

account, and the new duties imposed on Boards of Guardians and their officers 
in the administration of out-door relief. 

13. The announced intention to discontinue the issue of rations, under the Discontinuance of 
Temporary Relief Act, at an earlier period than that specified in the Act, caused rations under 

a necessity for having the arrangements for administering out-door relief J e ™P orar y Relief 
under the Permanent Act completed in some Unions sooner than had been ° ' 
originally expected. One of the many difficulties attending these arrange- 
ments was the great uncertainty which at this time prevailed as to the necessity 
which might or might not exist for continuing the large issue of food then going 
on in many Unions, under the Relief Commissioners. 

14. This question presented itself, most urgently to the attention of the Poor 
Law Commissioners in reference to the two Unions which comprise the city of 
Dublin. The number of persons who received gratuitous rations on the 4th J uly, 

1847, is shown by the returns to have been in the 

North Dublin Union, . . . . . 27,734 

South Dublin Union, 29,775 

And the proportion of these persons classed as able-bodied amounted, together 
with their families, in 

North Dublin Union, to 21,466 

South Dublin Union, 24,966 

In the South Dublin Union, a' large reduction of the numbers on the relief 
lists took place before the 15th August, the day on which the issue of rations was 
to cease ; but in the North Union, more than 20,000 in the North City Electoral 
Division alone still remained in the receipt of daily rations on Saturday the 14th 
August. 

On that day, the Commissioners were pressed by the Board of Guardians to issue North Dublin 
an Order, under the 2nd section of the Extension Act, authorizing the adminis-. Union, 
tration of out-door relief in food to the able-bodied.

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This application was no doubt made by the Guardians in the earnest belief 
that an established system of daily relief obtained by so large a portion of the 
population of the city and suburbs, could not be discontinued without deplorable 
consequences to some of the recipients. _ . 

The force of this view was however much diminished by information which the 
Commissioners at this time received from Captain Iluband, then acting as 1 em- 
porary Inspector of the South Dublin Union, who stated that in the few weeks 
during which he had had the charge of that Union, the relief lists had been 
reduced by continually striking off persons not in need of relief, to the compara- 
tively moderate number of about 6,000 persons, consisting chiefly of persons 
relievable under the 1st section of the Extension Act; and that after the lapse 
of several days since this had been effected, not a single case of calamity caused 
by the discontinuance had come to his knowledge. At the same time it appeared 
that with some immediate exertion, a subsidiary workhouse then in occupation 
of the North Dublin Board, capable of containing 400 inmates, might be cleared 
of its present occupants, and the entire accommodation made available for the 
reception of able-bodied persons and their families. This course was pointed out 
by the Commissioners to the Board of Guardians, and at once adopted by them 
under the superintendence of the Assistant Commissioner of the Union, Mr. Ball. 
The Guardians of the Union met their difficulties with firmness, energy, 
and discretion ; and on the Monday following, the issue of rations to all classes 
not falling within the 1st section of the Extension Act ceased, admission to the 
subsidiary workhouse being offered instead, to all persons of that description who 
applied for a continuance of their relief. The number who availed themselves 
of the offer of admission to the workhouse on this occasion did not suffice to fill 
the building referred to ; and with some assistance from the Mendicity Institution, 
the recipients of out-door relief were at once reduced to about 4,000 persons of 
the class relievable under the 1st section of the Act. 

No necessity has since arisen for the issue of any Order, under the 2nd section 
of the Extension Act, in either of the Dublin Unions to the present time. 
Constitution of 15. On the 27th of August, Mr. Twisleton’s appointment as Chief Commis- 
New Commission. ^oner, uu der the Act 10 and 11 Viet., cap. 90, was notified in the Dublin Gazette; 

and on the following day the administration of the Poor Laws in Ireland became 
vested in the new Commission established under that Act, comprising, in addition 
to the Chief Commissioner, the Chief Secretary and Under Secretary of the 
Lord Lieutenant. On the 28th of August, the following gentlemen, then acting 
as Assistant Commissioners, were appointed Inspectors under the new Commis- 
sion — Mr. Power, Mr. Senior, Mr. Otway, Mr. Hancock, Mr. J . Burke, Mr. 
Ball, Mr. Crawford, Mr. Phelan, Mr. R. Bourke, Mr. Stanley, and Mr. 
Barron ; and on the same day Mr. Power was appointed the Assistant Commis- 
sioner. On the 27th of September, Mr. Stanley exchanged the office of Inspector 
for that of Secretary to the Commission ; and Mr. Flanagan was appointed an 
Inspector. 

16. Ample details of some of the principal proceedings taken under this 
Commission have been from time to time laid by us before your Excellency, and 
have already been presented by Her Majesty’s command to both houses of 
Parliament, in the several series of “ Papers relating to the relief of distress, aud 
the state of the Unions and Workhouses in Ireland.” It is unnecessary, there- 
fore, that we should in this Report do more than advert to the general arrange- 
ments made in the administration of the law, and to some of those points arising 
therein which have been either attended with peculiar difficulty, or which, from 
their nature, are of more than ordinary interest and importance. 

Assistance of 17. In the fourth series of the printed correspondence above referred to, 

British Associa- details are given of the arrangement entered into with the British Relief 
Unions ; ' stresse Association for making the balance of their funds available in aid of those 
Unions in Ireland in which the greatest distress might, from previous experience, 
be expected to prevail, combined with the smallest means of raising sufficient 
local funds for its relief. Twenty-two Unions, situated for the most part along 
the line of the western coast, were in the first instance selected as likely to need 
and appointment assistance from the Association. To each of those Unions a Temporary Inspector 
of temporary W as appointed to assist in the distribution of these funds, and to take care

' made by the local authorities, in consequence of the external supply which might 

be giveu, or might be expected to be given, in aid of the necessities of the district. 
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Similar provision has since been made in other- Unions not at first selected with 
this view ; and the following table shows the several Unions which to the present 
time have been assisted from the funds of the Association, and the names of the 
Inspectors placed in charge of the Unions : —

18. In the same series of the printed correspondence (the fourth) appears a 
proposition addressed to the British Association by its confidential agent in 
Ireland — Count Strzelecki, — to appropriate part of the funds of the Association 
to the separate relief of children attending the schools in the twenty-two most 
distressed Unions, the conduct of the relief being entrusted to the Temporary 
Inspectors of those Unions. 

This humane and well-devised plan has since been carried most effectively and 
extensively into execution, under Count Strzelecki’s able and benevolent super- 
intendence ; and at another part of this Report we shall advert to the results of 
that proceeding. 

19. In other parts of Ireland, the means of relieving the destitute poor have 
been limited exclusively to the funds provided by the collection of poor rates ; 
and in order to show more clearly the nature of the difficulties with which we 
have had to contend, we shall briefly advert to the distinctive circumstances of 
the present season of distress, as compared with those of the preceding year. 
The general harvest had been for the most part prosperous ; and, contrary to 
much prediction on the subject, the potato crop showed itself almost universally 
free from blight, and the produce has since remained generally sound, as proved 
by the state of the seed brought into market in this and the last month. The 
characteristic, therefore, of the present season of distress has been the very small 
breadth of land planted with potatoes, causing the great price to which they rose 
in the market so early as the months of October and November. The price was 
even then so high as to place the purchase of this food out of the reach of the 
peasantry, even when employed and in receipt of agricultural wages ; and very 
few of them had ventured to plant this crop, rendered so uncertain by two years’ 
blight, to a sufficient extent for the sustenance of their families. 

On the other hand, the large importation of Indian meal into the country has 
so far reduced the price of that and other descriptions of meal, that the money 
cost of human subsistence is not much greater now than in seasons when the 
potato was in greatest abundance. We speak with the more confidence on this 
point, from the comparison which we are enabled to make of the cost of main- 
tenance in the workhouses with] the cost in former years, which in 1843, 1844, 
and 1845 was about Is. 5 d. per head weekly, and at the present time about Is. Gd., 
taking the average of all the Unions in Ireland. 

20. Under these circumstances, it was to be expected that the pressure of 
distress would not show itself so uniformly over the face of the country as in the 
preceding year. In districts where capital flowed freely, and employment was 
presented to the people even at moderate wages, they would fare better with the 
present kinds of food at the present prices than in former seasons. On the other 
hand, where, from want of enterprise or capital, employment did not present 
itself, the peasantry, being without the usual resource of potatoes, would neces- 
sarily fall into severe privation ; and after the exhaustion of the vegetables they 
had planted instead of their accustomed food, would inevitably require relief to 
jmeserve them from starvation. 

21. It was at an early period, therefore, quite certain that much destitution 
would arise in many parts of the country. In order to relieve that destitution 
effectually, without at the same time weakening the industrial impulses of the 
labouring class, it was necessary that each Board of Guardians should apply itself 
with earnestness and diligence to the discharge of its undoubted duties ; "that it 
should make in due time sufficient rates to meet the approach of distress, and 
proceed vigorously and impartially to enforce their collection ; extend its work- 
house accommodation in all practicable ways; secure ample stocks of bedding and 
clothing, so as to provide for a large accession to the number of workhouse 
inmates ; appoint, in due course, a sufficient and trustworthy staff of Relieving 
Officers ; furnish those officers with immediate means and directions for receiving 
and inquiring into applications from the destitute; apply itself to a careful anj 
effective examination of the claims of the several applicants, and] assign with due 
and impartial discrimination the proper amount and kind of relief to be afforded 
in each indvidual case. It was likewise necessary to the due administration of 
relief jn each Union, that the Board of Guardians should strictly observe the 
provisions of the Legislature and the rules prescribed by the Commissioners for 
their guidance and control. 

22. The large extent of area and population in many of the Irish Unions; the

the general unwillingness to attend to the laborious details of a new and 
extensive system of out-door relief ; these circumstances, notwithstanding the 
utmost energy and attention on the part of individual Guardians, rendered it 
improbable that the application of the new powers of the Guardians under the 
Extension Act to a large mass of actual or pretended destitution, would in all 
instances be attended with success ; and, if the line of conduct described in para- 
graph 21 should be departed from in one or more essential points in any Union 
where the actual distress was severe and extensive, there was too much reason 
to apprehend a failure of due relief on the one hand, and on the other a mal- 
administration of the funds obtained from the ratepayers. 

23. The power of dissolving a Board of Guardians, and immediately appointing Dissolution of 
paid Officers for the discharge of their duties, was given by the Legislature, Boards of Guar- 
apparently under some feeling of distrust as to the universal efficacy of the JJJJ ’ofpdd P ° lnt " 
existing machinery for the administration of out-door relief under the present officers id place of 
circumstances of Ireland. Theoretically, the appointment of a small number of Guardians, 
paid Officers was calculated to remedy the leading defects incidental to the 
administration of relief by a Board of Guardians. For example, they would not be 

led by any undue considerations to decline the making of sufficient rates, or the 
enforcement of their impartial and prompt collection. They would have time at 
their disposal amply sufficient for the conduct of the general business of the Union 
and the control of the subordinate officers, for superintending the details of work- 
house management, and examining the Relieving Officers’ lists of applicants for 
relief, and deciding on the individual cases. They would be enabled to devote to 
these various duties, instead of a part of one day weekly, many hours of everyday 
in each week, unimpeded by the lengthened discussions unavoidable in a more 
numerous assemblage of Guardians. They would be directly amenable for a close 
observance of the statutes, and the regulations issued by the Commissioners, and 
for explanation of their conduct if they acted on any material point in opposition 
to the general course of policy inculcated by the Central Board. Finally, they 
would feel impelled by a sense of direct and concentrated responsibility to the 
faithful and vigilant discharge of their several duties. 

24. Taking this view as to the comparative efficacy in difficult circumstances 
of a Board of Guardians and a Board of paid Officers, we felt that having been 
provided with power to use the latter machinery, we should be deeply respon- 
sible, if by reason of our neglecting to do so, consequences disastrous either 
to the destitute poor or to the ratepayers should be permitted in any Union to 
prevail. Although reluctant in the highest degree to interfere, even temporarily, 
with a system of self-government involving the great principle of popular repre- 
sentation in the raising and expenditure of a public fund, it appeared to us that 
in the immediate circumstances of the country, a more imperative object demanded 
for a time the sacrifice of those considerations, and that it was our paramount 
duty by every means which the Legislature had placed at our disposal to provide 
for the effectual relief of the destitute poor. 

25. Under the influence of these- views we have, on the occurrence of what we 
thought to be serious default in the discharge of the duties of the Guardians, 
dissolved thirty-two Boards and appointed paid Officers to act in the execution of 
their duties. 

The details of each case have been already laid before your Excellency, and 
before both houses of Parliament. Here, therefore, it will suffice to say, that the 
nature of the default on which these extreme proceedings were founded was 
nearly in all cases a failure on the part of the Guardians to provide in due 
time sufficient funds for the relief of the destitute, or to act efficiently in their 
administration. 

The following statement shows, in a convenient form, the time of dissolution of 
each Board, anu the nature of the arrangement now existing in each case : —

26. Practical experience of the working of the several Boards of Vice- 
Guardians has confirmed the view taken of the superior efficacy of this mode of 
management where the distress is severe and the details of administration exten- 
sive; and our present feeling is that the establishment of paid Boards might have 
taken place with great advantage at an earlier period than it actually did in some 
localities. 

It must be remembered, however, that it was a requisite preliminary to the 
exercise of this power that a previous default by the established Board of 
Guardians should not only occur but should be brought duly under our notice; 
and the reluctance which we ourselves felt to interfere with the representative 
system of management, has no doubt been felt in at least an equal degree by our 
Inspectors, and has led them to defer to the latest period practicable any 
representation of the necessity for exercising this power. 

27. We now turn with satisfaction to that large majority of Unions, in which 
the administration of relief continues to be conducted efficiently for the most part 
by the ordinary means of management, viz., by the elective Board of Guardians ; 
and we are gratified in being enabled to state, that in the greater part of those 
Unions the exertions of the respective Boards of Guardians have resulted in the 
collection hitherto of sufficient rates and the effectual relief of destitution ; and 
that their proceedings have, in the main, been conducted in consonance with our 
views. We must, however, notice some points on which great difficulties have 
arisen through the disposition of the logal Boards to adopt and persist in views of 
policy and practice which we felt that it was our duty not to allow or approve. 

28. The Poor Law Commissioners, in their General Order of the 2nd August, 
directed the appointment of Relieving Officers universally throughout the Unions 
in Ireland. We have not deemed it our duty to modify the provisions of that 
Order, or to forego its execution in any single Union, (although greatly pressed 
in some instances to do so,) because we considered that the Legislature had, in a

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most humane spirit, intrusted powers to the Relieving Officers calculated to save 
human life in the extremity of privation and in cases of accidental destitution, 
which powers would by our default become utterly of no effect, if we consented 
to the non-appointment of such Officers. Those powers are provisionally to afford 
immediate and temporary relief in cases of sudden and urgent necessity, either 
by admission to the workhouse or fever hospital, or out of the workhouse in 
food, lodging, medicine, and medical attendance ; and on maturely considering 
the above and other provisions of the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act, we enter- 
tained no doubt that it was the intention of the Legislature that the appointment 
of one or more Relieving Officers should be made compulsory on every Union 
in Ireland without distinction. We therefore deemed ourselves bound to insist 
that obedience should be paid to the General Order of the Poor Law Commis- 
sioners on this subject, and we are enabled to state that that Order will soon 
have been complied with universally. 

' 29. Another point on which we have found our views not readily adopted at Employment of 
first, although we believe they are now generally acquiesced in, relates to the 
manner of employing those able-bodied male persons for whose relief in food, out recemDS 
of the workhouse, under the 2nd section of the Extension Act, a necessity has 
unfortunately arisen in some Unions. A very prevalent opinion with many of the 
Guardians has been, that where it is admitted to be necessary to relieve able-bodied 
persons out of the workhouse, their labour should be directed to some productive 
mode of employment, in order to benefit and sustain the public fund from which 
their maintenance is derived ; and a strong impression has prevailed that such an 
application of the superfluous labour in a district where great scope for improve- 
ment of the land undoubtedly exists, could be conducted with much advantage; 
and that such a system would be preferable to the plan of stone-breaking- and 
other like unproductive means of employment which have been established under 
our authority as a test of the destitution of those relieved. 

30. Our views on this subject were expressed in a Circular Letter in October App. A, No. II. 
last, addressed to certain Unions in which the Order was issued to relieve able- 
bodied males in food out of the workhouse, and in which we stated that we would 
under no circumstances assent to the employment of persons receiving relief, in 
the cultivation of land occupied by private individuals. This determination was 
announced by us thus early in the firm belief that we should not be justified in 
carrying on at the expense of the poor-rates, works wdiich are the proper object 
of individual enterprise, and that we could not do so without injurious conse- 
quences to the industry and the earnings of the labourers themselves ; and the 
principle which we adopted was not only different from, but incompatible in some 
respects with, the project of extracting profit from the labour employed. 

It seems essential to the success of every project for the profitable employment 
of free labour that the parties employed should consider the terms of their engage- 
ment satisfactory, should desire to continue in such employment, and should feel that 
their continuance therein depends upon their doing justice and giving satisfaction to 
their employer, and upon no other circumstance whatever. N ow, it is surely unde- 
sirable thatpersons employed from arelief fund, on account of their destitution, should 
find that employment so "satisfactory as to make them wish to continue in it; yet 
without such desire, and without fear of being discharged for not working, they 
could feel no disposition to work ; and without the disposition to work, but little 
profit could reasonably be expected from their labour.. In providing work 
therefore for able-bodied males as an invariable condition of their receiving 
out-door relief we have proceeded not on the principle of extracting profit from 
their labour but on the opposite principle of giving employment on the least 
attractive and least satisfactory terms compatible with due relief; and acting on 
this principle, we have recommended the system of stone-breaking to the 
Guardians, as open upon the whole to least objection, because it is least likely, 
when well superintended, to attract labourers and draw them away from their 

ordinary employments. . 

31. The system of work thus established by us under the second section oi the 
Extension Act has been improperly likened by its opponents to the system of 
Public Works carried on in connexion with measures of relief m the winter ana 
spring of the year 1847. The terms of the two arrangements are however 
altogether different, and much error and prejudice on this point would have been 
avoided by a close examination and comparison of the details. Ihe principle on 
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which the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland were instructed to provide 
employment was to give the same rate of daily wages or the same rate of 
payment for task work to every class of recipients of relief. The character of the 
works undertaken was likewise sueli as to create some expectation that a profitable 
return to the public would be obtained from the labour employed ; for the works 
were of the same nature as works which are continually executed with great 
public prolit and advantage, differing only in the single fact that they were on this 
occasion undertaken for the purpose of affording relief. The result is well known : 
immense numbers of labourers were attracted ; discrimination became imprac- 
ticable ; work could not be exacted ; an enormous expenditure took place, and 
the works which were begun remained to a great extent unfinished. 

In their report to the Treasury of the 4th March, 1847, at a time when more 
than 700,000 labourers were thus employed as a measure of relief, the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works thus state : — 

“ Employment from the farmers is at present offered in vain, because the men 
employed on the road works on account of their numbers can rarely be sufficiently 
attended to, and are consequently suffered to be idle ; as well as because where 
task work has been introduced merely as a means of affording higher wages in 
the first instance, the ordinary prices of manual work have been gradually 
increased to enable the increasing numbers of unhappy, ill-fed, or unwilling 
labourers still to earn from Is. to Is. Qd. per day.” 

32. The leading point of difference between the system above described and 
our . present measure of affording relief in connexion with work, is, that each able- 
bodied male now receives rations in proportion to the number dependent on him 
for sustenance, and that each, however small the allowance of rations given accord- 
ing to this rule, is required to give eight* hours at least of his time in labour at 
the stone depot for every dayforwhichhe receives such relief. “The justice of this ar- 
rangement,” as stated in our Circular on this subject, “stands on the following basis: 

• i. ^ “ The food is given, not as the price of labour but as the relief of destitution! 
The labour required in return is the condition of receiving that relief; and if the 
necessities of the recipient and his family are wholly relieved, it is just that he 
should give . in return the full value of his labour whatever that may be.” 

Under this arrangement, it is manifest that while the men with large families 
are supplied like the rest with the necessary amount of food, a considerable class of 
labourers consisting of single men, and men with small families dependent on them, 
find themselves in the situation of giving a large amount of time, if not of labour! 
in return for a small amount of relief. The single man who, under a system 
of -a ages, earned as much as the head of the largest family, in fact obtains only 
the value of one ration for each day’s work ; and on this class, and in a propor- 
tionate degree on the class incumbered with but small families, the labour 
test is found to operate with considerable force ; and if employment at the ordinary 
wages could any where be found, these classes of labourers would certainly seek 
it far and near rather than continue to exchange their labour for the amount 
of food necessary, to the. sustenance of themselves and those dependent on them 
for support. It is due in some measure to the operation of this principle, that in 
the Unions in which out-door. relief has been authorized to able-bodied males the 
numbers of this class of recipients have been for the most part kept within 
moderate limits, and have in a few Unions only been such as to preclude for a

33. Although the labour test has undoubtedly succeeded in many Unions in 
which the details of that system have been carefully matured and superintended 
the operation of the workhouse system in the present difficult circumstances has 
been far less equivocal and far more universally acknowledged by those emratred 
in the local administration of relief. ° ° 

A very large extension of workhouse room, partly of a permanent and partly 
of a temporary nature, has been brought into use during the present season of 
distress. Hie whole accommodation, including additional workhouses and fever 
hospitals connected with the workhouses, at this time, is estimated to contain more 
than lo0,000 persons, showing an addition of more than one-third to the 
* Iu orders issuod after the 9th April the number of hours was increased to ten. 
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accommodation originally provided. We give in the Appendix a report from our 
Architect, Mr. Wilkinson, detailing the character and extent of these important 
operations. The result is that in twenty-five of the whole number of Unions no 
relief has yet been administered out of the workhouse, except perhaps in the occa- 
sional exercise of the provisional powers of the Relieving Officers, and yet the 
workhouses of none of these Unions are full. In thirty-five other Unions, out-door 
relief is afforded only under the 1st section of the Extension Act applying to the 
permanently disabled, widows with two or more children, and persons disabled 
from labour by sickness or accident. In the remaining seventy-one Unions, Orders 
have been issued under the 2nd section authorizing out-door relief in food, to 
other classes than those specified in the 1st section, but not in every case to all 
such classes. The number of Unions in which Orders authorizing out-door relief 
in food to all classes are now in operation is only twenty-three ; and the num- 
ber of Unions to which the full Order has at any time been extended is forty-three. 
In pursuance of the requirements of the Act, we annex to this report copies of 
every kind of order and direction issued by us in respect to out-door relief 
together with a distinct statement of each Union to which it was issued, the date 
of such issue, and the period of its operation. 

34. If there has been any thing unsatisfactory in the operation of the work- 
house as a condition of relief in the present season of severe distress, it is, that 
in localities where destitution has undoubtedly prevailed, the unwillingness 
of some poor persons to avail themselves of this mode of relief has been so 
great, that they have sacrificed their own lives or the lives of their children by 
postponing acceptance too long, or by refusing such relief altogether. These 
results are greatly to be deplored ; but when it is considered that shelter, food, 
clothing, medical aid, and spiritual consolation, are duly prepared for all persons 
who enter the workhouse, the determination to suffer the worst privations rather 
than accept such relief must be regarded as the direct cause of these melancholy 
events ; and such cases may properly be classed with cases in which persons are 
stated to have incurred starvation, and yet to have refused to part with personal 
property capable of being exchanged for food. 

35. Still more powerful and stringent in its operation as a condition of relief, 
has been that provision of tlie Irish Poor Law which declares that no person in 
the occupation of more than a quarter of a statute acre of land shall be 
deemed to be a destitute person ; and that no person occupying more than that 
quantity shall obtain relief either in or out of the workhouse. 

This enactment was passed after full experience of the proceedings under the 
Labour Employment Act, and while the operations under the Temporary Relief 
Act were in progress, as a necessary and certain means of ensuring the rejection 
hereafter of applications for relief from classes of persons who, it was considered, 
ought not to obtain it. There is no doubt, however, that in many Unions, more 
especially those situate in Connaught and other parts adjoiuingthe western coast 
of Ireland, great numbers of persons in the occupation of more than a quarter of 
an acre of land have become destitute within the last few months. Some of these 
have surrendered their entire holdings, and that surrender has been accepted 
by the landlord. Others have been permitted by the landlord to retain the cabin, 
together with a quarter of an acre only ; and those parties have, by such arrange- 
ments, entitled themselves to receive relief, and have received it. In other cases, the 
destitute occupier has proposed to relinquish all except the cabin, or all except the 
cabin and the quarter of an acre, but the landlord has refused to accept this partial 
surrender ; and this class of cases has given rise to much difficulty and doubt in 
the administration of relief, Guardians and Vice-Guardians being naturally most 
unwilling to refuse relief when it has appeared to them that the occupier has 
bona fide endeavoured, although in vain, to part with all but the statutory quantity. 
In our Circular of the 15th of February we have pointed out, in the words used by 
Mr. Heim, Q.C., whom we consulted on the point, that the refusal of the landlord 
to accept a surrender does not disqualify a person from receiving relief, provided 
the party does not continue in occupation of more than a quarter of an acre. 

Oh the other hand, collusive arrangements for the purpose of qualifying 
parties for relief have taken place, with more or less success according to the 
degree of vigilance exercised by the local administrators of relief, either by 
a feigned sub-letting of the quantity of land in excess to friends or relatives, 
or by collusive acceptance of surrender on the part of the lessors, who wished their 
tenants to retain their entire holdings and at the same time to have the relief. 

D 
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It still remains for us to mention the class of poor and destitute occupiers, who, 
debarred by law from receiving relief unless they give up their land, struggle, not- 
withstanding their great privations, to retain it, and endeavour by every effort to 
pass through the season of difficulty, beyond which they see the prospect of 
their former mode of subsistence returning, provided they continue in the pos- 
session of their land. The use for a long time of inferior food has, in such 
cases, sometimes induced disease fatal to the occupier himself, or one or more 
members of his family ; and some undoubted cases have been laid before us of 
deaths arising under such circumstances from no specific bodily ailment or 
disease, but apparently brought on as the natural effect of continued privation. 
Inquests in cases 30 . We have received from time to time by your Excellency s command the 
of death from reports made by Constabulary Officers of the inquests held throughout Ireland, 

want ‘ in which it appeared from the verdict that death was caused by want of some 

of the necessaries of life. We have in these cases caused inquiry to be made 
by our Inspectors, and the reports received from them have been transmitted as 
received from time to time for your Excellency’s information. The entire number 
of such reported inquests from the 30th September, 1847, to the 22nd April, 
1848, has been 177; and the distribution of the cases through the several Unions 
is as shown in the following table: —

Result of Inqui- 37 . The Inspectors’ reports of these cases contain usually the depositions on 
ries into deaths w hich the verdict was founded, together with the subsequent information obtained, 

from want. We may here state that several of those verdicts appear from the Inspectors’ reports 

to have been hastily considered, and pronounced without previous full inquiry into 
material points; but that on the other hand, in a majority of the cases inquired 
into and reported, there is too much reason to apprehend that previous great 
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privation has existed, and either proximately caused or. accelerated death, or as 
seems to be the far more frequent occurrence, induced disease which had a fatal 
termination. 

38. It has been seen in the correspondence already presented to Parliament, 
that some of the instances of death through privation have reflected greatly on 
the manner in which some Boards of Guardians had discharged their duties pre- 
viously to those melancholy occurrences taking place ; and that in such cases we 
did not hesitate to dissolve the Board of Guardians and appoint paid Officers in 
their stead. We have in other cases of this nature removed Relieving Officers 
for neglect or other misconduct in the discharge of their duties ; but in the great 
majority of these instances, and to a certain extent even in some where censure 
and punishment have been justly inflicted, other causes independent of mal-admi- 
nistration of relief have operated with serious effect. 

To some of these we have already adverted, viz., the provision of the law pro- 
hibiting relief to persons occupying more than a quarter of an acre of land, and the 
refusal of some destitute persons to enter the workhouse. To these may be added, 
the fatal injury done to the constitutions of many by the excessive privations of 
a former period, and the difficulties attending the introduction of a new machinery 
of out door-relief under the disastrous circumstances of the country. When all 
these considerations are taken into account, we may be permitted to hope that 
the large mass of beneficial and salutary results which the present system of relief 
has conferred on the destitute poor of Ireland, and which we are now about to 
place before your Excellency, will cast into shade those melancholy exceptions to 
the general character of the results which have arisen in the administration of the 
present law. 

39. By a recent alteration of the law, the annual returns of the expenditure 
of the poor rates, and of the number of persons relieved in Ireland, are now 
closed to the 29tli September, instead of the 31st December, in each year. This 
change of period had reference chiefly to the half-yearly audits of the accounts, 
which are closed to 25th March and 29th September, respectively. It is, however, 
convenient in other respects, inasmuch as the character of the harvest, in a 
country where agriculture is the staple employment, altogether determines the 
degree of distress prevailing in the population throughout the twelve months 
which immediately follow that season. We make this day the annual return to 
Parliament for the period mentioned, and we annex to this Report a copy of that 
return, from which it will be seen that the entire expenditure for the twelve 
months ending 29th September, 1847, was £803,084, and the whole number of 
persons relieved in the workhouses within that year was 417,139. In a very few 
Unions some small expenditure in out-door relief took place in the latter weeks 
of the half-year ended 29th September, but the issues under the Temporary Relief 
Act did not wholly cease until about that time ; and the establishment of out- 
door relief under the permanent Relief Act commenced gradually from that 
period, and increased as the distress grew more severe, on the exhaustion of the 
small means which the produce of the harvest had provided for the poorest classes 
in some parts of the country. 

40. The progress of the distress is better marked by the series of weekly 
returns of the number of workhouse inmates, than by any other criterion which 
we possess. It has already been stated, in paragraph 5, that the number in the 
workhouses was at its minimum, namely, 75,376, on the 4th September, 1847, 
and that on the 2nd October, the mortality had decreased from twenty-five in 
April to five per thousand weekly. From the 4th September, the numbers in the 
workhouses steadily increased, until the 12th February, 1848, when they reached 
the tnaximum shown on the series of weekly returns, 135,467. 

During the same period, the rate of mortality increased, and in the first week 
of February was as high as eleven per thousand. We are happy to report, 
however, that, with some exceptions, the workhouses, notwithstanding the pressure 
upon them, have been comparatively free from contagious disease, as will be seen 
from the smaller proportion of fever patients, as well as the smaller rate of 
mortality, in comparison with corresponding periods last year. The still consi- 
derable number of the sick and number of deaths have been owing, as we 
believe, to the wretched and lost condition of the persous from time to time 
admitted, rather than to the sanitary state of the workhouses, which has been 
satisfactory on the whole, although in some particular cases contagious disease 
has again prevailed with fatal consequences to the officers as well as to the 
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inmates. We regret to say that the number of workhouse officers wlio have died, 
chiefly in fever, since 22nd April, 1847, has been ninety-four ; and we have also 
to lament the loss of two Inspectors, — Captain Hellard, at Galway, and Major 
Fitzgerald, at Manorhamilton ; and of Mr. Christie, Vice-Guardian at Scariff.

Expenditure of 42. The total expenditure in the month of October, 1847, in all the Unions in 
Umons to March, i re land, was £70,808 ; in the month of November, £88,432. Although the 
number in the workhouse had considerably increased during these months, there 
remained at the end of November, room, in the aggregate, for 30,000 or 40,000. 
It is not therefore until December and January that the increase in expenditure 
shows any great outlay in out-door relief; but in December the expenditure was 
£123,697, and in January £151,264, about one-third of which latter sum was 
expended in out-door relief. In February the out-door relief was £72,039, in 
March £81,339 ; and the former month’s total expenditure was £167,846, and 
that of March £179,151. Thus the total expenditure of the six months, from 
1st October to 31st March, has been £781,198. 
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43. It was not until February that we obtained from the Clerks of Unions, over- 
whelmed as they have been in some cases with the task of mastering the details of 
their new duties, sufficiently complete sets of weekly returns to exhibit on a large 
scale the nature, extent, and cost of the out-door relief, and the numbers and 
classes so relieved. We now command regular weekly returns from more than 
100 of the 106 Unions in which out-door relief is at present administered. 

The following series exhibits ten weekly returns from the 5th February, 1848, 
to the 8th April inclusive, showing a gradual increase both of numbers and cost 
to the 4tli March, when the number relieved out of the workhouse in one week 
was 654,712 persons, at a cost of £17,564, of which £14,212 was dispensed in 
food. It is worthy of remark, that 425,949 of the above number are classed as 
relie vable under the 1st section of the Extension Act, leaving 228,763 relieved in 
virtue of our Orders issued under the 2nd section.

Since the 4th March, the numbers and cost, which were both then at a maximum, 
have fluctuated, and by the last return exhibited a decrease. These returns, 
like the returns of inmates, are defective, and must be looked at as showing with 
sufficient accuracy the fluctuation and proportions of numbers, classes, and cost, 
rather than the actual total amount of each ; which, according to the best estimates 
we possess, was during March an average daily number of 703,762 out-door poor, 
and 140,536 inmates in the workhouses. 

44. A comparison of the cost of the relief out of the workhouse with the number 
of persons relieved may produce an impression unfavourable to the Boards of Guar- 
dians, in reference to the adequacy of the relief afforded by them in individual cases. 
It is due to the Guardians therefore to observe, that under the present circumstances 
the extent of the means of affording relief must be taken into account when we are 
judging of the disposition shown to afford it effectually ; and further, that the deficit 
which the administrators of relief in Ireland are now required to supply on a 
large scale, is the food of -which the very poorest and most indigent classes have 
been deprived by the failure of the potatoes. Now, in ordinary seasons the market 
price of the daily food which this class of persons were able to obtain, did not 
much exceed Ihd. per day for each person, on the average, including children 
in the calculation ; consisting as that food chiefly did of potatoes, at about 2\d. 
per stone of 14 lbs. It is right to add, as regards the description of food distri- 
buted to supply this loss, that one pound of meal has been approved by the 
Central Board of Health in Ireland, as the quantity of cereal food necessary to 
supply daily sustenance for an adult ; and on this scale, with a proportionately 
less scale for the children, the greater part of the out-door relief in Ireland is 
now being administered ; and at the present very low price of Indian meal (about 
\d. per lb.), there is reason to think that the food dispensed to persons on the 
out-door relief lists, is nearly if not quite equivalent to that which they have 
been heretofore accustomed to consume. 

45. Including, therefore, the large number of inmates maintained in the work- 
houses, we may state that more than 800,000 persons are daily relieved at the 
charge of the poor rates, consisting chiefly of the most helpless part of the most

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indigent classes in Ireland; and we cannot doubt that of this number a very 
large proportion are by this means, and this means alone, daily preserved from 
death through want of food. 

Checks upon abuse. 46. it wa s not to be expected that this 'large expenditure, carried on, as it has 
been, by a new machinery, should be free froin abnse, and ‘should not be, to sonic 
extent, diverted from its proper uses, by partiality in some of the dispensers, or 
imposture on the part of some of the recipients, of relief. The moans of pro- 
tection, however, against such abuse have certainly been greater than in the case 
of any of the previous measures of relief adopted to meet the present calamity. 

The statutory limitation of relief to the very lowest class of the occupiers of 
land, and the regulation contained in our Orders, prohibiting out-door relief to 
any persons in employment, furnish marked lines for the guidance and restraint 
of the Guardians and their Officers, which, if duly observed, as for the most part 
we believe they have been, must have greatly facilitated discrimination as to the 
proper objects for relief; while the workhouse system, and, where the workhouse 
was full, the labour test, have both been applied with successful results to cases 
of doubtful or pretended destitution. Our attention has been much directed to 
this point ; and although in some Unions, where a large and sudden influx of 
applications bore down the means of inquiry and discrimination in the first 
instance, abuse certainly prevailed to an extent which has since been diminished, 
we are satisfied that the bulk of the expenditure of the Unions, in out-door as 
well as in-door relief, has been well applied ; and that the exceptions to this 
general rule are much more rare than we had reason in the commencement of 
our proceedings to expect. 

Summary of Relief 47. We must not fail here to place before your Excellency the valuable results 
^soc^ion BritlSh ^ ie ass ^ stance which we have received from the British Relief Association, 
1 1 ‘ through its agent, Count Strzelecki, who has kindly furnished us with a 
statement of the extent of his operations from October last, which statement wo 
App. A., No. VII. annex to this Report. “ The grants to the distressed Unions in aid of the general 
expenditure,” the Count observes, “have been £50,904, and the outlay contin- 
gent on the relief afforded to the children in food and clothing, amounts to 
£67,099, making the total of the grants £118,003 — out of which sum £41,349 
has been allocated to Mayo. The returns show' further that the maximum 
number of children participating in the daily food was 201,427, and that 
21,621,881 rations of bread had been distributed since November last, at a 
cost of one halfpenny per ration.” 

Including, therefore, the relief conducted by our Inspectors from the funds of 
the British Association in certain distressed Unions, the entire number of persons 
provided with daily sustenance in Ireland, may be stated in round numbers 
to be 1,000,000, or about one-eighth part of the whole population. It is necessary 
to observe, however, that Count Strzelecki does not hold out the prospect of 
a continuance of these supplies at the present rate of issue. “ For the time to 
come,” he says, “ the Association does not think it necessary to alter its general 
mode of action, but considering the decrease of their funds, they think it right to 
contract gradually the issue of rations to children, in order that the sudden 
stoppage of a system of relief of such magnitude may not entail serious evils upon 
_ the recipients of the bounty, or upon their parents.” 
state” 1 * 1 FmanciaI 48. Our official returns of the collection and expenditure of the poor rates in 
Ireland extend to 31st March, 1848, and embrace, therefore, the first six months 
only of the year which will end on the 29th of September, 1848.

At the end of September, 1847, the aggregate debts of 117 Unions, deducting 
the balances in hands of the Treasurers, amounted to £252,346; while in thirteen 
Unions the balance in favour of the Guardians, deducting the amount of their 
debts, was, £19,750. There were, however, at this time on the Union books, rates 
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to the amount of £816,452 standing for collection; and rates to somewhat more 
than that amount have been made in certain of the Unions since that time. At the 
31st March we find that the total collection of the six months has been £961,356; 
and the total expenditure £781,198, giving an excess of £180,158, in the aggre- 
gate, of collection over expenditure. The state of the balances has, therefore, 
been much improved in the period; the aggregate debts of seventy-seven Unions, 
deducting the balances in their Treasurers’ hands, being £150,381 ; and the 
balances to credit, deducting liabilities in fifty-three Unions, amounting to 
£97,56*2, leaving a net amount of debts of £52,819 over and above the money 
in hand. At the same time (31st March, 1848,) there remained upon the books 
for collection the sum of £661,855. The debts referred to in the above statement 
are exclusive of all advances made by Government and of loans from private sources 
for building purposes merely .* 

49. Up to this point, therefore, the financial progress has been favourable. We 
had to contend with large debts to Contractors, Treasurers, and others, at 
the commencement of the period, in addition to the heavy expenditure incurred 
in relief. If, however, we should have to sustain operations for five months 
longer, at the rate of expenditure exhibited for March, it is clear that great 
exertions have yet to be made in the collection of rates in order to escape 
a large accumulation of debt at the close of the year. At that rate — viz. 
£179,151 per month for five months — we have before us an expenditure of 
£895,755; or for the whole six months, about £1,000,000. This would make the 
total expenditure during the year, £1,781,198, of which sum more than £100,000 
may be considered as incurred for the support of temporary fever hospitals under 
the Board of Health. To meet the disbursements of that period, we have — 

Firstly, the aggregate net balances to credit at 31st 

March, 1848 £180,409 

Uncollected rates at the same date . . . 661,855 



Total, £842,264 

leaving a considerable deficiency to be provided for by new rates to become 
available before the 29th September, in addition to rates which before that period 
ought to be made in order to meet the expenditure of the ensuing season. 

50. It is important to observe that the above calculations deal with the collec- 
tion and expenditure in Ireland as an aggregate, and that while on such a calcu- 
lation a fair prospect of solvency presents itself, there are some Unions which it is 
feared cannot for some years be cleared from present debt under the most favor- 
able circumstances ; and in Unions, which on the whole are well provided with 
funds, many Electoral Divisions are in a state of almost hopeless bankruptcy. 

51. We insert in the Appendix summaries of audited accounts of Unions for App. B. Nos. 2-8. 
the half-years respectively ended 25th March, 1847, and 29th September, 1847 ; 

together with the usual Tables explanatory of the items of expenditure and the 
numbers relieved. 

52. We likewise insert in the Appendix a Table showing the total rates laid on App. B. No. 12. 
each Union in Ireland since the first introduction of poor laws ; the highest and 

lowest poundage in any Electoral Division in each Union; the amount collected 
in each Union, and the amount cancelled and lost previously to making the last 
rate. The aggregate result is that of £2,496,412, the entire amount of rate 
made before the last rate, not more than £48,804, or 2 per cent., was the pro- 
portion lost ; arrears to the extent of £143,046 or 6 per cent, having been 
carried into the rates last made. The total amount of the last-made rates was 
£1,462,878, making a total amount of £3,959,290 since the first introduction of 
the law. 

53. We have used our present available means of considering the prospects of Prospects of the 

subsistence for the population of this country in the season which lies heyond the ^ 

29th September next. With this view we have obtained from our Inspectors’ 1 ' 

(both permanent and temporary) reports of the extent and condition of the 

several agricultural crops to the 25th April, and we are in possession of fifty- App. A., No. VIII., 
eight such reports relating, with more or less minuteness, to the surface of the 1-54, 
whole country. The character of these reports is almost uniformly good, and if 
no signal calamity should again destroy the produce, the prospect presented is 

* The statistics here given extend only to the 31st March. The financial statement for the month 
of April, 1848, will however be found in the Appendix (B. No. 13). 
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of the most cheering description. Exertions beyond all previous expectation 
have already been made notwithstanding the unfavorable character of the 
season hitherto : inclining more especially to the early planting of potatoes, and 
this to such 'an extent as to restore that crop in the generality of the districts to 
at least its usual breadth before the failure of 1845. 

The seed for potato planting has come forth in a degree of abundance and 
at a market price which appear to have occasioned surprise in some of the 
localities reported on; the stocks of manure for this crop, too, are frequently 
described as very large, having accumulated from not being used in the last sea- 
son ; and the hopes even of the smallest occupiers in the most depressed districts 
in the west and south-west have been awakened to a degree of energy scarcely to be 
expected in their present state of privation, and to an earnest trust in the resto- 
ration of their accustomed food. In portions of the county of Mayo, more espe- 
cially the Baronies of Erris and Tyrawley, occur the almost only melancholy 
exceptions to the general character of these reports ; yet even in those unfortu- 
nate districts, where much land is lying waste for want of tenantry and capital, 
the latest received accounts describe the appearance of renewed energies in the 
cultivation of the soil. 

54. The reflections which this state of facts is calculated to excite will vary in 
different minds, and will create as much apprehension in some as hope in others ; 
and it must be admitted that the success of the sanguine efforts now in progress 
to restore the potato as a staple crop in Ireland is a question of momentous 
import to the country. One circumstance, however, attending these operations as 
reported to us, is hopeful and satisfactory beyond all doubt and question: and 
this is the unequivocal manner in which the peasantry are showing that they are 
not disposed to rely on the precarious help of charitable funds or poor rates for 
their future subsistence.

RESPECT TO OUT-DOOR RELIEF. 



No. I. — General Order issued to every Union in Ireland, for regulating the 
Administration of Out-door Relief, the Appointment and Duties of 
Relieving Officers, and prescribing Books and Forms of Accounts to 
be kept. 



To the Guardians of the Poor of tho several Unions named in the Schedule hereunto No. I General 

annexed, and the Officers of such Unions; to the Clerk or Clerics to the Justices Order of 2 August, 
ot the Petty Sessions, held for the Division or Divisions in which the Townlands com- 
prised within the said Unions are situato ; and to all others whom it may concern : 

Whereas it is expedient to regulate the administration of the relief of the poor in the 
Unions named in the Schedule to this Order annexed, under the provisions of an Act passed 
in the Tenth Year of the ltcign of Her present Majesty, entitled “ An Act to make further 
provision for the Relief of the Destitute Poor in Ireland,” and of the other Acts in force for 
the relief of the destitute poor in Ireland : 

Wc, the Poor Law Commissioners, in pursuance of the authorities vested in us by the 
said Acts, do hereby make the following Orders, Rules and Regulations, for the direction 
and control of the administration of relief under the said Acts, in the Unions comprised 
in the said Schedulo : — 



Appointment of Relieving Officers. 

Article I. — The Guardians of each of the Unions in the said Schedule shall appoint so 
many Relieving Officers as the Poor Law Commissioners shall, from time to time, require 
or approve as the proper number of Relieving Officers for such Union, at such salaries as 
the said Commissioners shall, from time to time, fix or approve ; and shall assign to each 
Relieving Officer so appointed such Electoral Division or Divisions, or parts thereof, as the 
said Commissioners shall, from time to time, direct or approve. 

Article II. — The appointment of Relieving Officers shall he made in conformity with 
the rules prescribing the mode of appointment of Officers, which are contained in Articles 
28 and 29 of the General Order of the Poor Law Commissioners, bearing date the 5th day 
of June, in the year 1844, regulating the proceedings of Guardians, and the duties of 
Union Officers in Ireland. 



Qualification of Relieving Officers. 

Article III — The qualification of a Relieving Officer shall he as follows, that is to say — 

No person shall ho appointed a Relieving Officer who is engaged in a retail trade of 
any kind, nor who will not devote himself entirely to the duties of the office. 

No person shall he appointed a Relieving Oflicer who shall not have reached the age of 
twenty-one years. 

No person shall he appointed a Relieving Officer who cannot read and write and keep 
accounts. 

No person shall he appointed a Relieving Officer who will not agree to give one month’s 
notice previously to resigning the office, or to forfeit one month’s amount of salary, to he 
deducted from the amount of salary due at the time of resignation. 
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Security to be given by Relieving Officers. 

Article IV. — The Board of Guardians shall take such security from every person ap- 
pointed a Relieving Officer, as the Poor Law Commissioners shall approve, in conformity 
with the provisions contained in Articles 38 and 39 of the ahove-rccitcd General Order ; 
and the said provisions shall he alike .applicable to Relieving Officers as to other Officers of 
Unions in Ireland. 



Payment of Salaries of Relieving Officers. 

Article' V. — The payment of the Salaries of Relieving Officers shall be made in con- 
formity with the provisions of Article 37 of the above-recited General Order ; and the 
said provisions shall be alike applicable to Relieving Officers as to other Officers of Unions 
in Ireland. 

Continuance in Office and Suspension of Relieving Officers — Supply of Vacancies. 

Article VI. — The continuance in office of Relieving Officers, their suspension from 
office, and the filling up of every vacancy in the office, shall be conformable to the pro- 
visions contained in Articles 40, 41, 42, and 45 of the above-recited General Order; and 
the said provisions shall be alike applicable to Relieving Officers as to other Officers of 
Unions in Ireland. 



Duties of Relieving Officers,. 

Article VII. — The duties of every Relieving Officer shall be — 

No. 1. — To attend all ordinary meetings of the Board of Guardians, and to attend all 
other meetings when summoned by the Clerk. 

No. 2. — To attend at such places in his District, at such times of the day, and on such 
days in the week, as the Board of Guardians shall, from time to time, direct, for the pur- 
pose of dispensing relief, and of receiving applications for relief. 

No. 3. — To receive all applications for relief made to him within his District, and forth- 
with to examine into the circumstances of every case, by visiting the home of the applicant, 
and by making all necessary inquiries into the state of health, the ability to work, and the 
previous earnings and other means of such applicant, and to report the result of such in- 
quiries, in the prescribed Form, entitled “ The Application and Report Book,” to the 
Board of Guardians at their next Ordinary Meeting. 

No. 4. — In every case of sudden and urgent necessity to afford such provisional relief 
to the destitute person as shall be requisite in the manner provided by law, that is to say, 
either by an order of admission to the Workhouse or Fever Hospital of the Union, provided 
tliere'be room therein respectively, and by conveying any destitute poor person thereto, if 
necessary; or by affording such poor person immediate and temporary relief in food, 
lodging, medicine, or medical attendance, until the next ordinary meeting of tho Board of 
Guardians. 

No. 5. — To report to the Board of Guardians at their next ordinary meeting, all cases in 
which he shall have given provisional relief, and the nature and cost of the relief so afforded, 
in the prescribed Form, entitled “The Application and Report Book,” and to tako the 
directions of the Board of Guardians regarding any further relief to bo afforded in every 
case so reported. 

No. C Duly and punctually to dispense the weekly allowances of all poor persons 

belonging to his District, and to relieve all poor persons within his District as directed by 
the Board of Guardians, and authorized by tho signature and initials of the Chairman of 
the Meeting, in the columns provided for tho purpose in the prescribed Form, entitled 
“ The Application and Report Book.” 

No. 7. — To keep a separate, full, and true account of all sums and articles dispensed by 
him for or on account of the relief of each poor person in the District for which ho shall 
be appointed to act, in the prescribed Form, entitled “The Out-door Relief List.” 

No. 8 — To keep a separate, full, and true account of all sums or articles received by him 
from the Board of Guardians, and expended or dispensed by him on the account of each 
Electoral Division in his District, or the Union at large, as the case may be, in the prescribed 
Form, entitled the “ Weekly Receipt and Expenditure Book,” and to balance tho samo 
weekly. 

' No. 9. — To present the prescribed Books of Accounts severally entitled “ The Out-door 
Relief List,” and “Weekly Receipt and Expenditure Book,” to tho Clerk for his inspection 
and authentication before every Ordinary Meeting of the Board of Guardians, and to the’ 
Board of Guardians at such meeting. 

No. 10. — In no case to take credit in his Accounts, or enter as paid or given any money 
or other articles which shall not have been paid or given previously to tho taking of such 
credit, or the making of such entry. 

No. 11. — To make out at the end of each half-year lists of all persons relieved at the 
charge of each Electoral Division, or the Union at large, in his District, in the form pre- 
scribed for that purpose, entitled “ List of Destitute Persons relieved out of tho Work- 
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house,” and to post, or cause to he posted, copies of the same in such public places as the 
Board of Guardians shall direct. 

No. 12. — To submit to the Auditor of the Union all his Boohs, Accounts, and Vouchers 
at such place and time, and in such manner as may he required by the regulations of the 
Poor Law Commissioner's in force at the time. 

No. 13. — To observe and execute all lawful orders and (Sections of the Board of 
Guardians applicable to his office. 

Further. Duties of the Clerk of the Union. 

Article VIII. — The Clerk of the Union shall perform the following duties, in addition 
to those assigned to him in Article 47 of the General Order above recited: — ; 

No. 1. — He shall keep and punctually enter up the Out-door Relief Register in the 
form herein prescribed. 

No. 2 Previously to every weekly meeting of the Guardians he shall examine the 

Out-door Relief List and Weekly Receipt and Expenditure Book of each Relieving Officer 
in the Union, and authenticate by his initials the correctness of the same, if found to be 
correct. 

No. 3. — He shall enter in the Relieving Officer’s Application and Report Book the deci- 
sion and order of the Board of Guardians on each application for relief, and submit the 
same to the Chairman of the Meeting for his signature or initials ; and shall, by reference 
to the Out-door Relief Register, when approved and signed, show, in the columns pro- 
vided for that purpose in the Application and Report Book, to what account any person so 
ordered to be relieved is chargeable, and shall attest the entries in the said columns by bis 
initials. 

No. 4. — He shall keep and punctually enter up from the Out-door Relief Lists of the 
Relieving Officers the prescribed form of account, entitled the “ Abstract of the Out-door 
Relief Lists,” and make up the same at the end of each half-year, and transfer the totals 
to proper columns, to be "provided for that purpose, in the Half-yearly Abstract of the 
Accounts of the Union. 

No. 5 He shall prepare for signature by the Guardians, and shall himself countersign 

all cheques drawn on the Treasurer, and all orders made on Tradesmen or other Contrac- 
tors, in favour of the Relieving Officers, aud enter proper records thereof in the Minutes 
of Proceedings of the Guardians. 

No. G. — He shall perform all lawful orders and directions of the Board of Guardians 
applicable to his office as now constituted. 



Further Proceedings of the Board of Guardians in the Administration of Relief. 

Article IX The Guardians of the Union shall at each weekly meeting proceed as 

follows : — 

No. 1. — They shall consider all applications for relief, and the particulars relating to 
each case as entered in the “ Application and Report Book” of each of the Relieving 
Officers, and shall decide whether any, and if so, what relief or further relief shall be 
granted in each individual case ; aud the decision of the Board shall be forthwith recorded 
in the said book, to be authorized, if legal, by the signature or initials of the Chairman of 
the meeting, in the columns respectively provided for the purpose. 

No. 2. They shall examine the several books of the Relieving Officers, and see that 

they are regularly authenticated, as hereinbefore is provided, by the Clerk of the Union. 

No. 3. — They shall examine, approve, and correct, if necessary, the Out-door Relief 
Register ; and the Out-door Relief Register, when so approved, shall be signed by the 
Chairman of the meeting, and countersigned by the Clerk. 

No. 4. — They shall direct such cheques to be drawn on the Treasurer, and such orders 
to be made on tradesmen or other contractors hi favour of the Relieving Officers, as, after 
examination of their Weekly Receipt and Expenditure Books, and in reference to the 
balances standing at foot of those accounts, shall appear to bo necessary to provide the 
Relieving Officers with the means of affording relief to the destitute persons in then- several 
districts ; and every such cheque or order shall be signed by the Chairman of the meeting 
and two Guardians, and countersigned by the Clerk. 

No. 5 . — They shall give all necessary directions for carrying into execution the Acts now 
in force for the relief of the destitute poor in Ireland, consistently with their powers and 
duties as Guardians of the Poor. 

Forms of Out-door Relief Register, and of the Books of Account referred to 
in this Order. 

Article X. And we do hereby prescribe the Forms contained in Schedule B, to this 

Order annexed, and severally entitled “The Out-door Relief Register,” “The Relieving 
Officer’s Application and Report Book,” “ The Out-door Relief List,” “ The Relieving 
Officer’s Weekly Receipt and Expenditure-Book,” “ The Abstract of the Out-door Relief 
Lists,” and “List of Destitute Persons relieved out of the Workhouse,” and direct the same 
to be used by the Guardians and their officers, in accordance with the rules and regula- 
tions hereinbefore contained.

the number of the Children under 15 must be entered in the Column provided for that purpose. ’ 

5. The Totals at foot of the Statistical portion, at the end of each Half-year, are to be carried by the Clerk into the Half-yearly Abstract of persons 
relieved. 

6. Whatever be the day of weekly meeting of the Guardians, it is intended that each week in the Half-year should end on Saturday, except the last 
week in the Half-year, which must always close with the 26th March or 29th September, as the case may be. It may therefore happen, that the first 
or last week of the Half-year, or even both, (as in the Specimen Form,) will contain a less number of days than 7, and thus the number of weeks in the 
Half-year will extend to 27 or 28.

mental detect, and not being persons disabled from labour by reason of severe sickness or 
serious accident, and thereby deprived of the means of earning a subsistence for them- 
selves and their families, whom they are liable by law to maintain, and not being poor 
widows having two or more legitimate children dependent on them, for the period from 
the date of this Order to the day of inclusive. 

And wo do hereby make the following Rules and Regulations as to the granting,

1. Every person relieved under the authority of this Order shall be relieved in food 
only, and such food shall, as far as is practicable, be cooked food.

parties occupying or owning such land. . . ... • 

To every proposal of this nature the Commissioners consider objections to exist which are 
insurmountable, and they do not contemplate giving their approval to such proposals under

any circumstances whatever. One obvious objection is, that such proceedings might inter- 
fere with the operation of the legislative measures expressly provided to facilitate the 
improvement of landed property in Ireland ; under which measures labour will be employed 
and paid in the ordinary course, without any disturbance of those relations which naturally 
subsist between the employer and the employed, and which it is of the utmost consequence 
to maintain as far as possible undisturbed. 

Among the evil tendencies of a system which permits the recipients of relief to apply 
their labour to profitable and productive employment on the property of private individuals, 
the following are perhaps the most prominent : — 

Firstly, Such a system tends to absorb the general stock of employment, and so to 
bring more labourers on the poor rates. 

Secondly, it tends to lower the market value of labour, to the great injury of the self- 
relying labourer; since the occupier of land will not contract for the employment 
of pauper instead of independent labour, unless he can obtain some advantage in 
the rate of wages. 

Thirdly, It tends to spoil the industry and habits of the labourer, who will not work 
with the same energy in return for relief as when lie has a bargain with a private 
employer to work for wages — the continuance of his employment and the amount 
of his receipts depending, in one case, on his industry and the value of his work, 
and in the other case, on the necessities of himself and those dependent on him 
for support. 

There is no system of obtaining labour in return for relief from the poor rates, which is 
wholly free from the above objections. The desideratum, therefore, is the mode of employ- 
ment which is least open to objection ; and this will be found, as the Commissioners believe, 
in any such employment as shall be least calculated to attract labourers to itself, and thus 
draw them away from the ordinary employments by which they have been accustomed to 
maintain themselves. 

With these views the Commissioners recommend the Guardians to establish a system of 
breaking stones by measure, as the most suitable employment for able-bodied males requir- 
ing relief. The advantages of stone-breaking are, that it is easy to superintend and regulate 
as task-work — that the materials are generally available, the implements of labour few and 
simple — and, above all, that it is less eligible to the labourer than most other employments, 
provided that it be vigilantly superintended, and that a full day’s labour be rigorously 
exacted from each recipient of relief. 

The Commissioners are aware that such a system cannot be established through a largo 
Union without expense, and without great and persevering exertion on the part of the Board 
of Guardians ; but, on the other hand, the widely-spread distress which, on the representa- 
tions of the Guardians themselves, has led to the issue of the Order authorizing roliof in 
food to the able-bodied, presents the two alternatives, either of such a system as the one 
now laid down by the Commissioners, or of a system of rations unchecked by any test or 
condition. But the latter system, even when administered with the greatest caro and undor 
the best control, must involve a profuse expenditure, demoralize the population, and by 
making them independent of their ordinary employments, diminish the productive resources 
of the country, and accumulate causes of distress. 

In every electoral division, therefore, in which the Guardians find it necessary to avail 
themselves of the power to give rations to the able-bodied, it is their imperative duty, in 
discharge of the trust which they have received from the rate-payers, to provide a rigid 
system of task-work, and to appoint a sufficient number of Superintendents of Labour, under 
that branch of the Order which authorizes them to appoint such officers. 

These appointments should be made, not permanently, like those of the regular Relieving 
Officers, but for such time only as their services may be required, at a weekly rate of wages 
of about ten shillings ; for which amount there is no doubt that trustworthy and suitable 
persons, able to render accounts in writing, may be obtained. 

The Guardians will have to determine the amount of labour to be required from each 
applicant for relief, and the amount of rations to be given him in return by the Superinten- 
dent of Labour, after the performance of the task. 

_ The ordinary Relieving Officers will present the cases to the Guardians, and take their 
directions on each case. The result of the decisions of the Guardians may be communicated 
by the Relieving Officers to the Superintendents of Labour in the following duplicate form :

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The right-hand portion of the sheet will he detached in slips by the Superintendents, 
and delivered to the parties employed, in the form of tickets entitling them to receive their 
rations from the contractor, or from the person in charge of the depot, as the case may be. 
Where contractors can be found to take on them the distribution of the rations, it is obvious 
that some trouble and expense will be saved in respect of depots of provisions and the 
payment of persons to take charge of them. In either case the tickets brought in will be 
the vouchers to the Guardians for the consumption of so much food. 

The Guardians probably expect from the Commissioners some principles to assist them 
in determining the task of work and the amount of rations in each case ; the Commis- 
sioners, therefore, desire to observe, that it is not necessary the amount of rations should 
bear any direct proportion to the task ; on the contrary, the Order itself requires that 
each recipient should give a full day's work for every day for which he receives rations ; 
and it is manifest that the amount of rations must depend on the number of persons who, 
besides himself, arc dependent on him for support. 

The justice of this arrangement stands on the following basis : — The food is given, not 
as the price of labour, but as the relief of destitution. The labour given in return is the 
condition of receiving that relief; and if the necessities of the recipient and his family are 
wholly relieved, it is just that he should give in return the full value of his labour, what- 
ever that may be. 

The Guardians, acting on the above principle, will have to determine the amount of 
daily labour which may fairly be claimed from an adult male of average strength ; secondly, 
from an adult male of less than the average strength ; and, lastly, from male applicant, 
above fifteen years of age, but not yet adult, respectively. The ration, as already observed, 
will be in proportion to the number dependent for support on the person relieved. 

The selection of the places proper for the employment of the applicants, in sufficient 
but not too great numbers, the procuring of materials and the conveyance thereof to each 
depot, the providing of such implements as it may be found necessary to provide for those 
coming to labour, are points which will necessarily have the attention of the Guardians in 
due course. 

The Inspector of the Union has been especially charged to afford the Guardians all the 
advice and assistance in his power, to enable them to carry out the Order with most effect 
and advantage; and the Commissioners request the Guardians will take the arrangements 
into consideration with the least possible delay.

Whereas, in pursuance of the provisions of an Act passed in the tenth year of the reign 
of her present Majesty, Queen Victoria, intituled “An Act to make further provision for 
the Relief of the Destitute Poor in Ireland,” We, the Commissioners for administering 
the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, did, by an Order under our Seal, bearing date 
the tenth day of January instant, authorize and empower the Board of Guardians of tho 
Thurles Union to administer relief out of the workhouse of the said Union for a limited 
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period to destitute poor persons in tlie said Order described, and did make certain rules 
and regulations as to the granting, ordering, and giving of such relief, and did direct that 
every able-bodied male person relieved under the authority of the said Order should, as 
.far as was practicable, be set to perform a task of work during eight hours at least of 
every day for which he shall receive such relief. 

' And whereas the Guardians of the said Union did, at a weekly meeting of the said No. U — Orders to 
Guardians, held on the eleventh day of January instant, make and record upon their P art,cuIar Unions, 
minutes a certain resolution in the following terms, that is to say : — Special Order 

“ That, in pursuance of the directions of the Poor Law Commissioners in then- Order of Tlmrles Union ;

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No. III. — General Order relating to the Collection of Poor Rates, and 
Accounting for the same, issued to all the Unions in Ireland 



To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the Schedule hereunto 

annexed; to the Clerk of the Guardians, and to the several Collectors of every such 

Union; to the Clerk or Clerks to the Justices of the Petty Sessions, held for tho 

Division or Divisions in which tho Townlands and Places comprised within tho said 

Unions are situate ; and to all others whom it may concern : 

Whereas by a General Order of the Poor Law Commissioners, bearing date the fifth day of 
June, in the year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Forty-four, addressed to tho Guard- 
ians of the several Unions named in the Schedule to the said Order annexed, it was pro- 
vided that the Clerk of every such Union should perform the following duties, together with 
other duties therein particularly set forth, that is to say : 

To examine and ascertain that the entries in the Collectors’ hooks correspond with 
the entries in the prescribed Rate Receipt Check-book, and the Treasurer’s book, 
and to certify the same by bis signature. 

Previously to the first meeting in every month, to examine the several Collectors’ 
books, and Receipt Check-books, and to compare the same with each other, and 
with the Treasurer’s book of receipts and payments, and to authenticate the 
entries made in the said several books respectively by his signature ; and at the 
first meeting in every month to submit to the Guardians a statement showing tho 
amount of rate collected in each Electoral Division during the month last past, and 
to forward a copy thereof, signed by himself, to the Poor Law Commissioners. 

And whereas by the said recited Order, it was further provided that the following duty, 
together with other duties therein set forth, should be performed by every Collector of Poor 
Rates in the Unions named in the said Schedule, that is to say : 

To attend the first meeting of the Guardians which shall be held in cveiy month, 
with the several collecting and receipt chock books, and to lay before them, 
in a hook to be especially kept for the purpose, a summary of the stato of his 
collection according to the Form (F) to the said Order annexed, together with 
the receipts of the Treasurer for all sums paid in during tho preceding month. 

To attend every meeting of tho Board of Guardians which ho shall bo specially 
required to attend. 

And whereas it is expedient to provide for a more frequent examination of the Collectors’ 
accounts, and to facilitate the examination thereof by the Clerk of the Union, and to mako 
farther regulation in this behalf ; 

Now therefore we, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for the Relief of tho 
Poor in Ireland, do hereby order, direct, and declare, with respect to each and every of tho 
Unions named in the said Schedule, as follows : 

Article I. — The Clerk of the Union shall, previously to the delivery of Rate-receipt Check- 
books for any Electoral Division to the Collector of Poor Rates for such Division, number 
the leaves thereof with consecutive numbers, beginning with the number “ one,” so that 
each receipt and the counterpart thereof shall be marked with a number differing from 
that of every other receipt and counterpart; and the Clerk shall place his initials on 
each receipt. 

Article II. — Every Collector of Poor Rates shall give receipts for Poor Rates from the 
Receipt Check-books so numbered and initialed, and delivered to him by the Clerk of 
the Union, and shall give no other receipts for Poor Rates whatever, on pain of dismissal 
from his office and prosecution for the penalties which he may incur by Statute for a 
breach of this regulation ; and he shall issue such receipts in regular succession, and in tho 
order of their respective numbers. 

Article III. — Every Collector of Poor Rates, in addition to the books and forms of 
account prescribed by any order of the Poor Law Commissioners, shall, for each Electoral 
Division of which he is a Collector, keep and duly enter up a book, in the form to this 
Order annexed, entitled, “ The Collector’s Rate-receipt Abstract” and shall enter therein 
every sum received by him in payment of Poor Rates, together with a reference to tho 
number of the receipt issued, and a reference to the number of the tenement, for which 
such sum has been received, as the same is numbered in the Rate-book and Collecting-book. 

Article IV. — Every Collector shall balance tho sums received by him in payment of 
Poor Rates and the sums lodged by him with the Treasurer every week, and enter up tho 
totals of such receipts and lodgments in a sheet bound up in “ The Rate-receipt Abstract ” 
in the form to tins Order annexed, and entitled " Weekly Balance Sheet of Collector’ $ 
Receipts and Lodgments 

Article V. — Every Collector shall submit his “ Collecting Book,” “ Rate-receipt Check- 
books,” and “ Rate-receipt Abstracts,” to the Clerk of the Union for examination, once at 
the least in every fortnight, and if the Guardians shall so require, once in every week, at the 
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hour and on the day, not being the day of meeting of the Guardians, which the Clerk 
shall appoint for that purpose ; and shall at the same time produce to the Clerk the 
Treasurer’s receipts for all lodgments made by him since the last examination of his 
accounts. 

Article VI. — The Clerk shall, in examining the Collector’s accounts, compare each 
counterpart, from which a receipt has been detached, with the corresponding entries in 
the “ Collecting-look,” and the “ Rcitc-rcceipt Abstract,” and see that the sum for which 
the receipt was issued, lias been duly brought to account in each of those books ; and he 
shall ascertain and authenticate by his signature or initials the correctness of the entries 
in those books, as well as of the sums total carried forward into the “ Weekly Balance 
Sheet of Collector's Receq>ts and Lodgments.” 

Article VII At the next meeting of the Guardians, after every such examination of a 

Collector’s accounts, the Clerk shall lay before the Board of Guardians a copy of the 
“Weekly Balance Sheet of Collector’s Receipts and Lodgments” for each Electoral 
Division in the district of such Collector. 

Article VIII. — Every Receipt Check-hook from which all the receipts shall have been 
detached shall be returned forthwith by the Collector to the Clerk of the Union, and the 
Clerk shall be thereafter responsible for the custody of the same.

2. .All male persons of full age, not expressly disqualified by law, who are entitled, under 
the provisions of the Acts 1 and 2 Vic., cap. 5G, and 2 Vic., cap. 1, to vote at elections of 
Guardians in the said Union, and who shall have been liable under the last made rate, to 

pay or contribute rate in respect of property of tho net aunual value of not less than 

Pounds in their occupation within the said Union, or who shall be entitled to vote in respect 
of net rent payable to their receipt in the said Union, of that amount, or who shall be 
entitled to vote in respect of Tithe Rent Charge, payable to their receipt from property 
within the Union, of that amount, will be eligible as Guardians for any of the Electoral 
Divisions [or Wards, as the case may be,'] of the said Union : but no person being in Holy 
Orders, or being a regular minister of any religious denomination, will be eligible as a 
Guardian. Persons who have been Guardians for any year are re-eligiblo for the ensuing 
or any subsequent year, provided they possess the qualification prescribed, and are duly 
nominated ; and the same person may be elected Guardian for more than one Electoral 
Division. 

3. No occupier will be entitled to vote in respect of any property for which lie shall be 
liable to pay rent to any landlord, unless he shall have paid all the Poor Rates previously 
made and assessed upon him in the Union, except such as shall have been made or become 
due within the six calendar months immediately preceding tho time appointed for voting. 

4. No Rate-payer will be entitled to vote in respect of any jiroperty not in his actual 
occupation, or in respect of any interest equivalent to profit rent arising out of property 
occupied by him, unless ho shall, one calendar month at the least previous to the day here- 
inafter named for collecting votes, have delivered to tho Board of Guardians of tho Union, 
or to the person acting for the time being as Returning Officer, a statement in writing of 
his name and address, with a description of tho property in respect of which ho claims to 
be entitled to vote, and of Iris interest therein. 

5. Any Rate-payer in respect of property not in his actual occupation, may, by writing 
under his hand, appoint any person to vote as liis proxy; but such proxy must, one calendar 
month previous to the day on which he shall claim to vote, have given to tho Clerk to tho 
Board of Guardians, a statement in writing of his own name and address, and also the 
name and address of the Rate-payer appointing him such proxy, and a description of tho 
property in respect of which he claims to vote as proxy; and also an original or attestod 
copy of the writing appointing him such proxy.

I am directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to call your attention to that part 
of the 16th clause of the Bill to make further provision for the relief of the destitute poor 
in Ireland, which provides, “ that in every case in which the number of Justices qualified 
according to the provisions of the 1st and 2nd Vic., cap. 56, shall exceed the number of 
Guardians to be elected by the ratepayers, so many only of the highest ratepayers 
amongst the qualified Justices as shall be equal to the number of Elective Guardians shall 
be entitled to act as Ex-officio Guardians; provided that each of such highest ratepayers 
amongst such Justices shall have previously declared, in writing, to the Clerk of the Union, 
his willingness to act as such Ex-officio Guardian.” 

The Union is one of those in which the present number of qualified Justices 

exceeds the number of Guardians to be elected by the ratepayers, and in the event of 
this Bill passing into a law, it will be no longer lawful for auy Justice to act as an Ex-officio 
Guardian, until he shall have previously declared, in writing, to the Clerk of the Union 
his willingness so to act.

No. 3. — Ex-Officio Guardians : — Further Circular.

With reference to the circular letter addressed to you on the 5th instant, relative to the 
16th clause of the Bill to make further provision for the relief of the destitute poor in 
Ireland, I am directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to state, that they have this day 
received a further print of the Bill in question, according to which the provision recited 
in that circular is somewhat altered, and now stands as follows : — 

“ In every case in which the number of Justices so qualified as aforesaid (that is, accord- 
ing to the provisions of the 1st and 2nd Vic., cap. 56), shall exceed the number of 
Guardians to be elected by the ratepayers, so many only of the qualified Justices who 
shall he rated on the highest amount of rateable property in the rate-books of an electoral 
division in such Union as shall he equal to the number of elective Guardians, shall be 
entitled to act as Ex-officio Guardians : provided always that each of such highest rated 
Justices shall have previously declared in writing to the Clerk of the Union his willingness 
to act as such Ex-officio Guardian.” 

If the Bill passes in its present shape the list of Justices entitled to act must consist of 
those rated either as occupiers or immediate lessors, upon the highest amount of net ' 
annual value, taking the aggregate amoimt of the ratings in any one electoral division.

The Commissioners have the organization of districts for the appointment of officers 
in pursuance of the provisions of the Act, under their consideration, and will address the 
Guardians hereafter on that subject. 

The Commissioners take this opportunity of calling the attention of the Guardians 
to the 12th section of the x\ct, which provides, that for the purpose of charging the expense 
. of relief to any electoral division, no person shall be deemed to have been resident in such 
electoral division, unless during the three years before his application for relief, he had 
occupied some tenement within such division for thirty calendar months, or, if he had not 
so occupied some tenement, had usually slept within such division for the period of thirty 
calendar months. 

The rule laid down in this section should be observed in the case of all persons here- 
after to he registered as receiving relief from the Poor Rates.

to you a sufficient number of copies for that purpose. 

The Commissioners desire at the same time to call the attention of the Board of Guar- 
dians to the 16th section of the Act, which provides, that from and after the passing of the 
Act, every Justice who is qualified, under the provisions of the Irish Poor Relief Act, to be 
an Ex-officio Guardian of the Union, shall be an Ex-officio Guardian thereof, unless the 
number of Justices so qualified shall exceed the number of Guardians to be elected by the 
rate-payers. 

The Commissioners understand from the last return which they have received on the 

subject, that the number of qualified Justices in Union is less than the number of 

Elective Guardians; and if this be still the case, the whole of such qualified Justices are 
entitled to act at once as Ex-officio Guardians, by operation of the statute.

No. 6. — Gratuities to Teachers in Workhouse Schools in connexion with the National 
Board of Education.

I am directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to acquaint you, for the information 

of the Board of Guardians of the Union, that the Commissioners have received a 

communication from the Commissioners of National Education, in which they announce 
their intention of awarding gratuities to a certain number of deserving Teachers (males 
and females) of the workhouse schools, in connexion with the National Board. 

The following extract from a communication from the Commissioners of National 
Education on the subject, describes the arrangement which has been sanctioned for carry- 
ing this object into effect. 

“Twenty Schoolmasters, if so many.be found deserving, are to be selected by the 
District Inspectors, to ten of whom gratuities at the rate of £6 yearly, each, will be given,; 
to the remaining ten, gratuities at the rate of £4 a year each. , 

“ Twenty Schoolmistresses (if so many be found deserving) are to be selected in like 
manner, to ten of whom gratuities at the rate of £5 a year, each, will be given ; and to 
' the remaining ten, gratuities at the rate of £3 a year each.

No. 7. — Circular to Boards of Guardians previous to Cessation of Relief under Tem- 
porary Act ; arrangements for carrying into effect the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, . July 1, 1847. 

I am directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to acquaint you, that they have 
received from the Relief Commissioners the announcement of an intention to discontinue 
advances under the Temporary Relief Act, at about the period of harvest in August next ; 
as in this event, the responsibility of relieving the destitute poor in Reland will devolve 
almost wholly on the Boards of Guardians of the several Unions, the Commissioners deem 
it right to call the special attention of the Guardians to the collection of the Poor Rates, 
in reference to certain clauses of the Irish Relief Extension Act (the 10th Victoria, cap. 31), 
wliich make a material change in the Irish Poor Laws, and have an important bearing- 
on the nature of the duties which the Guardians will now have to discharge. 

Until the passing of this new Act, the Guardians are aware, that they could legally 
give relief to the destitute from the Poor Rates in a workhouse only. With regard to 
certain classes of the destitute, however, the law is now altered; for the Guardians, while 
they are absolutely required to relieve those classes, in some manner or other, are vested 
with a discretionary power to grant the relief either in or out of a workhouse. 

The classes of destitute persons in respect to whom the Guardians possess this new dis- 
cretionary power are the three following : — 

1st. Destitute poor persons, who are permanently disabled from labour by reason of 
old age, infirmity, or bodily or mental defect. 

2nd. Destitute poor persons who being disabled from labour by reason of severe sick- 
ness, or serious accident, are thereby deprived of the means of earning a subsistence for 
themselves and their families, whom they are liable by law to maintain. 

3rd. Destitute poor widows having two or more legitimate children dependent upon 
them. 1 



With respect to all other classes of the destitute poor, the Guardians are stiR not 
entitled, under ordinary circumstances, to grant any relief from the Poor Rates oxcopt in 
a workhouse only ; but at all times, when there shall be sufficient room in the workhouse, 
the Guardians are required to take order for relieving and setting to work therein, such 
other persons (that is to say, persons who arc not included in any of the three classes just 
mentioned), as the Guardians shall deem to be destitute poor and unable to support them- 
selves by then- own industry or other lawful mpiin a. 

Although, however, under ordinary circumstances, the powers of a Board of Guardians 
in reference to out relief are merely such as are above-mentioned, special provision is 
made for periods of unusual distress. For by the second section it is enacted, that if it is 
shown to the satisfaction of the Poor Law Commissioners, that through want of room or 
by reason of fever or infectious disease, due relief can no longer be afforded in the work- 
house or workhouses of an Union, to destitute poor persons not included in any of the 
above-mentioned three classes, it shall be lawful for the Commissioners, by Order under 
their seal, to authorize the Guardians of such Union to administer relief to such persons 
out of the workhouse ; and the Guardians are then required to make provision for their 
relief accordingly. No such Order, however, is to be in force for a longer period than two 
calendar months from this date, and all relief given to able-bodied persons under its 
authoiity must be in food only ; but still the Order may be renewed from time to time 

The Guardians will perceive from the above statement, that the claims upon them for 
relief may be considerably increased after the 15th of August next, and that the demands 
upon then- funds are, likely to be far greater than those to which they have hitherto been 
accustomed. Under these circumstances, the Commissioners cannot impress too strongly 
upon Boards of Guardians the absolute necessity of their making vigorous efforts to compel 
the collection of the Poor Rates, in order that they may have funds in their Treasurer’s 
hands, when the new system comes into operation. The Commissioners are aware that 
the present period is not the most favorable for the collection of Rates ; but the circum 
stances of the case axe so urgent that they both justify and require extraordinary exertions 
on the part of the Guardians. If, at the time when new duties are devolved upon them thev 
do not possess the requisite funds, the Unions will fall into a state of bankruptcy and con 
fusion, the burdens of the rate -payers will in the long run be seriously increased, and tho 
destitute poor will be exposed to much privation and suffering. The Commissioners there- 
fore, earnestly entreat and call upon Guardians, collectively and individually, to make use

of all their powers and all their influence in their respective Unions, to press forward stre- 
nuously the collection of the Poor Rates.

No. 8. — Appointment of Relieving Officers Circular to Boards of Guardians. 

Poor Laiv Commission Office, Dublin 

SiR* July 16, 1847. 

The Poor Law Commissioners are desirous of calling the attention of Boards of Guar- 
dians to tlioso clauses of the Irish Relief Extension Act, which relate to the appointment 
of a class of functionaries hitherto unknown in Ireland, who are called Relieving Officers. 
As the approaching discontinuance of advances under the Temporary Relief Act°renders it 
necessary to bring those clauses into operation with the least possible delay, the Commis- 
sioners. now call upon Boards of Guardians to issue advertisements for candidates. At the 
same time, it is proposed in the present Circular to state, for general information, the 
nature of the duties which Relieving Officers will have to perform, the qualifications which 
they should possess, the amount of salary which they should receive, and the number which 
should be appointed for each Union. 

1. Every Relieving Officer will have a district of an Union assigned to him; and all 
applications within that district for relief from the Poor Rates will have to be made to 
him in the first instance. It will be his duty forthwith to examine into the circumstances 
of every case, by visiting the home of the applicant, and by making all necessary inquiries 
into the state of health, the ability to work, and the means of such applicant ; and he will 
have to report the result of such inquiries, in a prescribed Form, to the Board of Guardians, 
at their next meeting. Under ordinary circumstances, the amount of relief to be granted 
in each case will be fixed by the Board of Guardians exclusively ; although the Relieving 
Officer, in accordance with the Orders of the Guardians, will have to supply the weekly 
allowances to all persons on the relief list within his district. There is, however, one 
exception to his being wholly dependent on an Order of the Board of Guardians in reference 
to the amount of relief which he supplies. This one exception is, when a case of necessity 
arises which is both urgent and sudden ; and in such a case, he may give provisional 
relief on his own responsibility until the next ordinary meeting of the Board of Guardians, 
and no longer. This relief may be supplied either by an order of admission to the work- 
house or fever hospital of the Union, provided there is room therein respectively, and by 
conveying, if necessary, any destitute poor person to one of those establishments ; or by 
affording such poor person immediate and temporary relief in food, lodging, medicine, or 
medical attendance. 

As the duties above mentioned involve the intrusting, to a certain extent, sums of money 
weekly to a Relieving Officer, he will have, further, to keep a separate and full account of 
all moneys received and disbursed by him, and likewise of all articles received and given 
out by him for the relief of tho destitute poor in his district. He will have to balance such 
account weekly, and to present the same to tho Clerk for his inspection and authentication 
before every ordinary meeting of the Board of Guardians, and to the Board of Guardians 
at such meeting for their approval. He will likewise have to perform other duties subor- 
dinate to the above, which will hereafter be specified in a General Order. 

2. With regard to the qualifications of a Relieving Officer, the Commissioners have to 
observe, that no one ought to be appointed unless he is able to keep accounts, and unless 
ho engages to reside in the district for which he is appointed to act, devoting his whole 
timo to tho performance of the duties of his office, without following any trade or pro- 
fession, or entering into any service. 

3. The amount of salary which should be granted to each Relieving Officer, will vary 
in different parts of Ireland according to local circumstances and the laboriousness of the 
duties which may have to be performed. Considering, however, the great importance of 
securing the services of efficient individuals, the Commissioners think that the salary should 
in no case (except under peculiar circumstances) be less than £35 a year ; while in some 
instances, especially in large towns, a salary of even double that amount will not be excessive. 

4. In regard to the number of Relieving Officers in each Union, the Commissioners think 
that it will be found, in practice, impossible to establish a general rule ; and the Commis- 
sioners had intended to await from their Assistant Commissioners, a report on the arrange- 
ments which, after consultation with the respective Boards of Guardians, might be deemed 
desirable for each Union. The early period, however, at which the operations under the 
Temporary Relief Act are to be brought to a close, renders it absolutely necessary that 
there should be no further delay in advertising for candidates for the office of Relieving 
Officer. Under these circumstances the Commissioners make the following suggestions, in 
reference to the advertisements ; although such advertisements are not to be considered 
absolutely binding as to the course which the Guardians will pursue on the day of election. 

1 . In Unions under the Temporary Relief Act, Relieving Officers may be advertised for 
in the proportion of one to each relief district. 

2. In Unions or Electoral Divisions not under the Temporary Relief Act, Relieving 
Officers may be advertised for in the proportion of one to a population of about 12,000. 
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Iii conclusion, the Commissioners have to remark, that next to the essential point of 
collecting a sufficient amount of poor rates, the success of the new Irish Poor Law will 
mainly depend on the fitness of the individuals whom the Guardians select as Relieving 
Officers. And the Commissioners cannot impress too strongly upon Guardians the 
paramount importance of their resisting all private canvassings and solicitations, and of 
their keeping themselves unfettered, so that on the day of election they may he influenced 
in making the appointments solely by the comparative merits of the rival candidates.

This query admits of considerable doubt, 
hut after the most attentive perusal and con- 
sideration of the statutes referred to, I think 
the 12th section of the 10th Victoria has a 
retrospective operation, and, consequently, 
affects the chargeability of persons admitted 
into the poorhouse before the Act as well as 
those admitted after it. Under the 43rd 
and 44th sections of the 1st and 2nd Victoria, 
there was no occasion for the residence in 
the electoral division beingfor anyprescribed 
time before admission; and I apprehend 
that, in the case of an actual resident for 
any time, however short, before admission, 
his expenses of relief would have to be borne 
by the electoral division., By the 12th sec- 
tion of 6 and 7 Victoria, the person receiving 
relief must have been resident for the timo 
specified in that section, in order to make 
his expenses chargeable against tho electoral 
division. And by the 12th section of tho 
10th Victoria the time of such antecedent 
residence is increased. Now tho register 
directed by the 43rd section of the 1st and 
2nd Victoria is required to be laid before 
every meeting of the Guardians, and when 
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2nd. — If so, is the new rule of chargcability 
to talec effect from the date of the Act, or 
from the commencement of the current half- 
year; or if not from either of these periods, 
from what other period ?

And it 
appears to me to be, after such approval and 
signature, in the nature of a new book, and 
to be the subject of appeal under the 13th 
section of 6 and 7 Victoria : and in my 
opinion, the Guardians ought on each occa- 
sion, when the book is laid before them for 
approval, not to leave in the register the 
name of any person as a resident in the 
electoral division, unless he had been a 
resident therein for the period specified in 
the 12th section of 10th Victoria. This 
opinion conflicts with the view taken by Mr. 
Greene, which, necessarily, lessens my con- 
fidence in the correctness of the opinion 
I have given. 

The register book appears to me to be the 
document by which the residence of paupers 
is to be determined, and by which the ex- 
penses against the electoral division or the 
union are to be regulated ; and assuming that 
I am right in the view I have taken, I think 
that when the book is altered, by striking 
out the name of a pauper as a non-resident, 
the expenses of that pauper will have to be 
regulated accordingly, and commencing from 
the current half-year. 

I think the portion of the 12th section of 
the 6 and 7 Victoria remains in force ; but in 
estimating the expenses of a person dis- 
charged and coming back, you will have to 
ascertain the residence by the 12th section 
of the 10 th Victoria.

No. 11. — Relieving Officers; Qualifications and Disqualifications : — Circular to Boards U- Qualifications of 
of Guardians. “"“"S 0ffic “ rs -

Sir, August 5, 1847. 

In reference to the approaching elections of Relieving Officers, the Commissioners have 
to state, that objections have been raised to the disqualification imposed by the Com- 
missioners for that office, of persons exercising a retail trade. The Commissioners therefore 
deem it right to state the reasons on which that disqualification is founded, and to point out 
at the samo time the description of individuals whom it would be desirable to select as 
Relieving Officers. 

In the first place, there is no doubt that the duties of a Relieving Officer, if properly 
performed, will take up the whole of ono individual’s time. Now, if any one holding that 
situation were permitted, notwithstanding, to keep a shop, this would be a constant tempta- 
tion to him to neglect his public duties for the sake of Iris private interests. 

In the next place, a Relieving Officer will be supposed to be a person of considerable 
influence in his district, inasmuch as the views taken by the Guardians of the cases of 
applicants for relief will be believed to depend to a considerable extent on his representa- 
tions. Hence an unscrupulous Relieving Officer who kept a shop would be able by indirect 
means to obtain customers amongst the poorer classes ; even in the case of a thoroughly 
honest individual, customers might, without any effort on his part, be attracted to his shop, 
under the idea that they would thus conciliate his favour ; and although it might sometimes 
happen that considerations of this kind would really have no influence on any party, there 
would almost always be some handle for unpleasant suspicions, which it is better to prevent 
by timely precaution, than merely to devise a remedy for them when they have once arisen. 

With regard to the description of persons who are best adapted for the duties of Re- 
lieving Officers, the Commissioners desire to draw especial attention to individuals who 
would be deemed eligible candidates for the police force. The main point to be looked to 
is intelligence in becoming thoroughly acquainted with the circumstances of each applicant 
for relief and this again would imply considerable activity in order to obtain trustworthy 
information from various sources. But neither intelligence nor activity alone would render 
any ono a good Relieving Officer ; he ought also to possess firmness of mind, so as to be 
enabled in the discharge of his duty to resist intimidation, from whatever quarter it might- 
come, and in whatever form it might present itself.

The Com- 
missioners have reason to know, from facts which have been brought under their notice, 
that this practice is open to serious objections in a sanitary point of view, and they are 
desirous, therefore, that it should be at once discontinued. 

They are, however, desirous of obtaining more accurate information than they at present 
possess, as to the extent to which the practice has existed, and they request, therefore, 
that you will be good enough to furnish them with replies to the accompanying inquiries, 
authenticated by your signature. 

The Commissioners take this opportunity of drawing the attention of the Board of 
Guardians to tire 20th section of the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act, under which land, 
detached from the workhouse site, may be purchased or hired, and used as a cemetery for 
the burial of deceased inmates of the workhouse.

The Guardians will perceive, that by the second section of this Act, an important altera- 
tion is made in the law as regards desertion of their families by the persons bound to 
support them. By that section it is enacted, that any person deserting or wilfully neglect- 
ing to maintain his wife or child, whom ho may be liable to maintain, so that such wife or 
child becomes chargeable to the Union, shall, on conviction thereof, be imprisoned and 
kept to hard labour for any time not exceeding three calendar months.

No. 16. — Execution of General Order of 2nd August 1847, relating to the Adminis- io. Administra- 
t ration of Out-door Relief : — Circular to Boards of Guardians. t!on of Out-door 

Relief.

The Poor Law Commissioners deem it right to address the Board of Guardians on some 
points which will arise in carrying into effect the General Order of the Commissioners dated App. A. No. I. 
tlio 2nd instant. 

In commencing their operations under the 10th Viet., c. 31, the Guardians will bear in 
mind the state of the law, as pointed out to them in the Commissioners’ Circular of the 
1st ultimo. 

The Commissioners again enumerate the several classes of destitute persons who can 
legally receive relief out of the workhouse under the first section of the Act; that is to say — 

1. Destitute persons who are permanently disabled from labour by reason of old age, 
infirmity, or bodily, or mental defect. 

2. Destitute poor persons, who being disabled from labour by reason of severe sickness 
or serious accident, are thereby deprived of the means of earning a subsistence for them- 
selves and their families, whom they are liable by law to maintain. 

3. Destitute poor widows having two or more legitimate children dependent on them. 

These arc the only classes who can at present receive out-door relief of any kind from 

the Board of Guardians ; and it is to the mode of procedure in bringing all such cases of 
destitution on the Out-door Relief Books, and in dispensing to them the relief which may 
be requisite in each case, that the Commissioners have now to call the attention of the 
Guardians. 

In Article VIL, No. 2, of the General Order, the Relieving Officer is directed to attend 
at suck places in Iris district, at such times of tlio day, and on such days of the week as 
the Board of Guardians shall from timo to time direct, for the purpose of dispensing relief, 
and of roceiving applications for relief. 

To enable the Relieving Officer to perform this duty, the Guardians will at'onee furnish 
each Relieving Officer with a set of books of account, as prescribed in the General Order. 
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Secondly, they will fix the place or places in his district, at which they deem it neces- 
sary for the Relieving Officer to attend in each week, for the purposes above stated ; and 
a proper station or room must he provided at the expense! of the Union, for the use of the 
Relieving Officer at every point of his district, at which he shall be required so to attend. 

Thirdly, the Guardians will have to consider and determine the amount of pash or other 
means of relief which it may be necessary to place at the disposal of the Relieving Officer 
each week, in reference to the exigencies of his district. 

With regard to the last point, the Commissioners believe that the number of destitute 
persons falling within the three classes above specified, will be found to be a very limited 
portion of the population in each Relieving Officer’s district. The Relief Lists used under 
the Temporary Act will, as announced by the Relief Commissioners on the 31st ultimo, bo 
placed at the disposal of the Board of Guardians and their officers, and those lists may 
afford material assistance as to the names and number of the persons belonging to the 
three classes in question, but should by no means be permitted to supersede other means 
of inquiry, least of all such as must be made into every case by the Relieving Officer 
in person. 

The attention of the Guardians will be at once directed to the best course to be pursued 
in dispensing relief to these three classes of destitute persons out of the workhouse. 
Under existing circumstances it appears most desirable, that the present accommodation 
in the workhouse should, as a general rule, be reserved for the relief of such able-bodied 
persons, not falling within the first section of the Extension Act, as may be deemed to be 
destitute ; and the Commissioners are prepared to approve (for the present) the discharge 
of persons from the workhouse, who may fall within any of the three classes specified in 
section t„ and who may be deemed properly and sufficiently provided for by a weekly 
allowance out of the workhouse, so long as the causes of their destitution shall continue 
to exist. 

The question of relieving these classes in money or in kind must next receive attention. 
The statute, in prescribing food as the only mode of out-door relief to other classes, docs 
not make the same restriction in regard to the three classes in section 1. 

The Commissioners think that the proved advantages of relieving in food, especially 
cooked food, are applicable to all classes of the destitute, but they deem it, on the whole, 
inexpedient to require that course to be pursued, under the present circumstances, with 
regard to the classes relievable out of the workhouse under section 1. Those classes, 
as already stated, are limited in extent, and the cases they include arc of a nature easy to 
discriminate, and the relief, therefore, in whatever form administered, is loss liable to 
abuse and imposition than in other cases. For the present, therefore, and uutil the ad- 
ministrative arrangements are more matured, the Commissioner’s do not object to allow- 
ances of money being made to the destitute of these classes, whore the Guardians may not 
be prepared to dispense relief to them in cooked food. 

The relief of destitute persons not falling within the three classes specified in section 1, 
must be conducted entirely by admission to the workhouse, until an Order of tiro Door 
Law Commissioners be issued, under the provisions of section 2. 

This Order can only he issued by the Commissioners after it shall have been made to ap- 
pear to them that adequate relief cannot be afforded to the last-mentioned classes of des- 
titute persons by admission to the workhouse, either by reason of want of room, or by 
reason of the prevalence of infectious disease in the workhouse or workhouses of the 
Union; and wherever the Guardians consider that either of these contingencies have 
arisen, it is necessary that they should so express themselves in a representation of tho 
facts to the Commissioners. 

Advantage having been taken of the present season as a fitting season to discontinue, in 
many Unions, the relief recently afforded, in food, to a great portion of tho labouring 
population, and thus to throw them on their own resources, the Commissioners are reluc- 
tant, except on clear and distinct recorded grounds, to give effect to that provision of. the 
10 Vic., c. 31, which authorizes Boards of Guardians in Ireland to give relief in food out 
of the workhouse to able-bodied persons, and other persons not included iu the classes- 
specified in the first section of that statute.

No. 18.— Administration of Out-boor Relief : — Circular to Boards of Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

Sir, August 26, 1847. 

The Poor Law Commissioners propose to offer a few suggestions in reference to those 
Unions in which the Guardians are convinced that it will become necessary for them, 
unless they adopt precautionary measures, to grant out-door relief to able-bodied men 
during the approaching autumn. When the operations under the Temporary Relief Act 
■are terminated on the 12th September, the poor rates throughout the whole of Ireland will 
be liable for the relief of a mass of apparent destitution, which, in some districts, may 
prove wholly unmanageable, unless the Guardians have definite ideas of the precise evils 
which are most to be dreaded, and of the best way in which those evils can be counteracted 
or mitigated. The Commissioners deem it right, therefore, to make generally known the 
views which they themselves entertain on this important subject. 

The Commissioners think that the evil which is most to be guarded against is the 
necessity of granting out-door relief to able-bodied men ; and that the main point for the 
Guardians to keep steadily in view is, to make their workhouse as extensively available as 
possible for the relief of this class. 

On the difficulty of preventing abuses in granting out-door relief to able-bodied men, 
the Commissioners do not intend to dilate. The experience and observation of Guardians 
as to what has taken place under the Labour Rate Act, and the Temporary Relief Act, will 
probably have convinced them, that although such relief may be administered with the 
utmost ability and most upright intentions, it is liable to many abuses. During the past 
year, indeed, it has been absolutely necessary for the preservation of human life, but still 
it is a matter of notoriety, that numerous persons have had a share of the public alms, who 
ought to have subsisted on their own resources. 

On the other hand, very extensive experience has proved that relief may be granted to 
able-bodied men in a well-regulated workhouse, without entailing the certainty of any very 
serious evils. Speaking generally, such relief combines the two important advantages — 
1st, that those who are really destitute will accept it ; and 2ndly, that those who are not 
really destitute will not accept it. And this may be illustrated without insisting on the 
decisive experience of England, by referring to what has occurred in Ireland, in connexion 
with die distress of the past year. 

During the last winter and spring the workhouses in Ireland were so full that they 
contained more inmates than they were originally built to accommodate, and in some Unions 
it became frequently the painful duty of Guardians to reject, for want of room,' some of 
the applicants for admission. This shows that relief in a workhouse will be accepted when 
severe distress exists in a population. 

On the other hand, the effect of a workhouse in bringing to light imposition, has been 
manifested in a remarkable manner within the last fortnight in North Dublin Union. 
During the week ended Saturday, the 14th instant, there were above 20,000 persons on 
the relief lists of the North City Electoral Division; and as the operations under the 
Temporary Relief Act terminated in North Dublin Union on the 15th instant, the Guar- 
dians on the 1 6th instant, had to deal, for the first time, with the apparent necessity of having 
to provide relief for above 20,000 persons. On the morning of that day, however, owing to 
previous arrangements, they had room in the workhouse of their Union for 400 individuals, 
and by offering workhouse relief to applicants, aided by some assistance from the Mendicity 
Institution, the Guardians were enabled, in the course of six days, to reduce the number on 
the relief lists to nearly 3,000 persons. This tends to show that those who are not really 
destitute, will not accept relief in a workhouse. 

The Commissioners do not anticipate that the results of pursuing a similar course in the 
South and West of Ireland will be equally striking with what has occurred in North Dublin 
Union, but stiff the same principles of relief to able-bodied men will be found universally 

It 2 
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applicable ; and it may be confidently expected that -wherever those principles are acted 
on, the results will not differ in kind, but only in degree. 

In order, therefore, to carry out these principles, the Commissioners make the following 
recommendations in reference to those Unions wherein the Guardians are of opinion, that 
it will become necessary for them to grant out-door relief to able-bodied men after the 
12th of September, if the present mode of administering relief is not previously altered. 

1st. To grant out-door allowances to destitute persons permanently disabled from labour. 

The Commissioners think that such allowances should be sufficient in amount to prevent 

the necessity of begging. 

2nd. To grant similar allowances to widows with two or more legitimate children. — The 
effect of this course will be, to place at the disposal of the Guardians, accommodation for 
the children of able-bodied men in the children’s wards. 

3rd. If the above measures are insufficient, to remove all the school children of the 
workhouse with the Schoolmaster and Schoolmistress, to a separate and distinct establish- 
ment. — Such an arrangement if made permanent, would be attended with numerous moral 
advantages to the children; and no one measure would place at the disposal of the 
Guardians so much additional workhouse accommodation with such little inconvenience. 

4th. To hire a house or houses for the reception of poor persons affected with fever or 
other dangerous contagious disease, and to make use of such houses for the reception and 
medical treatment of such poor persons, in preference to the workhouse fever wards. — 
This measure would be attended with the double advantage of giving additional workhouse 
room to the Guardians, and of diminishing at the same time, the risk of infection to 
paupers in the workhouse. And it is to be observed, that an Order for authorizing out- 
door relief to able-bodied men, under the second section of the Irish Relief Extension Act, 
may become requisite on account of fever or other infectious disease in the workhouse. 

If, notwithstanding all these four expedients, it is still found necessary to grant out-door 
relief in any Union to able-bodied men, this would appear to the Commissioners an 
indication that the workhouse accommodation of the Union was insufficient; and the 
Commissioners would w ill i n gly co-operate with the Guardians in enlarging the present 
workhouse, as far as is practicable, or in the erection of a new workhouse. 

With regard to raising the requisite funds for this purpose, the Commissioners arc not 
authorized to hold out any hope of their being able to obtain a loan for the Guardians from 
the Exchequer Bill Loan Commissioners. The Guardians, however,' might borrow the 
money from any company, or from private individuals, under the 35th and 90th sections 
of the Irish Poor Relief Act, and they might charge the principal and interest on the poor 
rates, provided that they repaid the principal by annual instalments of not loss than one- 
twentieth of the sum borrowed.

No. 19 — Ex-officio Guardians Circular to Clerks of Unions. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

Sir, September 9, 1847. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland have 
had their attention drawn to certain points relating to the construction of that part of the 
1 6th section of the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act, which determines which of the Justices 
are to be entitled to act as Ex-officio Guardians in Unions where the number of duly 
qualified Justices exceeds the number of Guardians to be elected by the ratepayers, and 
they have referred to an opinion recently given by the Attorney-General for Ireland thereon. 

According to this opinion, the 16th section of the Act 10 Vic., cap. 31, and the 22ntl 
section of the Act 1 and 2 Vic., cap, 56, must be construed together ; and a Justice who 
once becomes an acting Justice, shall continue to be so until the 29th September follow- 
ing his appointment, provided his qualification continues, and cannot be superseded before 
then, either by any higher rated Justice who had previously declined to act, or by any newly- 
appointed Justice, although such newly-appointed Justice be rated at a higher rate. 

On the 29th September, however, such newly-appointed Justice, would, in the opinion 
the Attorney-General, be entitled to act according to his rating. 

The state of the law, in fact, appears to be this : the Justices who are to act as Ex- 
officio Guardians in Unions where the number of qualified Justices exceeds the number of 
Elective Guardians, are to be selected on every 29th September, or within fourteen days 
after ; and instead of being eligible under the 24th section of the 1 and 2 Vic., they are to 
be selected according to their rating, provided they have previously declared their willing- 
ness to act. 

It will be necessary for you therefore at once to prepare new lists of the Justices entitled 
to act, from and after the 29th September. 

If, in the preparation of the lists, any question arises proper for an election, the Justices 
can meet and decide it within the fourteen days. 

A copy of the list, when completed, should be transmitted to the Commissioners.

Th e Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland 
desire me to call the attention of the Board of Guardians of the Union to the pro- 

visions of the 14th and 15th sections of the Fever Act, 10 Vic., cap. 22, in reference to the 
temporary hospitals or dispensaries provided in that Union, under any orders issued by 
the Relief Commissioners on certificates of the Commissioners of Health. J 

After the disbursement of the funds which may remain in the hands of the Finance 
Committee and Relief Committees on the 1st of October next, the expense of supporting 
those hospitals and dispensaries can no longer be furnished by advances from the Relief 
Commissioners, but must be paid and provided, in conformity with the terms of the 15th 
section of the Fever Act, by the Board of Guardians of the Union ; and it is therefore 
necessary that the Guardians should be prepared to make payments for these purposes to 
the Finance Committee of the Union, from time to time, as necessity may arise, after the 
1st of October next. 

The convenient course for transferring these funds will be, for the Finance Committee 
to make a timely call upon the Guardians, as occasion may require, by a written order, 
directing a sum certain to be paid on or before a day named in the order, to the Treasurer 
of the Finance Committee, for the use of the Relief Committee of the electoral division for 
which the funds are required. 

On the receipt of such call or order, the Board of Guardians will, on or before the 
day named, draw a cheque on their Treasurer, in favour of the Treasurer of the Finance 
Committee, for the amount required; and the latter Treasurer’s receipt will, together 
with the Finance Committee’s order, be the discharge of the Guardians for the expenditure 
of the specified amount from the poor rates. 

The Commissioners are informed by the Board of Health, that the within named are 
the hospitals and dispensaries for which the Guardians of the Union will have to make 
provision as above described ; and I am to request that you will immediately call the 
attention of the Board of Guardians to the subject.

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No. 21. — Maintenance of Temporary Fever Hospitals or Dispensaries: — Further 
Circular to Boards of Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

Sir, October 6, 1847. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland desire 
mo again to call the attention of Boards of Guardians to the provisions of the 14th and 
15th sections of the Fever Act, 10th Vic., cap. 22, in reference to the temporary hospitals 
or dispensaries provided under any order issued by the Relief Commissioners on certificates 
of the Board of Health. As the maintenance of those temporary hospitals or dispensaries 
will henceforward depend solely on the poor rates, the Commissioners deem it right to 
call earnestly on Boards of Guardians to direct their especial attention to providing Finance 
Committees with funds for this purpose in the manner pointed out in the Commissioners’ 
letter of the 20th ultimo. 

The number of inmates in those establishments is at present about 13,000 ; and it 
appears to the Commissioners that the condition of those individuals has the strongest 
claims on the sympathy and solicitude of Boards of Guardians. The fever patients belong 
chiefly to the most destitute portion of the population, while their weakness and helpless- 
ness prevent them from obtruding their distress on public notice in the same way as 
destitute persons in good health. The Commissioners appeal, therefore, to the feelings of 
compassion, honor, and duty in the Guardians throughout Ireland, not to allow the inmates 
of the temporary fever hospitals to languish in unrelieved suffering, through the want 
of funds for supplying them with the nourishment and care which their condition demands. 

Similar considerations require that the doors of these establishments should not be shut 
against new applicants. It is a matter of notoriety, that without them there is not sufficient 
hospital accommodation in Ireland, and the effect of closing them would be, to prevent the 
separation of the sick from the healthy, and to render it necessary that fever patients if 
they received medical attendance at all, should be treated in their own dwellings, which 
are too often overcrowded, ill-ventilated, and dirty. The Commissioners have the autho- 
rity of the Board of Health for saying, that the result would probably be a continued and 
increasing generation of malignant typhus fever, a tainted atmosphere, and a wide spreading 
of the contagion over the whole country. 

The Commissioners have to add, that mere motives of self-interest, without regard to 
higher considerations, render it advisable to make ample provision for the separation and 
cure of fever patients. Although fever may commence its ravages amongst the poorer 
classes, it scarcely ever fails, ultimately, to visit the rich; and it is to bo observed, that the 
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mortality amongst rich, persons affected with fever in Ireland is nearly ten times as great as 
amongst the poor under similar circumstances. Indeed, melancholy instances will readily 
he called to mind by Guardians of highly-valuable members of society, amongst the upper 
classes, whose career of usefulness has been cut short by fever during the present year. 
Now, it cannot he doubted, that in the majority of cases the individuals adverted to caught 
fever from infection diffused by the poor. Hence, expenses incurred for the cure of 
destitute fever patients may be regarded to a certain extent as a kind of life insurance to 
the rich who are in health. 

In conclusion, the Commissioners have to express the hope that Guardians will zealously 
co-operate with the Relief Committees in carrying out the arrangements under the Tem- 
porary Relief Act, and that no material embarrassments will bo allowed to ariso from the 
circumstance that Relief Committees and Boards of Guardians ave not constituted iii 
precisely the same manner. 

The difficulties and dangers of the present period are so great, that they can be only 
adequately met by the harmonious action of all ; aud it would be in the liighest degree 
discreditable to the country, if fever patients were not properly taken care of, on account 
of jealousies or misunderstandings between Relief Committees aud Boards of Guardians.

No. 22 — Supplies of Bedding and Clothing : — Circular to Boards of Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

Sir, October 11, 1847. 

The Commissioners for administering the' Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland desire 
to draw the attention of the Board of Guardians to the necessity and importance of 
promptly bringing under review the subject of their contracts for provisions and othor 
supplies, and the present state of their stocks of bedding and clothing, so as to ho prepared 
in due time for any accession to the number of inmates which the present circumstances 
of the Union render probable. 

The Commissioners urgently desire and call upon the Guardians, in making such prepa- 
rations, to base their estimates on the assumption that the whole accommodation which the 
workhouse affords will be placed in requisition. 

The experience of the past year has, in numerous instances, shown the serious results 
which arise from the Guardians undertaking to relieve in the workhouse destitute persons 
for whom they are not prepared with supplies of clothing and bedding. The Poor Law 
Commissioners, however, called the special attention of Boards of Guardians to the subject 
last year before the distress commenced; and the Commissioners deem it their duty to 
bring the subject again under the notice of Boards of Guardians at the present time.

No. 23. — Collection of Poor Rates, and Examination of Collectors’ Accounts: 

Circular to Boards of Guardians, accompanying General Order of 25th October, 1847. 



Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

k IR j October 26, 1847. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland send 
herewith a General Order under seal, containing regulations winch provide for a more 
frequent examination of the accounts of the Collectors of Poor Rates than that which has 
heretofore prevailed in many Unions in Ireland. 

A further object of the Order is, to facilitate the examination of these accounts by tho 
Clerk of the Union, by the introduction of an additional book of account in a very simple 
form, entitled the “ Collector’s Rate-receipt Abstract.” 1 

Under the system established by this Order, a Collector is hound to issue a receipt for 
every sum received for poor rates ; to issue no receipts but those contained in a receipt 
check book, previously numbered and initialed by the Clerk; and to return to the Clerk 
all the counterparts or blocks Rom which such receipts have been detached. 

In the next place, the Collector is required to account weekly for every sum for which 
he has issued a receipt ; to cast up those sums weekly ; and to balance the totals weekly 
with the lodgments which he has made with the Treasurer. J 

The Clerk is required to examine each Collector’s accounts once at least in every fort- 
night ; and if the Board of Guardians shall require it, once in every week. 

In examining the Collectors’ accounts, the Clerk is required to sec that every receipt 
detached from a block or counterpart is accounted for, and tkat.the sum appearing on the 
counterpart has been entered as paid. The Clerk will also compare the weekly totals with 
the Treasurer’s receipts for lodgments, and authenticate the correctness of tho balances 
This duty of the Clerk, although it is prescribed in the General Order of tho 5th Juno* 
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1844, has not been, as the Commissioners believe, duly carried out in all Unions, partly 
through the absence of such a form of account as is now prescribed, in which the contents 
of the block receipts are brought together, and cast up by the Collector, whereby nothing 
is left to the Clerk but to compare entries aud ascertain their correctness, as well as the 
accuracy of the totals. Such a system has for some time existed in several Unions, through 
the medium of a book of account similar to that called the “ Rate-receipt Abstract.” 

The Commissioners trust that the Board of Guardians will give their prompt and earnest 
attention to so important a point as the establishment of an effective system of account- 
ability on the part of the Collectors, and require exactness and punctuality from the Clerk 
in the performance of this part of his duty. If special assistance be at any time required 
for the performance of the Clerk’s duties, the Commissioners wish that this portion of 
them should, at all times, be done exclusively by the Clerk himself, and not by any assistant 
or deputy, except in the necessary absence of the Clerk through sickness. 

The Commissioners are satisfied that the Board of Guardians may themselves exert a 
most important influence in securing due accountability in the Collectors, by giving their 
attention, as a Board, for a short time each week or fortnight, as the case may be, to the 
examination of these accounts, or by intrusting that duty to one or more Committees. If 
the Clerk performs his duty in conformity with the present Order, the Guardians will, by 
inspection of the weekly balance sheets, be enabled, with a very slight expenditure of time 
and trouble, to exercise .an effectual control over the proceedings of the Collectors. 

Another influence, equally important, may be exerted by the Board of Guardians, or by 
a Poor Rato Committee, in causing the names of individual defaulters of poor rates to be 
brought before them from time to time, in order that, where the Collectors appear to be 
inactive, or be under any influence either of fear or flavour, specific directions may be given 
to them, and they may at once bo placed under the alternative of doing their duty or 
losing their office. 

The attention of the Inspector of the Union has been especially called to this subject by 
tho Commissioners ; and he has been directed to give his personal attendance and assistance 
to the Guardians, or any Committee of tho Guardians, when engaged in supervising the 
collection of the rates, as frequently as his other avocations will permit.

No. 24. — Collection of Poor Rates and Examination of Collectors’ Accounts : — 
Circular to Permanent Inspectors in charge of Districts of Unions. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin , 

Sin, October 26, 1847. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, 
enclose for your information, a copy of a General Order issued by them, to provide for a 
more frequent and more effective examination of the Collectors’ accounts, by the Clerk of 
the Union. 

Tho Commissioners enclose also a copy of a’ circular letter accompanying tho Order, and 
addressed to each Board of Guardians in Ireland. 

. Tho Commissioners trust that these regulations will have the effect of seeming due 
’accountability on the part of the Collectors of poor rates, and a regular and certain know- 
ledge by tho Commissioners and Boards of Guardians, of the progress of the collection, and 
of the lodgments made from time to time on account of each electoral division. 

The regulations, however, in the Order, are confined to the above purposes, and do not 
directly relate to the very important object of ensuring, on the part of the Collectors, assi- 
duity and vigour in soliciting and enforcing payment of the rates by individual ratepayers 
without fear or favour. 

You will perceive that the Commissioners have addressed the Guardians on this latter 
point, urging them to undertake, either by themselves as a Board, or by the appointment 
of one or more Committees, a regular and. efficient control over the collection of the rates. 

It is, however, chiefly to an effective supervision, by yourself, of this part of the duties, 
of the Board of Guardians, the Clerk, and the Poor Rate Collectors, respectively, that the 
Commissioners trust for ensuring that degree of activity and vigour in the collection of the 
poor rates in Ireland, which the Commissioners are expected by her Majesty’s government, 
in the present exigencies of this country, to enforce. 

The Commissioners deem it right, therefore, to point out to you two ways by which it 
appears to them the supervision of the Inspector may be brought to bear with much effect 
on the collection of the rates, although in doing so, the Commissioners may, perhaps, be 
suggesting to you what may have already been a part of your previous practice as an 
Inspector. 

. In the first place, the Commissioners would wish you, in every case in which you may 
deem any extraordinary exertions to be required, to induce the Guardians to have constantly 
.brought before them the names of individual defaulters of poor rates, in order that any fear 
or partiality influencing the Collector may be exposed, and that specific directions may, 
be given to him which will leave him no alternative but to do his duty or to lose his office. 
Such proceeding would, perhaps, be more effective, if a certain limited number of the 
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defaulters commencing with those rated at high amounts in each division, were brought 
forward at one time, rather than a list of all who have not paid their rates ; and this course 
might he repeated successively, until the names of all defaulters should come before the 
Guardians. The Commissioners think that you can, with the greatest advantage, on such 
occasions, take a prominent part in suggesting directions to the Collectors, as well as in 
organizing an arrangement by which the Board of Guardians or a Committee may ho led, 
effectually, to govern the collection of the rates. 

Secondly, the Commissioners request that you will see that a regular system of account- 
ing, on the part of the Collector, is carried out, through the agency of the Clerk of the 
Union, in conformity -with the provisions of the present Order. Your personal attendance 
may be necessary, in some cases, to establish this system of accounting in the first instance ; 
and the Commissioners trust that you will omit no opportunity of ascertaining whether the 
duties prescribed for the several officers, in the Order, are duly and punctually discharged 
by them. 

In any Union in which the Guardians may, with the Commissioners’ consent, provide the 
Clerk with assistance to discharge his increased duties, the Commissioners propose to insist 
that the important task of examining and checking the Collectors’ accounts, shall be per- 
formed by the Clerk in person, and not intrusted to any assistant or deputy.

No. 25. — Appointment of Temporary Poor Law Inspectors for particular Unions : 

Instructions. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

Sir, October 26, 1847. 

I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of tho 
Poor in Ireland, to acquaint you that it having been deemed advisable that some of those 
who have acquired experience in carrying out tho relief operations during the present year, 
should be appointed Temporary Poor Law Inspectors in some of the Unions in the south 
and west and north-west of Ireland, the Commissioners have been pleased to appoint you 
a Temporary Poor Law Inspector in Union. 

Although that Union will still remain included within the district of one of the ordinary 
Poor Law Inspectors, it is the intention of the Commissioners that you should, notwith- 
standing, discharge in it all the duties of an Inspector, which were formerly within the 
province of Assistant Poor Law Commissioners. Tims, the Commissioners wish that you 
should attend the weekly meetings of the Board of Guardians as often as is compatible with 
your other official engagements, and that you should regularly inspect tho Union work- 
house. _ Still there are certain duties which are become at the present time of such para- 
■ mount importance, that the Commissioners are desirous of directing your special attention 
towards them as being the points on which tho effectual working of the Irish Poor Law 
during the next winter will essentially depend. 

1. The first point is the collection of the poor rates, and as the whole machinery of the 
Poor Laws will he inoperative unless funds are obtained for the relief of the destitute, tho 
Commissioners are anxious that you should, in the first instance, direct all your energies to 
securing the performance of this duty by the Board of Guardians and tho Collectors Tlio 
Commissioners believe that if the Guardians and Collectors make a determined use of their 
undoubted powers, if the _ Guardians set a good example by paying the rates which are 
due from themselves, and if they unflinchingly, without favour or affection, institute legal 
proceedings against immediate lessors and all others who are in arrear, there will not be 
any insuperable difficulty in the collection of the rates. 

It is, however, not impossible that in some few instances attempts either tacit or avowed 
to resist the payment of rates may he made, and in such cases you will not fail to assist the 
Guardians by your countenance and advice, and, if necessary, to put yourself at the same 
tune in direct communication with the Commissioners on the subject. 

In reference to the Collectors, the Commissioners enclose for your information a copy 
of a General Order under their seal, to provide for a more frequent and more effective 
examination of the Collectors’ accounts by the Clerk of the Union ; and they rely on your 
taking care that the Clerk shall, under any circumstances, discharge in person the very im- 
portant function of being an effectual check on the Collectors. The Commissioners forward 
to you at the same time, for your information and guidance, the copy of a letter which 
they have addressed to the ordinary Poor Law Inspectors on the same subject. 

2. Next in importance to the collection of the poor rates, comes the due administration 
of them on sound principles; and on this head, the Commissioners refer you to their accom- 
panying Circular of the 26th of last August, as containing a detailed explanation of the line 
of action which they recommend to Boards of Guardians. The Commissioners attach much 
importance to the views contained in that Circular, and they request you to use all your 
efforts to ensure their adoption. It will he observed, that the main point is, to make the 
workhouse as extensively available as possible for the relief of able-bodied men and that 
great efforts and sacrifices should be made for the attainment of this object. In the first 
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place, the destitute impotent poor, and destitute -widows with two or more legitimate 
children should receive out-door allowances. Secondly, the workhouse children of both 
sexes should be removed to a separate and distinct establishment ; and thirdly, provision 
should be made for fever patients elsewhere than on the worldiouse premises. By the 
combination of all these measures the Commissioners believe that the existing workhouses 
would, in some Unions, be found sufficient for the relief of able-bodied men. 

If, however, this should not be the case in your Union, the Commissioners will readily 
co-operate with the Guardians in endeavouring to procure additional workhouse accommo- 
dation. On tills head the Commissioners request that you will impress on the Guardians 
in the strongest possible manner, that they have ample powers to hire and fit up a building 
as a workhouse in any part of the Union, and that under ordinary circumstances it will be 
in the highest degree pernicious to the interests of the ratepayers to grant out-door relief 
to able-bodied men. In fact, the Commissioners regard witli apprehension the possible 
necessity of issuing an Order authorizing such relief; and they consider such an Order as 
an expedient which can only be entertained in case all other resources shall have failed. 

3. Lastly, the Commissioners request, that you will take care that the Relieving Officers 
perform their duties properly, according to Article VII. of the Out-door Relief Order, a- 
copy of which is herewith enclosed. It is to be remembered, that Relieving Officers are a 
class of functionaries hitherto unknown in Ireland, and that much will depend on the 
efficiency and trust worthiness of the individuals who have been appointed by the Guar- 
dians. The Commissioners are desirous that you should exercise the utmost vigilance over 
those Officers, that you should give your support and encouragement to those amongst 
them who deserve it, and that you should make a special report to the Commissioners 
respecting those whom you deem incompetent or otherwise unfit for the situation. With 
regard to their accounts, you will perceive that it is the duty of the Clerk of the Union to 
examine them weekly, and the Commissioners rely on your seeing that this duty is per- 
formed by him with that regularity and efficiency which are necessary for the protection of 
the ratepayers. 

The Commissioners have only to add that it is their wish that you should make a special 
report to them every week on the state of your Union, on the day after the weekly meeting 
of the Board of Guardians; and if at any time any point of difficulty occurs to you in the 
administration of the Poor Laws, you should communicate with this office without delay, 
and you may depend on receiving from the Commissioners an early answer.

No. 26 — Collection of Rates, and Examination of Collectors’ Accounts : — Circular of 
Instructions to Collectors. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

Sir, October 27, 1847. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland call 
your attention to their General Order of the 25th instant, which contains several regula- 
tions. -relating to the performance of your duties as a Collector of Poor Rates, and prescribes 
a form of book in which you are required to enter and balance weekly the sums received 
by you in payment of poor rates, entitled the “Rate-receipt Abstract.” 

A separate book in this form is enclosed herewith for your immediate use, in each 
electoral division in your district. The future supply of the same book you will obtain, 
as in the case of any other book of account, from the Board of Guardians. 

The Commissioners here extract for your information and guidance, that part of the 
General Order which relates to the examination of your accounts by the Clerk of the Union ; 
and the Commissioners now require from you a strict observance of each of the regulations 
made for that purpose, so far as they relate to your duties as Collector of Poor Rates. 

“ Article I. — The Cleric of the Union shall, previously to the delivery of Rate-receipt 
Check Books for any electoral division to the Collector of Poor Rates for such division, 
number the leaves thereof with consecutive numbers, beginning with the number ‘ one,’ so 
that each receipt and the counterpart thereof shall be marked with a number differing 
from that of every other receipt and counterpart ; and the Clerk shall place his initials on 
each receipt. 

“ Article II. — Every Collector of Poor Rates shall give receipts for Poor Rates from the 
Receipt Check Books so numbered and initialed, and delivered to him by the Clerk of the 
Union, and shall give no other receipts for Poor Rates whatever, on pain of dismissal from 
his office, and prosecution for the penalties which he may incur by statute for a breach of 
this regulation ; and he shall issue such receipts in regular succession, and in the order of 
their respective numbers. 

’ “ Article III Every Collector of Poor Rates in addition to the books and forms of 

account prescribed by an Order of the Poor Law Commissioners, shall for each electoral 
division of which ho is a Collector, keep and duly enter up a book, in the form to this 
Order annexed, entitled, ‘ The Collector's Rate-receipt Abstract,’ and shall enter therein 
every sum received by him in payment of Poor Rates, together with a reference to tha 
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number of the receipt issued, and a reference to the number of the tenement for which 
such sum has been received, as the same is numbered m the Rato Boole and Collecting 

B °“ Article TV— Every Collector shall balance the sums received by him in payment of 
Poor Rates, and the sums lodged by him with the Treasurer every week, and enter up the 
totals of such receipts and lodgments in a sheet bound up in The Rate-receipt Abstract, 
in the form to this Order annexed, and entitled, ‘ Weekly Balance Sheet of Collector s 

^“^iicleV.— Every Collector shall submit his ‘ Collecting Book ,’ ‘ Rate-receipt Vlicck- 
; Books,' and ‘ Rate-receipt Abstracts ,’ to the Clerk of the Union for examination once at tho 
least in every fortnight, and if the Guardians shall so require once in every week, at the 
hour and on the day, not being the day of meeting of the Guardians, winch the Clerk 
shall appoint for that purpose ; and shall at the same time produce to the Clerk tho Trea- 
surer’s receipts for all lodgments made by him since the last examination of Ins accounts. 

« Article VI.—' The Clerk shall in examining the Collector’s accounts, compare, each 
counterpart from which a receipt has been detached, with the corresponding entries m the 
* Collecting Book,’ and the ‘ Rate-receipt Abstract,’ and see that the sum for which the 
receipt was issued, has been duly brought to account in each of those books; and ho 
shall ascertain and authenticate by his signature or initials the correctness of the entries in 
those books, as well as of the sums total carried forward into the Weekly Balance bluet of 
Collector’s Receipts and Lodgments’. . . 

“ Article VII —At the next meoting of the Guardians, after every such examination ot a 
Collector's accounts, the Cleric shall lay before tho Board of Guardians a copy of the 
e Weekly Balance Sheet of Collector’s Receipts and Lodgments’ for each electoral division 
in the district of such Collector. . n , , 

“ Article VIII.— Every Receipt Check Book from which all the receipts shall have been 
detached, shall be returned forthwith by the Collector to the Clerk of the Union, and tho 
Clerk shall be thereafter responsible for the custody of the same.”

The powers which you possess by law for the recovery of tho Poor Ratos in your 
district are ample ; and wherever payment is not made to you after legal and reasonable 
demand thereof, you will be expected to enforce it by the exercise of those powers, without 
fear or favour. In the event of any violent resistance being offered to you in the execution 
of your duty, you will, on laying proper information before the Magistracy, receive every 
necessary assistance in support of your proceedings. 

It is, however, of the utmost importance, both to yourself and to the public, that all such 
proceedings should be conducted by you in a strictly legal and formal manner, so that no 
advantage may be taken of any teclmica.1 or other defect therein. 

’ For your information and guidance in this respect, the Commissioners . attach to tliis 
letter some references and forms winch may assist you in avoiding errors of the nature, ad- 
verted to. On any points of difficulty not provided for in these and other instructions 
which have been furnished to you by authority, you will apply for advice and direction to 
the Board of Guardians, who, if necessary, will consult the Commissioners thereon. 

Your progress in the collection of tho Rates will be closely observed by the Commis- 
sioners, to whom returns of the collection in each district will be made every week ; and 
oh all occasions of apparent failure or neglect of duty, you will be required to give direct 
explanation to the Commissioners of your conduct as an officer subject to their control, and 
holding your office during their pleasure. y 

Yourself and your sureties will also be liable to the Board of Guardians, on your bond, for 
any loss of Poor Rate incurred by the Guardians through your default.

The powers of a Collector of Poor Rates are provided in the following statutes : 

1. The 73rd Section of Irish Poor Relief Act, 1 & 2 Vic., c. 56, and the provisions of 

the Grand Jury Act there referred to, 6 & 7 Win. IV., c. 116, sections 152 and 153 <n ve 
to Collectors of Poor Rates ’ ° 

A power of immediate distress on the premises rated, after demand and refusal 
of the rate ; 

A power, if the Collector prefers, of laying complaint before a Justice, after six 
days’ notice, and non-payment of the rate ; 

And a power of proceeding by civil bill for any sum not exceeding £50. 

2. The 78th section of the Irish Poor Relief Act contains a further power, independent 
of those above stated, of proceeding by distress, as for recovery of rent, under which mode 
of distress not only the goods of the ratepayer, but those of any other person found on the 
premises may be taken. This power, however, is not available until two months after the 
rate has been made ; and the advantage attending it, of taking a stranger’s goods, if found 
on the premises, has been since extended to a distress made for poor rate, under tire Grand 
Jury Act, by the 6th section of Irish Poor Law Amendment Act, 6 & 7 Vic., c. 92, which 
provides — 

“ That in all cases in which (under the Poor Law Acts) it is made lawful to levy any money hy 
distress and sale of the goods of any person, all goods and chattels, to whomsoever the same may 
belong, found on any premises in respect of which any person is or shall be rated as the occupier, or 
as occupier of which he is liable to pay the rate, shall be liable to be distrained and sold, as if they 
were the goods and chattels of such person.” 

Two legal questions of great and general importance have arisen under these statutes : — 

Firstly, — Whether a Collector of Poor Rate can distrain under the Grand Jury Act, by 
virtue of his own warrant from the Guardians, before the expiration of two months from 
the making of the rate ? 

The Lav) Officers of the Crown have all noiv concurred in opinion, that stick distress 
may be made before the expiration of two months, that is to say, immediately after publi- 
cation of the rates, and after demand of the rate and refusal of payment. 

Secondly, — It has been asked whether, under the 6th section of the 6th and 7th Vic., 
c. 92, goods already seized by the landlord for rent, but remaining on the premises rated, 
can be distrained by the Collector of Poor Rates ? 

The Law Officers of the Crown ha.ve advised that such goods, after being bona fide seized 
by the landlord are in the custody of the law, and cannot be distrained for poor rates. 

3. The above provisions relate to the enforcement of poor rates from occupiers only of 
rated hereditaments. 

The proceedings to be taken for recovery of rates assessed on immediate lessors of tene- 
ments, at or under £4 or £8, as the case may be, are provided in the 2nd, 3d, and 4th 
sections of the Irish Poor Law Amendment Act, 6th and 7th Vic., c. 92.

Gentlemen, Dublin, October 25, 1847. 

Agreeably to your instructions, and in compliance with tbe request of the Commissioners 
of the Central Board of Health, I beg to submit the following particulars, having reference 
to the rendering more suitable for winter occupation the various temporary fever hos- 
pitals which were extensively erected during the past summer. 

The temporary fever hospitals, constructed extensively throughout Ireland durmg the 
past summer, are formed with slight framing, and covered externally with one-inch boarding; 
most of them are also protected on tbe roof with what is known as “asphalte felt,” others 
have the boarding merely painted or tarred on the surface. _ 

The protection of the hospitals from the penetration of ram appears of the first conside- 
ration— and I find, that even when the buildings are covered with asphalte felt, that the 
water frequently penetrates it ; this I attribute chiefly to the insufficient preparation of the 
coatino- 0 f tar which is applied to the surface of the felt, which is almost invariably applied 
of too thin a consistency, and without proper preparation by boiling and mixing with well- 
slaked lime powder. I annex hereto the following particulars ot the mode of preparing , 
the tar, as recommended by the patentees ; and I am of opinion, that where this is properly 
followed, the felt will be found to resist tbe weather. 



Preparing the Mixture and coating the Felt with it. 

« AH roofs covered with the felt must get a good coating of gas, or, what is the same thing coal 

t ar or if more convenient, Stockholm tar, and dry fine pounded chalk, whiting, or lime ; the latter 

beinc well slaked by exposure to the air, in the proportion of 2£ buckets of tar to one of chalk,- 
whiting, or lime, well boiled together, kept constantly stirred while boiling, and put on hot with a 
common tar mop or brush, at the same timo some coarse sharp sand should be sifted over it. in cold 
weather a less proportion of chalk will be found necessary. 
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, Atpesdix (A). “ In preparing tlie mixture, the common coal tar, such as is procured from the gas works, is gcuc- 

— — rally thin and watery, it should therefore boil alone gently for about half an hour (the Stockholm tar, 

No.V.— C ikculabs. or the purified gas tar, does not require this extra boiling). The chalk, whiting, or slaked lime, 
29 Temporary should then be put in with it, care being taken not to thicken it too much, but to keep it of that freo 

Wooden Buildings- consistency such as can he easily applied with the brush. Should it be found too thick (which is apt 

protection of for to be the case when allowed to boil too long before using), more tar should lie added. While the 
Winter. mixture is boiling, it should bo kept constantly stirred with a stick, and the brush only put in when 

about to he used. For the coating of a small roof one hand will lie found sufficient. If convenient, 

he should he provided with two iron pots — a large one for boiling the mixture, and a smaller one hold- 
ing as much as he can well manage in his hand, by which means the mixture can lie put on hot, and 
with less trouble. The process of coating should be commenced at the ridge of the roof, spreading it 
rapidly, working it well into the quicks or joints, taking care not to go hack over tho work more than 
^ is necessary, yet to coat it effectually, and finish as ho goes, and to every potful, scattering with a 

brush, dry sharp sifted sand before he commences another. For largo roofs two men (and for a very 
extensive quautity even three) will he fouud the readiest and cheapest ; and to have two of tho largest 
size pots, one to be preparing whilst they arc using from the other. They should commence to spread 
the tar as above described (and be very particular in this respect) — and as one man tars another 
should follow, brushing forward the dry sifted sand as fast as the coating proceeds. The smell from tho 
tar goes off in a few days. 

“ It is absolutely necessary that the day should he dry, and the felt perfectly so, before tho coating 
is put on. 

“ It is particularly desired, that no coating of tar and chalk, or of any other mixture, bo put on the 
boarding before the felt is laid on, because if tho felt is made to adhere very closely to the boarding, it 
must expand or contract with the wood-work, which would bo most prejudicial to it ; but when it is 
laid on the bare boards without any mixture underneath, experience has satisfactorily proved that tho 
felt is not in any way injured or deteriorated by the expansion or contraction of the wood-work. 

“To those whom it may be a matter of convenience, through not living near gas works, Messrs. 
M ‘Neill & Co.* can supply, along with the felt, the best purified gas or coal tar at 8s. 6d. per barrel 
of about 28 gallons ; 5s. 6 cl. for half a barrel ; also iron-hound tar brushes with handles, ready for use, 
at Is. 3d., Is. Gd., Is. 3d., or 2s. each. Some places in the country the tar can be purchased cheaper thau 
this, besides saving carriage.” 

The above directions should be well understood by the workmen. In thoso hospitals 
where such has not been the case, I would recommend a coating being applied in the way 
described by the patentees, being the way, perhaps, which ought to have been understood 
by most of those who have been purchasers of the asphalte felt for use. 

In those buildings having no felt over them, I am of opinion that it will he found neces- 
sary to resort to it or to some other mode of protecting the hoarding. 

The other modes of covering the roofs will be cither by slates, or thatcli of reeds, or 
straw. For the latter of these coverings the hoarding should be removed, and portions of 
it sawn into narrow strips, as battens to secure the thatch to. If slates are used, additional 
rafters, 44 by 3, being 9 inch deal split in the middle, should be used between overy other 
of the present rafter spaces, with collar ties 4 by 1. Where thatching may he resorted to, 
I would also recommend the insertion of additional rafters, to resist tho weight of the thatch 
when wet. For the protection of the hoarded sides, I am of opinion that the same prepara- 
tion of tar as applied to the roof is needful. For the warmth of the buildings, I apprehend 
that the roof covered with asphalte felt, with slates, or with thatch, will he sufficient.. 

To give warmth to the sides, at present formed with one-inch hoarding, overlapping at 
the joints there appear to me three ways, viz.,— to cover the surfaco with a layer of reeds 
or straw, laid vertically, about from two to three inches thick, secured with lath, nailed over 
straw or reeds ; or with asphalte felt applied in the same way as on the boarding of the roof • 
and also by lining the inside of the framing with half-inch deal, and filling the three-inch 
space between the outer inch hoarding and the inner half-inch lining with dry turf mould 
or saw-dust ; this will, however, decrease the width of the building by the open space now 
gained between the framiug. 

, Where the boarding may be removed for thatching, the hoards will be convertible for 
strips or battens, as before explained, and the remainder would serve to form some protect- 
ing porch at the doorways, if required. 1

- th ^ 0rder 1 Prescribes the “ Duties of Relieving Officers and to this 
Article the Commissioners call your especial attention. It is satisfactory to the Commis 
exoners that you should thus receive directly from themselves an official intimation of tho 

• This ia assumed to apply to dealers generally. 
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duties which you will ho expected to discharge ; and they earnestly impress upon you the Appendix (A j. 

necessity of conforming yourself, in every particular, to the regulations which have been 

framed for your guidance aud control. No.V.— Circdlabs. 

The serious responsibilities of the office which you have undertaken should alone suffice 30. Instructions to 
to convince you of the prudence as well as propriety of your adhering closely to the rules Relieving Officers, 
prescribed ; for by so doing, and not otherwise, will your conduct escape censure on any 
occasion on which it may appear that the benevolent purposes of the Irish Relief Acts have 
in any respect failed of their accomplishment. 

For example : should the funds necessary for the out-door relief of the poor not be 
provided, this is no reason why you should relax in the performance of such of your duties 
as you can, under the circumstances mentioned, perform. On the contrary, it will be your 
interest as well as your duty to use increased vigilance and exertion, lest, on inquiry being 
made into the causes of mismanagement, any part thereof should be traced to your want of 
attention to your duties. You should, in sucli a case, not fail to receive applications for 
relief at the times and places appointed by the Guardians, inquire into the circumstances of 
the applicants, record the facts of each case in the books provided for that purpose, and 
bring the whole under the cognizance of the Board of Guardians, whose duty it is to order 
or refuse relief, and to supply you with the necessary funds for dispensing relief. By such 
a course you will not only avoid censure, but will have done every tiling within your 
province to remedy the defect of funds, by showing, in the proper quarter, the necessity 
which may exist for providing them. 

The Commissioners now call your especial attention to a most important section of the 
statute under which your appointment has been made; and, in order to ensure your 
acquaintance with the exact terms of that provision, they proceed to quote it from the 
statute, word for word. 

It runs as follows : — “ Sec. VII. And be it enacted, That every Relieving Officer so 
appointed as aforesaid shall have power to give provisional relief in any case of sudden and 
urgent necessity, either by an order of admission to the workhouse or fever hospital of the 
Union, provided there be room therein respectively, and by conveying any destitute poor 
person thereto if necessary, or by affording such poor person immediate and temporary 
relief in food, lodging, medicine, or medical attendance, until the next ordinary meeting of 
the Board of Guardians, at which meeting he shall report the case, and the nature and cost 
of the relief so afforded, in such form and manner as the Poor Law Commissioners, shall 
prescribe, and after such report shall give no farther relief, otherwise than by direction of 
the Board of Guardians in the case so reported; and the Guardians of the Union shall 
furnish tho Relieving Officers with the necessary funds for affording relief in manner afore- 
said, and for the relief of those destitute poor persons to whom relief shall be granted by 
the Board of Guardians, at such times and in such manner as the Poor Law Commissioners 
shall determine and direct.” 

On a judicious exercise of your powers under this section will depend, in a great measure, 
the success of your proceedings. It was not intended that you should, in the exercise of 
this power, undertake, on your own responsibility, an extensive system of relief without 
direction or control on the part of the Board of Guardians. Should you do so, and should 
you thereby fall into a system of indiscriminately relieving all applicants, you will be 
adopting an extreme course which will expose you to overwhelming claims, to much 
consequent embarrassment, and probably, to ultimate confusion and failure. 

On tho other hand, you ought, from a sense of humanity as well as official responsibility, 
to be easily accessible, and keenly alive to the existence of actual suffering from destitution; 
and the funds which may be applied by you, under your provisional power, to the relief 
of real distress, and the prevention of fatal consequences from privation, will be rendered 
of the highest value, in a public sense, by the certainty of their having been well bestowed. 

Should any case of sudden and urgent necessity be brought to your knowledge and. fail. to 
receive attention or relief, and evil consequences be the result of such failure, official inquiry 
into tho facts will invariably follow, and you will be required to show that the failure of 
duo relief was not owing to your neglect, or to abide the consequences of your conduct. 

■ The Commissioners doubt not that you will appreciate the full difficulty and ^ delicacy of 
the functions which you have to discharge; and they trust, by the exercise of humanity, 
iudgment, impartiality, and vigilant attention to your duty, the administration of relief will 
be properly conducted in your district, so far as your office is concerned, and that neither 
imposture will be successfully practised by the applicants for relief, nor that the really 
destitute will fail to receive the relief which has been provided for them by law.

Union Workhouse. 

Specification for the Pepair and Maintenance of the Roofs. 

Slaters Work — The slating of the several roofs throughout the workhouse to be 
examined from tune to time, and put into a state of perfect repair where any such repair is 
seen to be necessary, by replacing in a proper and workmanlike manner all deficient slates 
with others of a proper kind, corresponding in size and quality with those used for the 
roofing of the building. The rendering to be made good, and all necessaiy pointing to the 
ridge and hip tiles to be in like manner made perfect in Roman cement. ° 

The closing edges of all slating against high buildings, chimneys, gables, or other walls 
to be made stanch whether as relates to cement fillets, slate slips, pointing to lead flashino-’ 
or rofixing disturbed lead work of ridges, valleys, gutters, flashings, &c. 

Eave-gutters and Down-pipes .— All necessary repairs and adjustment of eavc-shoots and 
down-pipes to convey the water from the roofs to be in like manner attended to, and such 
portions as may be broken, or displaced by storms, or otherwise, together with all neces- 
sary holdfasts and securities to bo provided and made perfect at Contractor’s expense, 
unless it should be agreed between the Board of Guardians and the Contractor, that pay- 
ments should be otherwise made for any now -work required. 

Union Workhouse. 

Specification for the Repair and Maintenance of Plumbe)' , s Works. 

Pumps . — Working barrels and valves, working rod and frame, stuffing box and air vessel, 
and all other parts to be carefully attended to from time to time. All injuries from wear 
and tear to be immediately made good without delay or inconvenience to the establishment. 

Pipes, Cisterns, frc . — The lead -work throughout, including pipes, cisterns, baths, and all 
matters peculiar to plumber’s work, which may require soldering or stanching, to be 
examined and kept in perfect repair. The brass cocks, plugs, washers, and chains, through- 
out the entire of the plumber’s work, at present attached to all pipes and boilers, to be 
rendered perfect, and to be kept in that state during the full period of the Contract. 

All badly injured cocks and pipes to be replaced, during the entire period of the con- 
tract, by new ones, to the extent necessary, without any additional charge to the amount 
of tho contract, except as may previously be agreed on between tho Contractor and the 
Board of Guardians. 



Union Workhouse. 

Specification for Painting. 

All the wood and iron -work usually painted throughout the several buildings, doors, 
frames, windows, barge boards, turrets, lanterns, skylights, and all other painted wood and 
iron work, both on the inside and outside of the buildings, to be painted with good body 
colour, prepared with best white lead, the colour to correspond with that already adopted, 
or to be such plain colour upon any required portion as the Board of Guardians may direct. 

Any stopping that may be required to the woodwork generally, to the sashes along the 
rebate of the frames, to the sills of the window frames where they set on the stone sills, to 
the sashes of the turrets, lanterns, and skylights, to be carefully made good with oil putty, 
a preparing coat of paint to be first laid on, on the part to be puttied, and all injured putty 
to be removed previous to tho first painting. 

Tho eave-gutters and down-pipes from the roofs, the iron gates and railing, and such 
portions of the pump frame and apparatus as are usually painted, to be also painted as above 
described, the gutters to be painted inside as well as outside. 

The tender to be delivered as required, and to state whether it is for covering the work 
with one coat, or with two coats, and whether for both internal and external work, or for 
external work only. 

The Contractor for the painting to undertake and include in his Contract, the making 
good all mortar or cement pointing which may be required to all the door and window 
frames .throughout, which work is to bo done previous to the commencement of the 
painting.

. Specification for Glazing. 

Glazing All tlie glazing required, throughout tlie several buildings is to be provided of 

CC glass, properly fitted and bedded in the rebates of tlie sashes in good oil putty, and 
cleanly dressed off, both inside and out. 

The Contractor to supply all new panes of glass wherever broken by accident or other- 
wise, both to the common windows as well as to the lights of turrets and skylights, unless 
it should be agreed on between the Contractor and the Board of Guardians that Contractor 
be paid a certain price for each pane of glass furnished by him in compliance with any order 
signed by the Master of the workhouse, or Clerk of the Board of Guardians, authorizing 
Contractor to insert such panes when required.’

Specification for Water Slips. 




Wood slips one inch thick to be affixed to the sills of the window frames upon the 
inside of the windows, as shown in the 
sketch at a, to catch the condensed 
water, and deliver it on the outside of 
the frame by means of sloped borings 
made through the wood sill as shown at 
bb in the sketch. 

A price per slip to be stated for pro- 
viding and setting each slip, whether for 
the two light, or large three light window 
frames. 

The slips and sills to be formed and 
fixed as shown, and imbedded in white 
lead, and stanclily nailed to the sills. 

No. 1 hole diameter, to be formed in 
each division light, and the hole to be 
charred with a red hot iron. Each slip 
to have a coat of good oil paint. 



Union Worjchouse. 

Specification for the adjustment and repair of Smith’s Work. 

The locks, keys, box staples, and hinges of the several doors throughout the establish- 
ment, together with the latches and bolts, including all staples, keepers, and iron fastenings, 
to he rendered perfect where injured, and kept in a state of thorough repair for the period 
contracted for. 

The bolts of the several locks to be made to shoot freely and without strain into the 
several staples, by filing off from the under edge of the bolt such portion as may bo 
necessary for the purpose, where the stapilcs will not admit of being changed in then- 
positions. The eyes of the barrel-bolts to be altered and adjusted where necessary, to 
receive these bolts with freedom. 

Tho quadrant bars, pivots and securities of all opening sashes to be made, and kept free 
and secure, and all derangement adjusted in a perfect manner for each sash. All injured 
articles of ironmongery requiring to be replaced, and of which ironmongery similar articles 
are lodged in store with the Master for this purpose, are to be included for fixing and 
replacing in the tender for repairs. 

Repair of fire and sewer grates, and railing and gates The contract to include 

repairs for all the present ironwork connected with the several buildings and yards, jis 
fire-grates (including resetting or backing same with fire-brick or fire-stone), grates over 
cesspools and sewers, gates and railing, &c. 

New work . — All new ironwork or ironmongery which it may be deemed necessary to 
supply beyond what the Workhouse Master holds in store, to be returned at pier lb., or per 
article, in a h'st of prices, to accompany the tender for repairs. 

Instructions for the Guidance of the Master of the Workhouse, with reference to the 

attention required to be given to tlie locks, drains, &c., as well as to the building 

generally. 

Locks, keys, bolts, Src — The locks, keys, bolts, &c., will require frequent oiling. In tho 
event of any key being bent or injured by falling on the ground, or otherwise, it should bo 
perfectly rectified before being again placed in the locks, or it will alter the shape of tho 
wards, and prevent other pass keys from going properly through them. 

When any lock is injured, or found to be defective, it should at once be taken off and 
repaired ; and the keys should never be forced, or they will become misshapen, and will. 
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consequently, injure any other locks they may he put into. There are generally left at Appendix (A).

Boilers — To prevent any injury to the metal boilers careful instructions will be necessary 33. Repairs, Venti- 
to those employed in the use of them, to prevent cold water being suddenly put into lation, &c.ofWork- 
them when they are empty and heated. houses. 

Pumps and Wells. — The pumps will require frequent attention, and the different points 
of friction to be oiled ; the covering of the well to be occasionally opened, to allow the 
rods and work below the surface to be oiled or otherwise attended to ; the cover must be 
carefully rclaid to prevent injury from the water which would otherwise flow into the well 
from the yard. 

Cesspools, Drains A plan of the drains is prepared (and intended to be framed) for 

deposit at the building, on which is laid down the exact position and direction of the 
several cesspools and drains. 

The large cesspools will occasionally require to be cleaned out, and they are provided 
with man-holes for tliis purpose. The drams will also occasionally require cleaning, and 
when opened for this purpose, great care must be given in properly covering them up 
again. 

Small cesspools, with gratings over them, are placed at the head of the several drains, in 
the yards, wash-house, and kitchen ; and these are intended to catch any sediment that 
would otherwise wash into the drains and probably soon choke them: these cesspools 
will therefore require to he occasionally cleaned out, and all rubbish should be constantly 
removed from the gratings. 

Rubbish, such as ashes, straw, or filth, should not be allowed to remain in any corner or 
portion of the yards, but should be removed every morning from all parts of the building, 
by means of barrows, to a place outside the building appropriated for a manure yard ; and, 
during the day, all rubbish or filth that may arise should be collected and placed in 
barrows for removal. 

The neglect of the above instructions will cause the yards to be continually in a dirty 
state, and by the filth being washed into the drains, will tend to derange them. . 

The Contractor for the building being required to surface the yard for drainage only, 
the general finishing of the yards and roads around the building will for some time require 
the Master’s attention, in directing the labour of the paupers employed in wheeling and 
breaking stone, in order to bring the yards eventually to a smooth, clean, and hard surface. 

Chimneys. — The chimneys wdl require to be swept periodically, and the interval should 
not exceed four months during the use of fires. 

Roofs. — Any disorder which may happen to the slating, lead work, &c., should be 
properly and immediately remedied to prevent the disorder from increasing ; and it will 
be necessary that proper persons should be appointed, to be applied to for the repair, &c., 
of this work, as occasion may require. 

Windows. The windows will require constant attention ; and careful instructions will 

bo necessary for all Ward Masters, and others to whom may be intrusted the opening and 
closing of the windows, that they should close them securely, in order to prevent then- 
being broken by the wind. 

Lime washing. — The building will require to be whitewashed at frequent intervals, and 
as the paupers in the establishment may be employed therein, the Master must take care 
that the walls are first carefully dusted ; and that in mixing the lime wash a sufficient 
proportion of tallow be used to prevent its rubbing off. 

Generally A number of minor defects will, doubtless, frequently arise, winch the 
Master will, by timely attention, be able to repair or remedy, such as the repair of the 
pitching in the yards, the earthen floors of the rooms, &c. ; and by driving a nail or screw, 
or the use of a little putty, which the Master can easily have at liis command, the building 
may be kept in very efficient order, which cannot be the case if these minor matters are 
neglected, and any trifling and casual defects be allowed to increase.

I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland to state, for your information, that they have received a commxmicatibn from 
their Inspector, Mr. Phelan, in which he suggests the necessity of urging the several Boards 
of Guardians, whoso workhouses contain, or are about to contain, any considerable addition 
of paupers boyond the number for which they were built, to proride increased day-room 
accommodation in proportion to such additional numbers and to the additional amount of 
dormitory accommodation which may be provided by Boards of Guardians, with a view of 
avoiding the necessity of giving out-door relief. 

The Commissioners fully approve of this suggestion of Mr. Phelan s, and they accord-

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ingly request that you will hear it in mind, and urge upon the Boards of Guardians the 
importance of having an amount of available day-room accommodation proportioned to 
the amount of sleeping accommodation, so that the day-rooms may not become over- 
crowded.

introduced all such alterations as appeared to be necessaiy, with a view to the examination 
of the books relating to out-door relief, and to the due recording of the results.

It is hoped that a due attention to this Form will facilitate the due recording of the 
Guardians’ proceedings, and save much trouble in transcribing.

No. 36 — Relief of Destitute Persons, without regard to previous Residence in the 
Union or otherwise : — Circular to Unions.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland having 
observed that in some instances relief has been refused to applicants, or discontinued to 
paupers to whom it had been given, on the ground that they had not previously resided in 
the Union, or had not resided in it for a certain time, or that they “ do not belong to the 
Union,” I am directed by the Commissioners to point out to the several Boards of Guar- 
dians that previous residence in the Union is not, by any provisions of the Irish Poor Relief 
Acts, made a condition upon which relief should be given, destitution being the sole 
ground of relief ; and that if any applicant be deemed by the Guardians, in the cxerciso 
of their discretion in regard to the case, a fit object of relief as a destitute person, such 
person should be relieved in the Union in which he is or becomes destitute and applies for 
relief, without regard to the circumstances of his having been previously resident therein 
or not, or to the length of time during which he may have been resident. 

_ By the provisions of the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act (10 Vic., cap. 31), the Guar- 
dians are now required to make provision for the relief of all classes of destitute persons, 
either in or out of the workhouse ; and the consideration, whether a destitute person lias 
or has not been previously resident in the Union, cannot legally affect his claim to relief 
mider the provisions of the Acts, although the mode in which the cost of such relief is 
afterwards to be charged, either to the Union at large or to particular electoral divisions, 
is to be determined according to his previous residence, in accordance with section 12 of 
10 Vic., cap. 31.

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No. 3S. — Recovery of Poor Rates from Immediate Lessors : — Circular to Unions.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland deem 
it advisable to draw attention to the modes prescribed by law for recovery of arrears of 
the Poor’s Rate due by immediate lessors. 

The Act 6 and 7 Victoria, cap. 92, sec. 2, points out three courses for this object : — 

1. By action or suit in the superior courts, with consent of the Commissioners. 

2. By civil bill in the court of proper jurisdiction. 

3. Where the lessor resides in any county, part of which may be in the Union, by com- 
plaint to any J ustico, on non-payment after fifteen days’ notice, and summons thereupon 
to appear before such Justice in Petty Sessions. 

Whenever application may be made to the Commissioners for their consent to proceed 
in the superior courts, it will be necessary to transmit a list of the immediate lessors pro- 
posed to be sued in such manner, stating their places of abode, the total amount due by 
each, and the grounds on which proceeding by action appears necessary.

No. 39 Allowances to Persons transferred from the Workhouse to Out-door Relief 

Circular to Unions. 



Poor Law Commission Office , Dublin, 

Sir, January 18, 1848. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland desire 
to draw attention to the following portion of their Circular of the 14th of August last : — 

“ Under existing circumstances, it appears most desirable that the present accommodation in the 
workhouse should, as a general rule, he reserved for the relief of such able-bodied persons, not falling 
within the first section of the Extension Act, os may be deemed to be destitute ; and the Commissioners 
are prepared to approve (for the present) the discharge of persons from the workhouse who may fall 
within any of the three classes specified in section 1, and who may be deemed properly and sufficiently 
provided for by a weekly allowance out of the workhouse, so long as the causes of their destitution 
shall contiuuo to exist.” 



The Commissioners are still strongly of opinion, that the workhouse accommodation 
should he reserved for destitute able-bodied persons and their families. However, the 
Commissioners are still equally desirous that the Guardians should be cautious in ascer- 
taining that those whom they remove from the workhouse on weekly out-door allowances 
arc properly ami sufficiently provided for. 

Whenever such allowances, being legal, may he deemed proper for any persons who are 
at the time inmates of the workhouse, the Board of Guardians should, as a matter of 
routine, discharge those inmates from the house register, order them the proper weeldy 
allowance, and cause their names to he entered on the out-door register, as well as on the 
relief lists of the respective Relieving Officers for the electoral divisions in which the 
allowances are to be dispensed. It will in every such case he obvious, that the persons so 
transferred to the out-door relief hooks should he given in charge to the Relieving Officers 
at the workhouse, and that immediate provision should he made for their subsistence until 
the next day for dispensing out-door relief allowances in the electoral divisions to which 
they are respectively to repair.

1 1th instant, that my lords approve of the mode in which they propose to effect a settle-

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland desire 
me to express their thanks for your letter of the 14th instant, accompanying a statement 
of the sums recently remitted by you on behalf of the British Association, as grants to 
several of the Unions in Ireland, amounting in the whole to £1,300. 

In the case of the Cavan Union, the Commissioners entertain no doubt that the Vice- 
Guardians will shortly be in a position to replace the sum of £300, the advance of which 
has beeu attended with the greatest convenience and advantage, but which the Commis- 
sioners would on no account recommend to be made a grant in aid of the rates of Cavan 
Union, or any of the electoral divisions thereof. 

The Commissioners trust there maybe other instances in which sums advanced from the 
funds of the association to relieve immediate distress and under the pressure of great 
emergency, may be ultimately repaid from the rates when collected, and thus increase the 
resources at your disposal and become available as grants in other cases. 

The Commissioners desire, however, to call your particular attention now to the cases of 
those Unions, to which the sums remitted may be considered either now or hereafter as 
grants of money not to be repaid from the poor rates. 

In pursuance of Mr. Trevelyan’s memorandum of the 2nd October last, it is intended that 
such sums should "be administered in the same way as the poor rates ; and they will, there- 
fore, bo in the nature of fuuds for dispensing relief to the poor under the Poor Laws, 
derived from other sources than poor rates. 

It will be necessary in keeping the accounts of such Unions, that credit should be given 
to the several electoral divisions, or some of them, to the full extent of the sums so granted ; 
for under the Poor Law statutes there is no head of account referable to the entire Union, 
but every item, both of receipt arid expenditure, is brought to the account of one or more 
electoral divisions. , . 

The Commissioners have deemed it right at once to call your attention to this point, as it 
is rather for you, than for any party to whom the sums may be remitted, to determine 
which, electoral cli vision of a Union should have the benefit of these grants, and in what 
proportion each division should enjoy that benefit. In the event, however, of your leaving 
the appropriation of the grants in the hands of the parties at whose disposal they are placed, 
the Commissioners beg to suggest for your consideration whether it might be expedient to 
accompany that trust with some expression of your views, as to the principle on which the 
benefit of the grant to any Union should be apportioned among the several electoral

The Commissioner's for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland are 
desirous of calling the attention of all the Temporary Inspectors to the importance of their 
constantly inspecting the workhouses of the Unions in which they respectively reside, and 
of then- talcing care that the Commissioners’ rules and regulations are duly observed in them. 

The public will expect that the workhouse of an’Union in which there is a Temporary 
Inspector, should be a model of good ventilation, cleanliness, and order ; and this cannot 
fail of being the case, if the Guardians, the officers of the workhouse, and the Inspector, 
perseveriugly do all which it is in the power of each to accomplish. 

The Commissioners would suggest that each Inspector in visiting the workhouse should 
carefully go over the workhouse rules and regulations, and should consider whether any of 
them are not duly observed. 

If the Inspector discovers that any are violated or neglected, he should consider with 
whom the blame really rests. 

If the blame rests with the Master or Matron, he should make a special report on the 
conduct of either the one or the other, or of both, as the case may be ; and it will become 
a subject for consideration with the Commissioners, whether they will allow them, or cither 
of them, to continue in their present office. 

If the blame rests with the Guardians, as will almost necessarily be the case if there is 
not a sufficient stock of bedding, clothing, and of the other supplies required iu a work- 
house, the Inspector should bring the subject pointedly under the notice of the Board of 
Guardians, and respectfully urge them to remedy the evils which are complained of. 

If the Board of Guardians disregard the representations which may be made to them by 
the Inspector, the Commissioners request that the Inspector will make a formal report on 
the subject to this office, in a separate and distinct communication. 

At the same time, the Inspectors should nokfailto continue impressing upon the Yisiting 
Committee the paramount importance of their complying with article 57 of the workhouse 
regulations, in reference to their carefully examining the workhouse of the Union once in 
every week at the least, and reporting the result of their examination to the Board of 
Guardians in the Yisiting Committee’s report book.

The attention of the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland having been directed to cases arising under section 10 of the Irish Poor Relief 
Extension Act (10th Vic. c. 31), in which applicants for relief who held more than a quarter 
of a statute acre of land had offered to surrender the land to the landlord or his a^ent, 
who, however, refused to accept the surrender, unless the applicant also gave up a house 
held with the land, which the applicant refused to do ; to cases in which an unsuccessful 
attempt has been made by the occupier to surrender his land, even though no such condi- 
tion was attached to the proposed surrender as that above mentioned ; and to cases in 
which the husband being absent from Ireland in search of employment, the wife and 
children continue in the occupation of his cabin and land, in which cases relief has been 
refused by Boards of Guardians on the ground that the wife could not effect a legal sur- 
render, though willing and desirous to do so ; the Commissioners have deemed it right to 
submit a case to counsel for his opinion on the subject. A copy of the questions put to 
counsel, together with the opinion of Mr. I-Ienn, Q.C., thereon, are now transmitted here- 
with, for the information and guidance of the Guardians in regard to the administration of 
relief in such cases ; and the Commissioners desire to observe, that the Attorney-General 
for Ireland agrees in the opinion given by Mr. Henn.

Queries. 

1. Whether the refusal of the surrender by 
the landlord disqualifies a destitute person 
from receiving relief under the section of 
the Act above recited ? 

2. Whether a person occupying more than a 
quarter of an acre of land would be ex- 
cluded from relief by the provisions of 
that section, in consequence of a legal 
incapacity to surrender the land ? 



Opinion. 

1. I think not, provided the party applying 
does not continue in the occupation of 
land of greater extent than the quarter of 
a statute acre. 

2. I think a person continuing to occupy 
such quantity is excluded by the statute, 
whether capable of legally surrendering 
his interest in the land or not. 

The Guardians are not, in any case, 
compelled to grant out-door relief. They 
may always exercise a discretion where 
the party applying is one to whom such 
relief may be granted, and grant relief 
to such person, either in or out of the 
workhouse, as to them shall appear fitting; 
but in cases coming within the 10th sec- 
tion, the Guardians are prohibited from 
granting any relief, either in or out of the 
workhouse. Iu my opinion, the occupa- 
tion or non-occupation of the quantity of 
land mentioned is made the criterion of 
destitution, and the Guardians are war- 
ranted in relieving any person who is not 
in such occupation; and they are not 
bound to investigate title at all, or ascer- 
tain whether the tenant’s interest has 
been legally determined by surrender or 
otherwise.

Extract from Report above referred to, of the Vice-Guardians of Ballina Union to 
the Commissioners, dated January 20, 1848. 

We have also entered into a contract for the daily supply of baked bread (Indian meal 
and Egyptian) to the able-bodied upon orders signed by the Overseers in charge of work- 
ing parties ; such orders to be issued if the labourer has satisfactorily performed the task 
allotted to him. 

The system has been for some days in active operation, and answers admirably ; so much 
so, that we are inclined to think it will prove a more stringent test than even that of the 
house. We judge of this from the numbers who have absented themselves from work, and 
thereby forfeit the relief sanctioned, 260 having been reported absent from 300 returned 
for work last week. 

We enclose a copy of the instructions issued by us to our Relieving Officers, Store- 
keepers, or Contractors, Overseers in charge, and General Overseers ; also the forms directed 
to he used by them in carrying out their instructions. The duties of each officer will 
appear by the instructions. 

Form A is issued by the Relieving Officer on the Contractor for the supply sanctioned 
by us for the support, monthly, of the impotent poor. 

Form B is the order issued by the Relieving Officer to the Overseer in charge of work- 
ing party, directing him to set the applicant to work. 

Form C is the order issued by the Overseer in charge of working party upon the Con- 
tractor for the supply to be given to the labourer, he having completed his task, the 
quantity being ascertained by reference to the list furnished to him by the Relieving 
Officer, being a copy from his application bo ole after it has been revised by us. 

Form D is the labour book kept by each Overseer in charge, showing the amount of 
labour performed, which should be equivalent to the amount of food ordered by him. 

Form E is the certificate of the General Overseer that he has measured the work done 
in each month by the labourers under the charge of each Overseer, which serves as a 
check to prevent the latter issuing orders for more food than he has rendered a return for 
in labour. 

We confidently hope that this plan of administering out-door relief to the impotent and 
able-bodied poor will serve to prevent abuse and meet with your approbation.

Instructions to Relieving Officers. 

The Relieving Officers on having their application books revised by Vice-Guardians, and 
the amount of provision sanctioned for the relief of each impotent pauper, will issue 
orders for such amount as is authorized upon the Storekeeper of the division, according to 
forms supplied in book marked, Impotent Poor. When any able-bodied pauper whoso 
name has been approved of makes application, he is to bo furnished with an order on the 
Overseer in charge of working party according to form in book marked, Able-bodied. 

In cases of extreme urgent necessity the Relieving Officers may issue an order for tem- 
porary relief on the Storekeeper, marking all such orders “ Special.” Care is to be taken 
m issuing such orders, and in issuing all orders on the Storekeepers, that the amount is to 
be written in full as well as in numbers. At the end of the week the books will be a^ain 
revised and the expenditure book examined, and any improvident and unauthorized distri- 
bution of food will be charged to the Relieving Officer. 

. person who has been directed by the Vice-Guardians to be offered the workhouse 
is on application to the Relieving Officer to be furnished by him with a ticket of admission 
for himself and family, the number of his family to be marked on the ticket.

Instructions to Overseers in C /large of Working Parties. 

After the Vice-Guardians hare revised the application boohs furnished by Relieving 
Officers, each Overseer will be furnished by :i:o Clerk of the Union with a list containing 
the names and number in application booh of each able-bodied pauper who is to render a 
task of work m consideration of the relief af'mled to him. 
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. T,i e Overseers will be directed by the General Overseer to the station where it is 
intended that the working party which he is to take charge of sha ll be employed. The 
Relieving Officer will send each able-bodied person to such station with an order directing 
the Overseer to set him to work, and on completion of the task allotted to him, to issue 
to him an order on the Storekeeper of such division for so much provision as he will be 
entitled to by order of the Vice-Guardians. Such quantity to be ascertained by reference 
to the list furnished by the Clerk. The quantity and nature of the work to be performed 
by each pauper will be pointed out by the General Overseer. 

In no case is. the Overseer to issue an order for provision unless the person employed 
has completed his work to his satisfaction, and performed the entire task allotted to him. 
Each order delivered to the Overseer is to be filed and laid before the Vice-Guardians at 
the end of the week, as an authority for the amount of food ordered by him ; and in any 
case where it appears to the Vice-Guardians that the Overseer has issued an order for an 
amount of provision, the task not being fully completed, the value will be deducted from 
such Overseer’s salary.

Directions to General Overseer. 

The General Overseer is to point out to the Overseer in charge of the station at which 
the working party is to be employed ; he is also to point out the nature of the work to be 
done, the manner in which it is to be performed, and the hours at which roll is to be called. 
He is to visit each station once a week for the purpose of ascertaining the total amount of 
work done and its value, and to certify same to the Vice-Guardians on their day of meeting. 
He is to pay particular attention to the conduct of the persons employed, and to report 
any irregularity. 

It is supposed that stone-breaking by task-work will be the best mode of employing the 
able-bodied. Portion to bo employed in quarrying, portion in breaking, and portion in 
removing. It is calculated that each labourer should quarry three boxes of nine cubic feet 
daily, each breaker should break one. In inclement weather, when work cannot be done, 
roll should be called at 9, 12, 1, and 4. The hours of working should be from 8, a.m., 
to 4, P.M.

Instructions to Storekeepers. 

Each Storekeeper will be supplied with a certain amount of provisions, to be placed in 
the depot under his charge. The Relieving Officer will issue orders upon him for the 
amount of food to be issued to each impotent person for a week’s allowance. Such orders 
are to bo filed and produced as vouchers for the amount issued on the orders of the Reliev- 
ing Officers, to account for the items returned in the expenditure book to be kept by him. 

The Storekeepers are to receive and file separately all orders from the Overseers for 
provisions to be issued to able-bodied, and to' produce them as vouchers for the amount 
entered in the expenditure book. 

The expenditure book and orders from Relieving Officers for the supply of the impotent 
to be kept separately from the expenditure book, and orders from the Overseers for the 
supply of the able-bodied. At the end of the week both books and both sets of vouchers 
will be produced, and balanced by the Clerk of the Union, and submitted to the Guardians ; 
and any deficiency appearing in either, or any amount distributed and not substantiated by 
voucher, will be deducted from their salary. 

If any orders for food are issued by Relieving Officers marked “ special,” such are to be 
separately arranged and entered.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland forward 
herewith, for the information of the Board of Guardians, a list of balances left in the hands 
of the Treasurers of Relief Committees at the expiration of the Temporary Relief Act • 
and m reference thereto the Commissioners desire to state, that by authority of the Relief 
Commissioners, conveyed in Circular 32, from their Accountant, it appears that the Relief 
Committees were empowered to expend the balances under the control of the Finance 
Committee of the Union ; also, that by the Act 10 Vic., cap. 22, sec. 15, such balances are 
applicable to the support of any temporary fever hospitals under the management of 
Committees; and they arc further applicable for defraying the expense which such Com- 
mittees incur in providing coffins pursuant to that Act. 

When any Relief Committee shall not have acted on the authority so convoyed by 
Cn-cmar 32, referred to, such portion of the balance as may consist of advances from the 
Relief Commissioners on the credit of the rates, should be handed over to the Board of 
Guardians of the Union, pursuant to the Relief Commissioners’ Finance Circular 26, for 
the use of the electoral division for which the advances were made ; and the remainder 
may be expended at the discretion of the Committee.

No. 51 — Cooked Food: its advantages in the Administhation of Relief : Instructions 

to Inspectors.

extract from a report of Mr. Bromley, Accountant to the Relief Commission, in which the 
advantages of cooked over uncooked food, in administering relief, are pointed out. 

As the statements contained in the report, from which the enclosed extract is taken, are 
founded on the replies received from nearly two thousand Relief Committees, the Commis- 
sioners think that the testimony afforded by it to the advantages of cooked food, must be 
considered as entitled to particular attention.

The almost universal opinion given by the Committees is in favour of cooked food in 
preference to raw meal ; a strong feeling was at first excited against its adoption in most 
parts of Ireland, not so much from the destitute as from members of Committees, chiefly, 
as reported, “ that they might be relieved from trouble.” 

The result, however, has proved its great advantage ; diarrhcea and dysentery were 
stayed by it, and a great improvement was rapidly manifested, through its agency, in the 
general appearance of the people. It was found to be the most nutritious, the best test of 
destitution, and the most economical. 

The saving of fuel to the people was a great desideratum— for that reason alone it was 
much preferred to the “ steeped meal,” in which state it was required to be issued, if not 
cooked, to prevent, if possible, its sale. The really destitute very soon became sensible of 
its benefits to them ; and many persons whose names were on the relief lists, did not 
apply and take their rations, because they did not consist of raw meal. 

In one Union, Dunfanaghy, the medical men reported that the people were never so 
healthy as since the use of cooked food. 

The usual proportion for the one pound weight of raw or uncooked ration, was one-third 
rice, and two-thirds Indian meal, which being cooked with water as “ stirabout,” swelled 
into a ration from three to five pounds in weight, which mixture was pronounced as 
beneficial to health. 

Notwithstanding aU these advantages, strange to say, that in many Unions cooked food 
was not generally adopted, until the issue of a peremptory Order for its use ; and the 
Government Inspector had even been subject to threats of personal violence and conflict 
with members of Committees, in urging its adoption. 

The soup originally issued, before the “ stirabout” was brought into use, is reported to 
have been highly obnoxious to the people ; and in Clare it was found necessary to discon- 
tinue it. 

It is now admitted that, had the system of cooked food been generally adopted at first, 
much expense would have been saved ; and it is strongly urged as the meatis of out-door 
relief on any future occasion.

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In one Union, Macroom, a Committee reports, “ that they were indisposed to the Relief 
Act before it came into operation, but have now great satisi'action in bearing testimony to 
its efficiency and economy : had they not witnessed it themselves, they could scarcely have 
conceived it possible that such a change for the better could have been brought about in the 
health and appearance of the poor in so short a time, and at comparatively so small an 
expense.” 

The strength of the labouring man does not appear to have been reduced, as the usual 
agricultural labour task has lately been performed with the usual spirit and ability. In 
consequence, also, from the use of cooked food, it is reported that fever has been less fatal, 
and dysentery has disappeared. 

Robinson’s steam-cooking apparatus appears to have effected a great saving of fuel, and 
succeeded admirably. 

The women and children in particular much preferred cooked food, for it invariably 
secured to them their rations ; not giving to a selfish husband or father the power of selling 
it, as was too often the case with raw meal.

Iam directed by the Central Board of Health to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 31st ultimo, relative to the use of stimulants in the treatment of fever patients: and 
I am to state, that the Board consider that the use of wine maybe necessary in many cases 
but that whiskey is fully as good a stimulant as brandy; and the Board of Health would’ 
therefore, recommend its use as a substitute for the more expensive article. The Board 
of Health would not, however, wish to do more than to suggest to you the propriety, in 
winch the Board are assured you will concur, of prescribing with as much economy as will 
be quite consistent with the duo care of the sick; and with this view, the Board may 
observe, that, in some cases, good porter, to which a small quantity of spirits is added 
has been found a nutritive stimulant. * ’

Dr. Nugent's Communication referred to in Commissioners' Circular of 25th Feb. 184S. 

Dublin Castle, Lunatic Asylum Office, 

Gentlemen, January 14, 1848. 

Having in the course of the last ten months inspected upwards of seventy Union work- 
houses, particularly in the southern and eastern parts of the kingdom, for the purpose of 
examining into the state of the idiots contained in them, I would respectfully direct your 
attention to the propriety of making some alterations, which at a very trifling expense would 
I believe, tend much to the comforts of the unhappy class in question. In the present 
disorganized state of some Unions, beings naturally improvident of themselves, demand from 
others a particular regard to their social wants. In the discharge of my official duties I have 
constantly represented to the Masters, or noted for the respective Boards, the claims which 
the idiotic had on their benevolence,— in many places, as at Clonmel, Bandon, Limerick, 
Banbridge, &c., &c., I observed not alone a desire to carry out original good intentions' 
hut equally to adopt suggestions ; whilst in others I could not but regret an almost 
total neglect of the idiot class. To gentlemen so thoroughly cognizant of the character 
and division of apartments in Union workhouses, I shall only remark that those imme- 
diately intended for idiots require every facility for cleanliness, ventilation, and dryness ; 
and as in the majority of them, I found the ground flooring very bad, made of mortar or 
composition, and -worn into large irregular hollows, (during wet weather particularly 
objectionable,) I would propose to substitute flagging in the corridors, and in the sleep- 
ing cells the same material ; or if possible tiles, such as are used at the Hardwieke Insti- 
tution. Both equally admit of being -washed daily. A timber floor has no doubt some 
advantages, particularly as to warmth ; but when on a level and opening into yards, it soon 
gets crusted with mud, absorbs wet, and retains foul odours. Nothing can be more disa- 
greeable than the pent-up effluvia escaping from lunatics or idiots ; and as the latter are 
very often of filthy habits, too much attention cannot be paid to their cleanliness. I would 
then in had cases do away altogether with the use of straw as bedding, for, unless changed 
every morning, it becomes so saturated with disgusting deposits as to be utterly insupport- 
able, and a nidus of disease. I would advocate in place of straw (as originally employed 
at the Hanwell and Gloucester, and at present in some of our own asylums) moveable wooden 
frames, with strong canvass nailed to them (parallelograms from five to six feet in length, 
and about thirty inches wide) : when wetted or soiled the frame can be removed and the 
canvas well pumped on and mopped, an hour or two in the open air being sufficient to dry 
it. A single change would last an individual nearly a year, and at far less expense than 
the constant change of straw. A great advantage of the frame is derived from the ease it 
affords to epileptic cases, as dependent simply on the height of its support, it admits of 
being lowered to within any distance from the floor. With regard to the clothing of idiots, 
instead of frieze, which is a receptacle for hidden dirt, I would recommend thick canvas 
blouses for males, .and a similar style of dress for females, with shoes and stockings. The 
superintendence ot the idiot wards I believe might be more judiciously conducted ; the 
care of them is generally intrusted to some aged person, who happens to be a veteran in 
the Union. I think a slight compensation should be secured as an encouragement to those 
on whom so troublesome a task is imposed. In some Unions, I am aware, extra diet, tea, 
sugar, &c., is given to the keepers ; but the custom is far from universal. With regard to 
the cells, they are by no means sufficiently ventilated, — a crevice in the wall, more adapted 
for a letter receiver than a window, is frequently the sole air passage to a cell containing 
three or four beds ; a grating in the top of the doors would be a material improvement. 
In reference to dietary I should, without an exception, put idiots on the best and fullest 
the Union affords; for the most part they are of delicate frame, ill-formed, or epileptic ; 
mentally imbecile, they are physically weak, of wliich their mortality last year affords a too 
ample proof. As the number of idiots iu proportion to the general population of Union 
workhouses is at present under one per cent, (§), any amelioration of their state canuot be 
attended with much expense until some definite arrangement, which I hope is not far dis- 
tant, takes place in their Tegard. ' I most respectfully submit the preceding observations to 
your notice, trusting you will .give me credit for the motives which induced me to address 
you.

Dr. Phelan’s Observations on the foregoing Communication. 

Dr. Nugent’s suggestions as to tiling -would be . an improvement ; but I should consider 
that of flagging to be objectionable, as forming a cold floor ; and as the idiots generally 
have no shoes, or if they had, would not wear them, such a floor would be injurious to 
them. I doubt that at present we can do better than to give the idiots straw beds. The 
Masters and Matrons should be directed — and are by me — to see that those beds are 
changed often enough by the Superintendents, several of whom do so very carefully, whilst 
others are much behind. 

0 
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The number of idiots and lunatics in many houses is very small, and not considerable in 
more than very few ; and in several, or in most, I think ail improvement, as to their con- 
dition and keeping is evident. 

I quite agree in the necessity of shoes and* stockings for all of this class that will wear 
them, and I always advise it ; but Boards of Guardians at present cannot readily be got to 
order them. Perhaps if the special attention of the District or Union Poor Law Inspector 
were called to the subject, those and other better articles of dress may bo provided. But 
it will not, I fear, be an easy matter to induce Guardians to supply any other dress than 
that obtained for the other paupers ; nor indeed does it appear to bo necessary as regards 
the far greater number of those idiots, who are of such habits that a better would be soon 
spoiled. 

I know of but few houses in which the cells are not sufficiently ventilated, were there 
only two idiots in each, and the windows or apertures kept open. It is only when in an 
overcrowded house the cell is overcrowded sometimes with other paupers, that the ventila- 
tion is insufficient. 

The simple idiot class get the house diet, and do as well as the other paupers on it. 
The lunatics, or any that are ill, get better ; and all are under medical supervision. Dr. 
Nugent’s suggestion is correct : as a class, they require better diet than the other paupers; 
and I think are more attended to in the workhouses, with a few exceptions.

The attention of the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland having been called to the means of supplying Vaccine Virus for the use of the' 
Medical Officers of Unions in Ireland, and the Commissioners having had under consideration 
communications from the Directors of the Cowpock Institution in Dublin, from which a 
great number of public establishments in this country are supplied with the Virus for 
Vaccination, the Commissioners desire to suggest to the respective Boards of Guardians the 
expediency of their making arrangements for procuring the requisite supplies thereof from 
that Institution, as the best means of ensuring a regular and sufficient supply of effective 
Virus. 

It appears that several Unions have already subscribed with advantage for this purpose, 
by payment to the Institution of a sum of one guinea annually ; and the Commissioners 
recommend the adoption of this course by all the Unions which do not at present adopt it. 

The expense will be chargeable to establishment.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland for- 
ward for your information several copies of a communication made to Earl Grey by the 
Colonial Land and Emigration Commissioners, on the subject of young persons at present 
inmates of Irish workhouses, who may be eligible for emigration to South Australia, 
together with an extract from a letter addressed by Earl Grey to Sir George Gre) r , and 
communicated for the information of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, explaining the 
manner in which the emigration of such persons is proposed to be conducted. 

The Commissioners are most anxious that advantage should be taken of this proposal of 
the Government, and that tho selection of young persons should be so conducted as to 
ensure the complete success of the experiment. 

You will have the goodness, therefore, to address yourself to this object with the least 
possible delay, and take such steps by communication with Boards of Guardians in your 
district, or otherwise, as may enable you to point out the names of young persons eligible 
in all respects and willing to emigrate, for examination by the agent who may be authorized 
to make the final selection. 

_ Your attention is especially called to that part of the letter of the Emigration Commis- 
sioners which relates to the peculiar advantage of obtaining young females, eligible and 
willing to emigrate, in preference to males. 

You will take care that such young persons are duly and properly apprised of tho 
prospects which await them in the event of their availing themselves of the free passage to 
Australia; and you will ascertain from the Boards of Guardians, distinctly, their willingness 
to bear the cost of outfit, and the expense of conveyance to the place of embarkation.

We have the honor to acknowledge your letter of the 1st instant, in which you inform, 
us that Lord Grey is prepared to sanction the proposal of Governor Robe to expend, in 
emigration, the moiety of the South Australian Land Fund not specially appropriated to 
that purpose, and that his lordship is of opinion that this expenditure should not be 
extended over a period of two years, but that the despatch of emigrants should be com- 
menced and carried on as expeditiously as possible. 

We: shall not fail to use our best endeavours to carry out Lord Grey’s wishes, and with 
that view we should propose to increase the number of ships to be despatched in the course 
of the present year to New South Wales, South Australia, and the Cape of Good Hope 
from 54 to 72, sending them from England at the rate of six in each month. If our 
endeavours are as successful as we anticipate, we shall thus despatch upwards of 14,000-

In order, however, to succeed in obtaining so large a number of emigrants, it will be Orpliiins from Work- 

necessary to have recourse to some additional measures beyond those winch we have houses in Ireland: 

hitherto employed; and we have, in accordance with Lord' Grey’s directions, inquired Freo Passage toj 
whether an eligible class of Irish emigrants might not be obtained from among the orphans hout “ Australia - 
now maintained in the Irish workhouses, of whom many are approaching the age of 
adolescence. We have the honor to report that the result of our inquiries leads us to hope 
that this will turn out to be the case. 

We are inclined to think that males of this class approaching the age of 18, who, from 
no fault of their own, have been bred in a workhouse, receiving such education as is there 
given, and submitting to the restrictions imposed in it, might prove by no means inferior to 
the ordinary Irish labourer. 

But we should anticipate a more decided benefit from the adoption of this plan in 
respect of female orphans. Lord Grey is well aware of the necessity which exists for 
preserving the proportion of the sexes in any large emigration to a new country. Single 
men willing to emigrate are to be found in abundance. 

But we learn from the reiterated complaints of our selecting agents, that the diffi culty 
of procuring single females of an eligible character, is one of the greatest embarrassments 
against which they have to struggle. It is said, however, that a large number of well- 
conducted young women are to be found among these orphans ; the emigration of these 
persons will be of material service, by placing us at liberty to accept from other sources a 
corresponding number of young men whom we might otherwise have been compelled to 
reject. We have, therefore, drawn up a paper, which, with such modifications as Lord 
Grey may deem fit, might, we think, be transmitted to the Irish Government, with a request • 
that they would take the proper means for communicating it to the Guardians of the 
different parishes from which emigrants may be expected. It is, we think, obvious that 
the character of this emigration, consisting entirely of young persons, will necessitate a 
closer moral and religious superintendence, than has hitherto been thought expedient or 
even practicable in emigrant ships. 

And it has been suggested to us by this view, that a teacher should be attached to each 
ship. It will bo observed, that in the enclosed memorandum we have adopted this 
suggestion, but we would submit that, considering the peculiar character of the emigration 
which renders this expense necessary, it could not witlx propriety be charged against the 
colony, and should therefore be defrayed from British funds ; nor (we may here add) do 
we think it unfair, that the parishes which will be relieved from the necessity of supporting 
these emigi’ants, should have the expense of forwarding them to the port of embarkation. 

This suggestion we have therefore embodied in the paper which wo submit for Lord Grey’s 
approval. 

We apprehend that under the Local Act, 5 Wm. IV., ch. 3, the Governor would have 
the power of apprenticing these young persons as proposed in the 7th clause of the accom- 
panying paper.

Memorandum referred to in the foregoing Letter. 

1. Her Majesty’s Land and Emigration Commissioners having been instructed by the 
Secretary of State to make arrangements for a considerable emigration from Great Bi-itain 
and Ireland to New South Wales and South Australia during the present year, and having 
been informed that an eligible class of Irish emigrants may be found among the orphan 
children now supported at the public expense in Ireland, will be prepared to offer to such 
of those persons as may, on inquii-y, be approved, and as may be willing to emigrate, free 
passage to the above coloixies. None will be accepted who are less than 14 or more than 
18 years of age, and the nearest to 18 will be taken in preference. 

2. In order that the persons in question may understand the nature of the advantages 
thus offered to them, it is necessary to state that the colony of New South Wales is divided 
into the Northern, Middle or Sydney, and Southern or Port Philip Districts. It is to the 
two latter districts that emigrants arc in the first instance conveyed. 

The climate both of New South Wales and of South Australia is remarkably healthy, 
and suited to European constitutions. The soil is good, and produces in abundance wheat, 
maize, barley, oats, and potatoes; provisions are much cheaper than in this country; 
clothing may be purchased at a cost but little in advance of the retail prices here, and the 
rates of wages at the date of the last advices, were in all cases much above those given 
for the same description of labour in this country. 

Besides the money wages, labourers in the country are generally provided with a dwell- 
ing, and the following allowance of provisions by their employers : — 10 lbs. of meat, 10 lbs. 
of flour, 1| lb. of sugar, and 3 oz. of tea per week. 
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3. The voyage to these colonies generally occupies about 100 days ; and during that 
time the emigrants 'will be fed according to the annexed scale, at the public expense, 
subject, of course to future modifications, if experience should show them to be for the 
benefit of the emigrants. 

The males and females are intended to be conveyed in separate ships. Teachers will 
be appointed to them, and means will be taken to provide for the instruction of the 
emigrants in conformity with their respective creeds. The books furnished to the vessels 
will consist exclusively of those authorized by the National Board of Education. In those 
of the ships which may carry orphans (females) there will be a trustworthy Matron to take 
charge of the emigrants, under the direction of the Surgeon, who will be intrusted with 
the general management of every ship. 

4. The emigrants’ ships will be despatched every month during the present year from 
Plymouth, to which place the emigrants must be conveyed at the expense of the Board of 
Guardians. Emigrant ships can be despatched from Plymouth only, because it is only at 
Plymouth (with the exception of London,) that the Commissioners have an Emigrant Depot 
which will enable them to collect the emigrants previous to embarkation, and officers under 
their control, who can ascertain by inspection that the emigrants are all in a -fit state of 
health to embark, that their persons are dean, and their clothes clean and sufficient. The 
calamities which would result from the introduction of any infectious or contagious com- 
plaints on board one of those vessels, render this arrangement indispensable. 

• 5. It will be necessary that each emigrant should be provided with the following articles 
which compose the lowest outfit that can be admitted : 

For Males. 

Six shirts — six pair of stockings — two pair of shoes* — two complete suits of exterior 
clotlnng, one of winch must be made of some warm material. 



For Females. 

Six shifts— two flannel petticoats— six pair stockings— two pair shoes— two gowns one 
of which must be made o 1 some warm material. ° 

As a general rule it may be stated, that the more abundant the stock of clothing, the 
better for health and comfort during the voyage. At whatever season of the year it may

I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland to request your attention to the enclosed Extract from a Report which they have 
received from Capt. Wynne, Temporary Poor Law Inspector for the Carrick-on-Shannon 
Union, pointing out the advantages to be derived from the issue of bread rations made 
from rye meal, or rye meal mixed with Indian com meal or barley meal, to persons in the 
receipt of out-door relief.

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Extract from Captain Wynne’s Report, referred to in foregoing. 

I should strongly recommend the adoption of coolced food, in the shape of rye-meal 
bread, or bread made of that material mixed with either Indian coni meal, or what is better 
and cheaper, barley meal. This bread possesses many advantages over any other form in 
which I have as yet seen food relief dispensed. Its appearance in a house at once stamps 
tho owner as a recipient of charity, or it is evidence of fraud, which may easily be detected. 
It cannot he so easily converted into money as the raw material. It is decidedly the 
cheapest and most wholesome food, as is evident from the improved appearance of those 
children who have received it for the last ten weeks in this Union, and is peculiarly suited 
to the present condition of the Union, where there are such vast numbers of the poor who 
have not any means of cooking meal, not having houses of their own, and in many cases 
not being able to procure lodgings. 

Impressed with the value of this description of bread, as applicable to purposes of out- 
door relief under the poor laws, I have directed my attention this past week to the erection 
of ovens in the workhouse, and will transmit a plan and specification to the Commissioners 
in course of next week. 1 would propose to place them, four in number, off the mill-room, 
making that apartment available for fuel-room, £c., and a loft to he erected over it for bread 
and meal store. The cost would be about £50. 

The oven which I have been allowed by the Guardians to erect in the Boyle workhouse, 
together with the peel-room, will cost about £8 ; it is nearly finished, and will bo in opera- 
tion next week. 

In this Union rye-meal bread is produced for 5 of a penny per lb., as follow's :

66. Emigration: 
Instructions. 



No. 66. — Emigration under the Irish Poor Relief Acts : — Instructions thereon. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

Sir, April 11, 1848. 

I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland to state that they have received a communication from the office of the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonial Department, informing the Commissioners of Earl Grey’s 
views with reference to the emigration of parties, under the various sections of the Acts 
1st and 2nd Viet., chap. 56, 6th and 7th Viet., chap. 92, and 10th Viet., chap. 31, relating 
to emigration, the substance of which is hereafter stated for your guidance in cases of that 
nature. 

It is the wish of Earl Grey that a list, showing the name, sex, and age of each intended 
emigrant, should be furnished in every case to the Commissioners of Colonial Lands and 
Emigration : such list to be first submitted to the Inspector in charge of the Union, who 
should see all the emigrants, and, if they are approved by him, grant a certificate, to be 
transmitted with the list, to the effect that the persons named therein are fit and proper 
persons to emigrate, and that he perceives no reason to doubt that the able-bodied com- 
prised in each family ought to be able to provide by them labour for the maintenance of 
the whole. 

In addition to the information required by Earl Grey, the Commissioners consider it 
desirable that the lists shall contain the name of the electoral division, and of the town- 
land in which each person resides, or, if an inmate of the workhouse, resided, previous to 
entering therein, together with the name of his or her landlord. 

In reference to the foregoing I am to request that you will, in all cases where it may be 
contemplated by the Guardians to grant relief to persons for the purpose of emigration, 
under the before-mentioned Acts, to observe a strict compliance with these instructions ; 
and when any list of such persons shall have been certified by you, to forward it to the 
Commissioners for transmission to the Colonial Lands and Emigration Commissioners.

JTo. 68 — Bkead made of Rye Meal Analysis, and Opinion of the Central Board of 
Health thereon : — Circular to Inspectors. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
April 26, 1848. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland having 
had their attention recently caRed to the quality of the rye bread, supplied in a partS 
Union to poor pereons ni receipt of out-door relief, deemed it advisable to reSuest tZ 
Inspector of that Union m which the bread was issued, to report to them on Se subjert 
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The Commissioners wo subsequently furnished with the Inspector’s report (together 
with samples of the bread) from which it appeared that broad of a simitar qualify had 
been supplied by tlio British Association to the children attending the schools iii the 
FSop™,?™"^ 11 impr0 ™" 6, “ M ‘^on place since such food was 
Tli° Commissioners have since submitted the bread for the opinion of the Central Board 
of » aiKl *'y\°V n f 0i r d tliat 1 tll ° brcad llaviu S l»een analyzed in the Laboratoiy 
of the Museum of Irish Industry, under the thrcction of Sir llohcrt Kane, one of the 
Commissioners of the Board of Health, has been found to be composed solely of rye 
ot very good quality, and not to contain any adulteration or impurity 
The Board of Health however, stated that it appeared that the bread had been imper- 
iectly prepared and baked, and was not well raised or sufficiently spongy, although the 
fermentation had been allowed to proceed even too far. The process of baking had been 
too much burned, and the fire had been probably too strong; the loaves, moreover, 
(winch were of about 2 lbs. weight) wore made of too great a size to allow of tlicir being 
thoroughly baked, except by very cautious management. 

The Board of Health are of opinion that it would be better to make up the rye bread 
in smaller loaves, or, as is done on those parts of the Continent where rye bread is the 
ordinary food of the people, to form long slender rods : these are well baked with a very 
moclerate fire, the dough having been sufficiently raised; and the rye bread then forms 
a palatable, nutritious, and wholesome food. 

It is deemed right to communicate to you these remarks of the Board of Health ; and 
the Commissioners will feel obliged to you, if you will acquaint them with the result of 
properly 1 observatlons and experience in any points connected with the baking rye bread

No. VI. Report to the Commissioners on Building Operations in the Unions 
in Ireland during the past year. — By Geo. Wilkinson, Esq., Architect of 
the Commissioners : (with six Drawings annexed.)

_ _? n tbo Showing report I have the honour to lay before your Board an account of the 

building operations connected with the Architect’s department of the Poor Law Commis- 
sion for the last twelvemonth. 

In a report inserted in the Appendix to the Poor Law Commissioners’ Annual Eeport for 
1847, is an account up to April last, of the result of the operations in providing workhouse 
accommodation m the .130 Unions in Ireland. Since that period, the duties of the Archi- 
tect’s department have been very considerable in providing plans for enlarging the existing 
workhouses; plans for new fever hospitals; converting and fitting-up old buildings as 
auxiliary workhouses, temporary fever hospitals, &c.; in addition to the inspecting, report- 
ing, and advising from time to time, as to works in progress, and the numerous matters 
relating to building projects. 

Those duties have at tunes been fully as arduous as those during the almost simultaneous 
erection of the original poorhouscs, attention being from time to time unexpectedly 
required at places widely distant from each other. J 

The limited staff of the Arcliitect’s department being unequal to the demands made 
upon it this spring, I have had occasion to obtain the sanction of your Board to the tem- 
porary increase of it in the drawing department. The commencement of the buildings bas 
now enabled me to obtain the assistance of several experienced Clerks of Works, who were 
engaged in erecting the original poorhouses; and these are, when so readied, now able 
to give attention to any local matters in the districts around them. 

The annexed list contains an account of the various plans and specifications which have 
been prepared for new permanent works during the past year. This list is exclusive of the 
plans and specifications made for a great number of temporary sheds for fever hospital 
purposes, and increase to workhouse accommodation, or for fitting up old premises as 
auxiliary poorhouses. 

The total accommodation which will be obtained in the permanent buildings of tbe 130 
Unions, including those additions for which tenders for building have been actually 
received, will be equal to the safe and healthy lodgment of about 110,000 persons. 

This latter amount is exclusive of the auxiliary poorhouses and temporary erections in 
aid of the permanent workhouse buildings. 

Most of the auxiliary poorhouses are held for short terms, and in several instances are 
intended to be abandoned on tbe completion of new buildings now erecting as additions 
to the original poorhouses ; and most of the temporary, wooden buildings are of slight 
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Appendix (A), construction, erected only to meet the emergency at a time of great pressure. I have 

always advised as much as possible against the erection of temporary wooden buildings, 

Arehi- considering that the outlay was unprofitable in every way, and that it was much preferable 

Buildi n " 0 perat ions to obtain existing premises, capable of receiving a distinct class of the workhouse inmates, 

° 1 ‘ where such could be had. Temporary wooden buildings erected at the poorhouscs have 

sometimes been productive of much disease and subversive of order, from occasioning an 
undue proportion to be crowded in the day-rooms or in the dormitories. Where such 
temporary accommodation was considered advisable, I have generally recommended that it 
should be provided by erections distinct from, and unconnected with, the poorhouse. I 
consider these temporary kind of buildings suited only for an emergency, and it will 
be the best economy, and be better for the efficiency of the establishment, to ultimately 
remove them altogether than expend money in endeavouring to make them permanent 
portions of the building. 

At this time, permanent fever hospital buildings have been erected on the sites of 49 of 
the 130 workhouses, and buildings are either in progress, or provision is made for the early 
commencement of the works, in 38 other Unions ; there will then be 43 Unions without 
any permanent building as a detached fever hospital on the workhouse site. 

During the past year, additional laud has been taken in several Unions for sites for new 
hospital buildings and for grave-yards ; and the reprehensible practice of burying on the 
limited area of the workhouse site cannot, I apprehend, be too soon abandoned everywhere. 

The report before adverted to, as contained in the Appendix to the Annual Report of 
the Poor Law Commissioners for 1847, sets forth the mode in which the workhouse build- 
ings may be enlarged to obtain increase of accommodation, and the advantage of following 
some defined general plan. In addition to what is there proposed, is another mode which 
I think it desirable to exhibit, since it has been acted on with much confidence in several 
Unions. The plan in question is explained in the accompanying drawings, consisting of a 
ground plan, and general elevation, adapted for new school-rooms, dormitories, workrooms, 
and washing places for the children, — thereby obtaining the means of removing the children 
out of the existing buildings, and giving up their apartments to the adults, — the two 
school-rooms (with the two small adjoining rooms winch should be thrown into them, as 
originally designed,) affording good day-rooms, the increase of which is wanted in the main 
building. This plan therefore accomplishes two desirable objects, viz., the one last men- 
tioned, and that of more completely separating the children and providing for them in 
a better way than at present. In most of the Unions where auxiliary poorhouses have been 
taken, they are occupied by the children; and their apartments are then occupied by the 
adults in the way above mentioned. 

The importance of providing effective accommodation for the educational and industrial 
training of the rising generation, a class whose habits are yet to be formed, is becoming 
very generally acknowledged; and it appears to me that unless detached buildings or 
large central establishments are provided by two or three adjoining Unions, the plan ad- 
vm-ted to is the next best to be pursued. I may here observe that in the North of Ireland 
a feeling prevails in favour of providing for the children in buildings similar to those of which 
drawings are here given, in preference to large central schools ; and several buildings of 
the kind are there in progress. It is considered that the cluldren will be more frequently 
brought under the observation of the Guardians who attend the Board meetings; that a 
better knowledge of them will exist ; and the chances of their getting into employment be 
greater than if they were congregated in larger numbers in one central establishment, and 
necessarily less frequently visited by those personally acquainted with many of them and 
most likely to promote their future welfare. I find that Mr. Senior, the Inspector in 
charge of that district, entertains this opinion. 

I think it is questionable whether the same views should influence the proceedings in the 
South ot Ireland, and whether a central establishment would not be better suited to impart 
agricultural training. Up to this time, however, no distinct building has been anywhere 
determined on m a way likely to be carried into execution ; nor have any two or more 
Unions yet agreed in adopting a Central School for receiving all the children of such 
Unions.

Poto xia™ nT 7 bUll , <img &C - t0 gread “ * substitute for the 
potato. ■Numerous plans and specifications have been made for effecting this desirable 
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object. In few instances bare the Unions found it advantageous to establish large bakeries 
for supplying bread to persons receiving relief out of the workhouse; the difficulty 
originally apprehended with regard to the obtaining a supply from Local Contractors 
having very generally disappeared : numerous ovens have been built in small towns, and 

favourable contracts have been very generally obtained for baking, at per ton, the 

meal which has been supplied for that purpose. 

The Government grant in aid of building ovens, in order to establish the system, how- 
ever, as an experiment in some Unions, has at present been applied only to the Union of 
Mohill, and at Belmullet in Ballina Union : in these Unions good ovens have been built. It 
is proposed to apply a portion of the amount to Glenties Union, now that the other Unions 
for which plans were made have not desired to avail themselves of this proposition, in 
consequence of hitherto finding the system of contracting for it to be preferable. 

In several Unions, instead of erecting ovens for baking bread, a mode of baking on hot 
plates of iron has been adopted : a drawing is annexed, showing the construction of 
these hot plates. Where Indian meal is extensively used, either alone or mixed with 
whole meal or other substitute, the mode of baking it in thin cakes on the hot plates 
above mentioned is found very successful : it is a system, however, only suitable for thin 
cakes ; and these latter, in some Unions, are baked in ovens in preference to the use of a hot 
plate, one heating of the common oven being sufficient for several batches of the thin 
cakes. 

With regard to the execution of the work in the new buildings I am enabled to mako a 
satisfactory Report. I am not aware of any particular matter relating to any of the per- 
manent buildings to remark upon, except that at Rathkeale Union the Contractor for an 
extensive new hospital having unfortunately foiled to carry on the works according to his 
agreement, the works which were executed have been taken possession of, and the building 
is now drawing to a completion under a Clerk of Works and workmen, paid weekly 
under the direction of your Board. I inspected this building this week, and found the 
works progressing with much spirit and in a satisfactory manner. 



Appendix (A)i 

Xo. VI — Archi- 
tect's Report of 
BuilfliiigOperations. 



I am desirous here to submit to your Board the mode in which tlie various buildings 
are carried on, in order that the position of youi- Architect, with regard to them, should be 
clearly understood, for the duties are often unenviable. 

_ An Architect generally considers that he incurs sufficient responsibility with regard to 
his professional reputation when ho undertakes the charge of a building contracted for at 
a fair price by a respectable builder, and the works of winch are carried on under the 
inspection of a competent Clerk of Works. 

The different workhouse buildings winch are carried into execution present considerable 
variety with regard to the circumstances in which they are undertaken to be built and 
superintended during their progress. 

In those buildings which arc carried on without an inspecting Clerk of Works, or under 
the inspection of a Building Committee of the Guardians, I think it is unreasonable uni- 
formly to expect the Bamo results as would be obtained from the inspection by an efficient 
Clerk of Works, however carefully the specifications may be prepared. 

Under any circumstances, however, in which the buildings maybe carried into execution, 
whether with a Contractor whose tender has been accepted at too low an amount, or who 
has proceeded without any controlling inspection, I find that the Boards of Guardians very 
generally rely upon the final examination and approval by your Architect, and determine to 
pay the balance duo to the Contractor only on his certificate. 

In minor works or temporary buildings so completed, it is often found that some portion 
of the works cannot be approved, which nevertheless cannot he remedied ; and even when 
all appears externally in a satisfactory state, it is impossible to ascertain the soundness of 
what is covered up, or do more than learn the general character of the work, and the per- 
formance of the length and breadth of what has been undertaken. 

> Reports on completion, or certificates for payment given under such circumstances, are 
given under disadvantages. There are few buildings carried on which it would not be 
good economy to pay for the careful inspection of in some way : and I would urge that 
Guardians should not rely too much on the sufficiency of a final survey. • 

Many buildings are contracted for at too low a rate, and it is possible, I believe, some- 
times to obtain contracts at almost any price ; but those who have had much experience in 
building find that the only good bargains in the end are those which are mutually benefi- 
cial. The reliance on security is seldom of any practical value in building contracts ; the 
system of payment on account of value , given in work actually executed, where strictly 
adhered to, is the best security in every way. In several Unions it ifas been found diffi- 
cult to obtain satisfactory local persons to undertake various minor works required to be 
performed ; and it has been found advisable, and, on the whole, the best course to pursue, 
to purchase materials and employ workmen under the direction of a Clerk of Works. This 
is a course of proceeding, however, that has been resorted to as little as possible, and it 
imposes much extra labour on the office. 



On the ventilation of the buildings I have to offer a few remarks. During the late 
seasons of distress the buildings have often been very much overcrowded, and 1 have 
lost no opportunity of urging the limitation of the numbers to he allowed in the houses. 

Q 
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to that extent only "which they were fairly calculated for in time of pressure, and the 
subject has received much attention from your Board. To obtain the greatest quantity 
of air in the often overcrowded apartments, the buildings have received much injury in 
some Unions by the careless or injudicious openings which have been made for intro- 
ducing air. 

Some of the apartments have been so overcrowded as not to allow one-fifth of the cubic 
feet of air to each individual that was calculated to be necessary. Nothing but disease 
can result from such overcrowding, and no ventilation will be found sufficient to render 
apartments healthy that are so occupied. In some of the large houses, the wards in the 
wing buildings, which are at the rear of stairs, and the rear walls of the infirmaries, require 
some additional openings (as explained in former reports); but with the fair occupation of 
the buildings I believe that the particulars of the ventilation of a simple and practical kind 
which are already provided or explained in the Appendix to the Poor Law Commissioners’ 
Annual Report for 1847, together with the supplemental drawings (A and B) annexed 
hereto, will afford the means of giving a sufficiently free circulation of air to all the wards 
of a fully 'occupied building, when it is properly attended to. 

I have often advised against resorting to the ventilation chiefly by windows, for the fol- 
lowing reasons, viz. : — the great difficulty in the climate of Ireland of preventing the rain 
of severe weather from penetrating the opening lights and wetting the dormitories, and 
particularly when the windows are prepared to open by careless workmen ; the opportu- 
nity for throwing articles out of the windows ; and chiefly the very great difficulty, in the 
best managed houses, of preventing the paupers from closing the windows at night, when 
the ventilation is most wanted. I think the plan of ventilation suitable for the poorhouses 
cannot be of too simple and practical a kind ; any mode of introducing the air by means 
which cannot be interrupted by the paupers, and which creates a circulation of the air 
without any strong currents coming into contact with the inmates, accomplishes the object. 
The able report of Dr. Collins, President of the College of Surgeons, which has been 
circulated among the Guardians, has been of much service in directing attention to the 
importance of a free circulation of pure air in the apartments of a building. 

The distressed state of the country for the last two years, which has necessarily caused 
much attention to be given to the providing the greatest extent of workhouse room, has 
caused the buildings to be more or less neglected in many Unions ; so much so, that 
buildings finished, now for five or six years, have not had so much as a coat of paint upon the 
wood or iron work since that given by the original Contractors ; and the drains, spouts of 
roofs, ventilators, water-works, &c., have been in the same degree more or less neglected. 
In some Unions, the covered drains have become quite choked with sediment ; and the small 
grated cesspools, provided at the head of each drain to receive the sediment and admit 
of its occasional removal, so as to prevent its flowing into the drains and choking them, have 
been very often neglected altogether, or have been used in such a way as to actually fill 
up the drams which they are intended to protect. 

Every precaution against these abuses that could be adopted has been resorted to : 
plans of drains have been prepared and sent to every house with a request for them to be 
framed and hung up for reference, and printed instructions, prepared to be framed and 
hung up, have also been sent to each Union, containing familiar instructions for the Master’s 
guidance with reference to these matters, and explaining the construction of the drains, 
cesspools, &c., which from time to time should receive attention. Notwithstanding the cir- 
culars which have been issued by your Board, I regret to state that these subjects have not 
received the attention they ought to receive ; and in many houses neither printed instruc- 
tions nor a plan of drains will be found where they ought to be. . 

On the poorhouses in Ireland there has now been a considerable expenditure of public 
money ; and the overcrowded state of many of them may be now adverted to as some 
evidence of their value, and hence of the importance of maintaining them in an efficient 
state of repair- Some of the buildings are patterns of order, and Borne of the Boards of 
Guardians are scrupulously careful of their repair; but many of the buildings have 
been much neglected. 

I consider it of much importance that the houses should be constantly kept in good repair 
from economic considerations alone, or the buildings will go to decay ; also, that the yards, 
roads, gardens, &c., should be kept in good order, to make them as pleasing as possible! 

In some Unions, the whole establishment is kept in an orderly and even attractive state 

the gardens well cultivated, and portions neatly laid out in walks and flowers, on which 
the children are employed, and made to feel a pride in attending to them, thereby giving 
them habits of order and industry. 

I have made considerable efforts wherever I have had the opportunity, in urging the 
Masters to the employment of the pauper labour in this way ; and in some instances where 
good Masters are in charge, the whole of the site has been subsoil-drained ; shrubs, ivy, and 
other creepers are trained round the walls ; the manure pits receive the deposits of all 
the straw from the beds, and the overflow from the drains and cleansing of the cesspools is 
conveyed into the pits, and absorbed, and valuable manure is thereby obtained ; while in 
others, the straw of the beds is scattered over the site, spreading contagion, and the ground 
left in the state it was at the period the house was built. Whenever the progress of any 
new buildings has allowed the superintendence of experienced Clerks of Works, I have 
always taken much pains in giving directions to them to assist the workhouse Masters, by 
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advising on all these matters relating to the buildings above mentioned j and in many in- 
stances I believe they have been instrumental in getting the buildings and grounds into a 
very improved condition.

The two returns which I beg to enclose for your information, embrace the relief 
operations of the Association since October last until the 25th of April. 

They show that the grants to the distressed Unions in aid of the general expenditure 
have been £50,904, and that the outlay contingent upon the relief afforded to children in 
food and clothing amounts to £07,099, mating the total of grants £118,003, out of which 
sum £41,349 had been allocated to Mayo. 

The returns show further, that the maximum number of children participating in the 
daily food was 201,427, and that 21,621,881 of rations of bread had been distributed since 
November last, at a cost of a halfpenny per ration. 

This resumes the main features or results connected with the proceedings of the 
Association up to the present moment. 

F or the time to come, the Association does not think it necessary to alter its general 
mode of action ; but, considering the decrease of then- funds, they think it right to contract 
gradually the issue of rations to children, in order that the sudden stoppage of a system 
of relief of such magnitude may not entail serious evils upon the recipients of the bounty, 
or their parents. .

Gentlemen, Carrichferyus, April 14, 1848. 

It may bo desirable that I should report to you that tho amount of land planted with 
potatoes this year is large— probably four times that of last season— quite sufficient, should 
the crop succeed, to restore it as an important, though not perhaps the chief support of 
the lower class. The experience of tho last year has proved that even without potatoes 
tho introduction of Indian meal has rendered the support of human life as cheap as it was 
before the potato failure. The average cost of tho maintenance of the paupers in the 
workhouse is in fact rather lower. With potatoes, the use of Indian meal, and the aboli- 
tion of tho corn laws, the cost of food next season will probably be lower than it ever has 
been, whilst the farmers without money will reduce their present small expenditure on 
labour. In the Unions whore money is given as out-door relief though confined to clause 
1 of the Extension Act, there will be a strong tendency, if the Union is administered by 
Elected Guardians, to make some indirect approach to a system of relief in aid of wages. 

Again, the ordinary price of food fluctuates from 40 to 50 per cent, in different seasons 
of tho same year, and as between year and year 100 per cent, which gives relief in kind, 
a great advantage over money relief, which it is difficult to raise or reduce. Only ope 
Union in my district at present gives relief in money, hut I have a constant straggle to 
prevent its extension.

The crops iu general have 
a most healthy appearance, and there is, I am truly happy to say, every prospect under 
Divine Providence of an abundant harvest. The potato plant looks well and healthy, and 
it is the general opinion that they will grow well this year. 

There is a very large quantity of potatoes in the markets, and no one had any idea that 
there were such quantities in the country. They are good, and free in most cases from any 
disease whatever, and they aro at a reasonable price.

In reply to your Circular dated the 22nd instant, received by me on the 23rd, and 
which you request I will answer at latest by this day’s post, I have to state that the pros- 
pects of the agricultural crops appear as good as usual at this time of tlio year in my 
district, and that a large quantity of potatoes have been sown, and are being sown ; there 
is a general impression that the disease which has lately affected the potato crop has worn 
itself out, and that the crop this year will be a good one. All classes appear to labour 
under this impression, and the poorer classes are especially making the greatest exertions to 
make as large a planting of potatoes as possible. Seed appears to bo found in abundance 
where least expected, and numbers are now producing their loads of seed that were sup- 
posed to be in extreme poverty ; good seed cups in abundance can be bought in the markets 
throughout my district from (U<Z. to Sd. a stone.

Gentlemen, Ballina, April 24, 1848. 

In reply to your letter of the 22nd instant, requesting to be furnished with information 
as to the general prospects of the agricultural crop in my district, I beg to state that the 
result of my observation has been to satisfy me, that in the counties of Galway and Mayo 
the extent of land now under cultivation is not very much less than in ordinary periods. 
In the fertile portions of the county of Galway, which lie to the east and south, I believe 
it will bo found that as large a breadth of grain has been sown as in former years, and 
when last I saw it the crop looked healthy. I have not been able to visit that portion of 
my district since the season arrived for potato planting, but I am informed that a large 
quantity has been put down. In the western and northern districts, comprising Connemara 
and Joyce’s country, there has been but little corn sown, but potato planting is proceeding 
with great activity. Wherever sea-weed is to be procured large plantings are made, and 
even in the interior when this manure is not available, the potato has been planted when- 
ever it appeared likely to succeed. The same remarks apply to all the county of Mayo, 
except the barony of Tyrawly ; there I regret to say very little appears to have been done. 
The land between the towns of Crossmolina and Killala is much in the same state as last 
year, and presents a most desolate appearance. It is for the most part unoccupied, and, 
except near the residence of a proprietor, shows no signs of cultivation. In addition to 
the land now under corn and potatoes, a considerable quantity is in course of preparation 
for turnips, and I think a larger supply of this crop may bo oxpccted to be sown this 
summer than during any former period. 

Upon the whole I think I may safely Say, that in the plains of Galway as much land is 
under corn as usual; that in the hill country, and throughout the county of Mayo, the 
quantity is far below the average ; hut that in both counties a very considerable extent of 
land is now being planted with potatoes, and a quantity much larger than heretofore under 
preparation for turnips. It is difficult to form an opinion as to the proportion which the 
potato crop of this year may he expected (if successful) to hear to that of ordinary years; 
but I think it will not bo unsafe to reckon it at one-half. The con-acre must he entirely 
omitted from the calculation, there will he none of it, neither will the' very small farmers 
have much, for they have in general ceased to occupy the land held with their houses ; hut 
every person who lias been, able to retain his land will plant some, and speculative farmers 
will put down a much larger quantity than usual.

I have the honour to report, for the information of the Commissioners for administering 
the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, that from the information I have from time to 
tone acquired, as well as from personal observation, that with few exceptions the occupiers 
ot land have made great progress in the cultivation of the soil— much more wheat than has 
hitherto been cultivated by occupiers of from five to ten acres has been sown, and generally 

m good time; oats and rye have been also sown, and potatoes are being daily planted to 

purchase seed for the purpose many have sold their only cow. 

. J ^ s re S arc ^ s the numbers receiving out-door relief I can form no accurate opinion, hut the 
impression upon my mind is, that such have not the ability to plant even the quarter rood 
they have retained after giving up the overplus to the landlord. 

There is still time enough to get down potatoes and flax, and if such coidd he supplied 
by loan upon guarantee of landlord, such a measure would be I think desirable.

Gentlemen, Dublin, April 24, 1848. 

In reference to your Circular of the 22nd instant, requesting information as to the 
general prospects of the agricultural crops, especially the potato crop, in my district, I 
have the honour to state that at the period of my departure from Cork on the 6th of April, 
considerable progress had been made in the spring cultivation, which had yet been much 
retarded by the wetness of the season. 

. The quantity of land under wheat is in my opinion considerably less than last year, 
m consequence of the smaller quantity of land manured last year for the purpose of green 
crop, which is the usual preparation for wheat. 

Much land had been turned up for the purpose of sowing oats, but the state of the 
weather had materially interfered with its being sown up to the time I have mentioned. 

With respect to the potato crop, preparation had been made to a great extent for its 
cultivation, and a good deal had been planted even at that early period. It was evident 
that the population was about making great efforts to renew the cultivation of this root, 
and a large quantity of ground will be placed under it, approaching that of former seasons, 
particularly round the coast districts, where the people were busily employed in the collec- 
tion of sea-weed which is the manure principally relied on in those localities. 

I cannot give any information with respect to the culture of turnips, the season not 
having been sufficiently advanced for the sowing of that crop. 

I think, generally speaking, the farmers will be enabled to procure sufficient potatoes 
for seed ; the very poorest perhaps will not be able to do so without some assistance ; but 
from the great anxiety everywhere prevalent to plant this crop, I think even this class will 
be assisted by their neighbours to do so, it being the practice in this locality for farmers to 
let their potato land, not requiring payment until the crop has been matured.

In reply to your Circular of the 22nd instant, requesting me to report such information 
as, up to the present time, I may have acquired by personal observation or otherwise, 
regarding the general prospects of agricultural crops, especially the potato crop, in my 
district, I beg to say that — 

1st. — I do not consider that there is as much wheat sown as last year, nor do I think 
the crop looks as forward as it should at this season. 

2nd. — Oats will be more extensively grown than last year, but the wetness of the spring 
has interfered very much with the sowing of the crop. 

3rd. — The people seem to be very generally employed in planting the potato, and, 
from what I have observed, I should not be surprised if the breadth of land sown under 
that crop this year will amount to two-thirds or three-fourths of what it was in ordinary 
years before the failure. There is no want of seed, which is to be had for about sixpence 
a stone. 

These observations apply, of course, to the counties comprised in my district.

The wet weather, which has occurred latterly, has in some parts of my district retarded 
the sowing of the oat and barley crop, but in the early-sown lands the oats are looking 
healthy. 

Of the potato crop a large quantity is already in tlie ground. The wet weather has 
retarded the planting of much of this crop, for which the ground has been prepared ; and 
when the planting has been completed in May, I consider that there will be nearly, if not 
quite, as much of this crop grown this year as there has been for these last few years 
previous to the general failure. 

Although the small patches of potatoes are not now as numerous as formerly, I calculate 
that the increased breadth sown by private gentlemen and Large farmers upon speculation, 
will bring up any deficiency which may arise from the falling off amongst tho small 
growers.

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Circular letter of yesterday’s 
date, in which you request me to report upon the general prospects of the agricultural 
crops, especially the potato, in this district, &c. 

As letters from Dublin are not delivered in Ballina until after the departure of the 
mail for Dublin, it is not in my power to reply to letters on the same day that I receive 
them, therefore I fear that the little additional information which I can give to the reports 
which I have already forwarded from time to time, will not reach you on the day you 
require. J J 

I may mention that I have been constantly in communication with such of the landed 
proprietors and others who have shown any interest in tho state of this Union, with the 
view of obtaining the most accurate information which it is in then’ power to give on 
various subjects, but more particularly on tho subject of your letter, which must bo 
regarded as one of the deepest importance. Last week I requested some of those 
gentlemen to have the goodness to communicate their opinions to me, as to the progress 
which has been made in their respective neighbourhoods in cropping the land ; thopro- 
portion of potatoes which have been planted, and the quantity of land which is likely to 
remain unproductive, compared to last year and former years. 

I have, however, as yet received only one statement (from Mr. Orme, of Owonmoro 
annexed, A.) which I look upon as a very faithful report of what has already been done. * 
Owing to the constant severity of the weather, every thing is in an unusually backward 
state ; it is almost impossible, therefore, to say at present how much land will remain 



There can be no doubt, from all accounts (as I was not here last year), that fully four 
or live tunes the quantity of potatoes have already been planted compared to last year with 
apparently every prospect of success. From the class of persons who, as far as I can 
judge, have run the risk which must attend the experiment, it is greatly to bo feared that 
success will lead to a return of their old habits, while, on the other hand, failure will lead 
to their rum, if uot starvation. 

I think, under all the circumstances of the Union, that more has already been done than 
was generally expected ; but still the Commissioners must be prepared to hear of large 
f,, T remaimn g unproductive this year— the reasons for which may be attributed 
to the ioiiowmg causes, viz. : 

1. The broken-down state of the majority of the landlords, especially of some of those 
whose tenants have emigrated. 

2. Tenants holding possession who are not in a position to cultivate the land. 

3. Want of confidence in the landlord, which is frequently imaginary, and merely a

My Dear Hamilton, Owenmore, April 21, 1848. 

In compliance witli your request I write to let you know the progress made by the 
peasantry here in cropping their ground. 

Ihe quantity, of land lying waste, deserted by the occupier, and apparently forgotten by 
the proprietor, is at this season painfully evident. I am, however, happy to be able to say 
that m the occupied districts all classes seem to exert themselves to the utmost in putting 
down their crops. Already a considerable quantity of grain has been sown, and a sm a ll 
patch ot potatoes may be seen planted at almost every dwelling. The people seem 
aware ot the benefit of turnip culture, and no doubt a large breadth of them will be sown.. 

Ihe better class of farmers (of whom I lament to say there are very few) have in many 
cases received the same indulgence in the payment of rents as their poorer neighbours, 
and in consequence are improving in their circumstances ; and they have also evidently 
received a stimulus from the dear-bought experience of the last year. The great majority 
of the inhabitants however occupy small portions of land from six acres downwards ; with 
respect to these I think that the fears I mentioned hi my former letter will be verified. 

The system of tillage has been heretofore a manured crop of potatoes, and a white crop 
alternately. r 

The people are now sowing grain crops on land already exhausted, without manure, or 
even the benefit of a winter’s fallow. Their haggards are now consumed, and nearly all 
are in an impoverished state; they are consequently unable to bestow the necessary labour 
and capital which the proper cultivation of the land requires. 

On the whole, I think there is no want of exertion this season in comparison with any 
preceding one on the part of the poor population of this part of the country, although at 
the same time I cannot but anticipate a very serious falling off of produce in the ensuing 
harvest from the exhausted nature of the soil, and want of manure and proper cultivation.

My Dear Sir, Abbeytown, Crossmolina, April 24, 1848. 

I have many apologies to make for not having sooner sent the report you asked for, 
but purposely deferred doing so until I had completed the inspection of this district on 
Saturday last. I am most happy to state that there is a large quantity of corn already 
sown, and a portion of ground under potatoes varying from a lew perches to two and even 
three acres. On one property near Ballycastle I find as much tillage as in any former 
year. Nothing can exceed the anxiety of the peasantry to procure potatoes, some having, 
I have good reason to believe, sold clothes and even bedsteads for that purpose. 

Still it must not be concealed that vast tracts of land will be waste this year, particularly 
where the tenants were too poor to emigrate or to cultivate their holdings, to the extent 
of perhaps half the barony.

As Practical Instructor of the Ballina district I beg to state that I have been over 
the greater part of the lands of this district, and can state from actual observation, that 
the people, generally speaking, are using the most extraordinary exertions to plant potatoes; 
and from all I can see, I have strong hopes that the potato will do well this season. But 
I fear that if there is not great exertion made to assist the people by employment, &c., to 
carry them through the intervening spaco between this and the harvest coming in, they 
will be reduced to the most extreme privation, as they are parting with every vestige in 
the way of value they are possessed of to endeavour to get the potato into the soil; I am 
also sorry to have to state that there is an immensity of land out of cultivation in this dis- 
trict, in many localities that I have visited, full two-thirds.

Witt reference to your Circular, which I this moment had the honour to receive, I beg 
to acquaint you for the information of the Commissioners, that as far as I can see and 
learn there will be but little grain crops sown in this district, but at the same time a much 
larger quantity of potatoes have been planted than ever was expected, and there is every 
probability of turnips being sown on a large scale. 

With regard to the quantity of land which will remain waste, it is at present impossible 
to form any accurate estimate, owing to the backward state of cultivation, which has 
always been the case in this district, and more particularly this year ; however, there is no 
doubt but it will be a large proportion. This evil may be attributed to some of the 
following reasons, viz. : — Many of the proprietors having their entire estates in their own 
hands, and having no means to cultivate them ; many other proprietors being in such dis- 
tressed circumstances as to be unable to assist their tenants ; and their tenants, who, 
perhaps if assisted, would be able to cultivate a portion of their holdings, bemg afraid of 
bo doing lest the crops should be seized for rent. The practical working of the quarter of 
an acre clause is likewise another impediment to the cultivation of the land. 

Several of the proprietors, I am informed, purpose converting their properties • into grazing 
farms, but as this will afford neither employment nor food for the poor of Erris, I see but 
little prospect of then- being supported from the produce of the land for years to come.

No. 14. — Ballyshannon Union : — Mr. D’Arcy. 

Gentlemen, Ballyshannon, April 24, 1848. 

In reply to your Circular I have the honour to report the state of the crops in this 
district, and to which I have directed much attention since the spring opened. 

Wheat has been sown to a small extent; three weeks since it looked sickly, and I feared 
it would turn out a poor crop, but the late genial weather has quite recovered it, and now 
it is tillering, and presents a thriving and healthy appearance. 

Bere and rye — none are sown. 

Oats will not be as extensively grown as usual in this ' locality, owing to two causes 

first, the very small holders are too poor to purchase seed, and do not possess it of their 
own ; secondly, the farmers, a class above them who hold five or six acres, have their land 
in such worn-out condition, that they fear the old broken land, which has now given corn 
two years in succession, is unable to bear oats, and they are breaking up any lea land on 
their farms, and in some cases their small pastures, for the purpose of growing it. This 
system, if persevered in, will reduce the county to a barren waste. The immediate cause 
of this was the potato failure, which was the only crop they were acquainted with, the 
growth of which cleaned and manured then- land, rendering it again fit for white crops. 

Potatoes will be planted to an amazing extent, and it is surprising to see what a quantity 
of seed is now brought to market; a month since the price was tenpence to one shilling 
per stone ; they came at that time in small parcels in panniers on donkeys’ backs, now they 
come in cart-loads, and the price is reduced to 8£d., and may by the hundred weight be 
had less. ° 

A very considerable breadth of early potatoes has been planted ; I have seen some above 
ground and others coming up, and I never recollect to have seen a more promising appear- 
ance than they present; they are putting up strong stems thick at the but, and have 
evidently something to grow out of. During the years 1845, 1846, and 1847, although 
potatoes presented a luxuriant appearance, still I remarked, and also heard it noticed by 
others, practical farmers, that the shoot was weak, and when farther advanced in the year 
that the tops though long had not the stamina of former years. The peculiar strength of 
bud and shoot this year induces me to hope that they will continue healthy, and if so will 
be an abundant crop. No poor man that has land and can scrape the price -of a hundred 
weight together that will not plant them, and to such an extent that they will add con- 
siderably to the stock of food which will be produced by this country. 
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The grain crops have been rather later than usual in time of sowing, but the vegetation 
is rapid beyond precedent, and I hope that will make up for the difference of time. The 
grass is more forward through the county generally than I have seen it other years on the 
10 th of May.

have seen in my travels through the country, particularly in that portion of my Union of 
Ballingarry, county Tipperary, the planting of this crop carried on very extensively, and at 
this season of the year to a greater extent than I saw it in the north of Ireland last year ; 
but at the same time I must state that no employment is given, as the families of the 
farmers do the work.

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt ' of your letter of the 22nd instant, 
relative to the agricultural prospects in my district. 

In many electoral divisions I regret to say the prospect is any thing but cheering, while 
in some there is nearly an average breadth of corn (for this country), and very great 
anxiety to plant the largest amount of potatoes their means of purchasing seed will 
admit of. 

The breadth already planted in the district, with the exception of the Electoral Divisions 
of Garrick, Elphin, part of Killucan, and part of Drumsna, is not considerable. 

The great obstacle will be found the procuring of seed, as this district produced scarcely 
any potatoes last year ; and the small portions that now remain are of the worst description, 
scarcely to be depended on for seed, from their not having ripened sufficiently. Our 
market is supplied from the coast and parts of Mayo, where the potatoes did compara- 
tively well last year. The market price here is 40 per cent, higher than in Swineford or 
Ballaghaderreen. ' . _ , 

I have no doubt but that if a facility of procuring seed were afforded, an average crop 
of potatoes might be reckoned on in the greater portion of my district. 

There is at present available two years’ manure, not however twice the quantity of ordi- 
nary years, as last year manure was, not collected with as much industry as if the prospect 
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of tlie potato crop had been different, but there is a large quantity available at this 
moment. 

I do not think it will be found possible in this Union to organize a committee to enable 
us to take advantage of the opportunity of procuring seed which the Central Committee 
holds out. I have however done all in my power to promote its formation. 

In the mountain districts some oats will yet be sown, and some barley in any land 
which may be suited to that grain ; but I do not expect that the amount will be any tiling 
considerable. 

I do not think that any turnips will be sown if potatoes can be procured for seed. 

The corn crops wherever over ground appear healthy though backward, but from the 
temper of the soil and climate such is always the case.

In reply to Circular, dated April 22nd, directing me to report upon the general 
state of the crops in tliis district, I have the honour to state for the information of the Poor 
Law Co mm issioners, that owing to the severity of the weather there has as yet been very 
little done by the fanners in respect of the planting of potatoes or the sowing of oats. I 
have remarked in going through the Union that there is an immense deal of land ploughed 
up, in which it is intended to put oats or potatoes. This work must commence within ten 
days or a fortnight, and will then, I trust, afford considerable employment to the poor. 
There are, however, some electoral divisions in this Union which I am afraid will be 
exceptions, viz., Ivillenaule, Kiltinan, part of Pcppardstown, and Dangan. In these, from 
their being very mountainous, there is and will be very little tillage, and I fear very little 
employment will be given. 

From what I can learn upon the subject, I consider that potatoes will be planted in this 
country to a very considerable extent. There is no scarcity whatever with regard to seed, 
and there is an abundance of both oats and potatoes in every market. Upon yesterday 
(the market-day here) they were sold at the following prices : — Oats, 9s. 4 cl. per barrel ; 
potatoes, 7 id. per stone.

In reply to your letter of the 22nd instant, requesting information rclativo to the 
general prospects of the agricultural crops in my district, I beg to stato that I havo 
observed for some weeks past a much greater degree of activity in agricultural operations 
than at the corresponding period of last year. All the holders of land who havo anv 
means are exerting themselves to put a crop in the ground, and a very considerable quantity 
of potatoes has already been sown. It was usual in this district to sow a portion of the 
potato crop— the garden potatoes early, and the field potatoes late, about May; but now a 
greater portion has been put down at the early period than on any former occasion. 
Another month must however elapse before the full extent of the potato sowing for this 
year can be ascertained. Barley has also been sown. The oat crop will not be so extensive 
as in former years, the land having been exhausted by a succession of grain crops Tho 
people are now anxious to put down potatoes and turnips. L 

The potato produce of last season has been carefully hoarded, and many of the small 
holders have suffered great privation to preserve it for seed. 

At the market yesterday there was a larger supply of potatoes than for many months 
past; they were brought in by strangers. There was a tolerable supply of oats and a 
little barley. I he prices were as follow:

I beg to state, for tlie information of the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, that I have visited nearly the entire of this Union within 
the last ten days, and have been most particular in making inquiries everywhere I have 
been ; also from what I have observed myself I am of opinion, that there will not he near 
as much oats sown this year as there was last season. The poor were not able to take 
con-acres ; also there is a quantity of land waste, from tenants emigrating, or from evictions 
having taken place. 

I was quite astonished to see the quantity of land under potatoes ; I am informed that 
for the last twenty years there never was more planted any one season than there is in 
the Galway and Mayo portion of this Union. I have to observe that there is hardly any 
•wheat sown in my district. Every tiling is very backward from the wetness of the 
season.

Gentlemen, Clifden, April 23, 1848. 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of the 22nd 
April, requiring mo to afford any information I have obtained, by personal observation or 
otherwise, regarding the general prospect of the agricultural crops (especially the potato 
crop) in the Union intrusted to my charge. 

In reply thereto I have to state, that I have not failed to make accurate inquiry in 
reference thereto, and combined with the close observation I was enabled to make during 
my weekly journeys through the district, I am in a position to supply you with the follow- 
ing information : — 

First. — Throughout the whole district there is a very large quantity of potatoes planted, 
more by those who have been enabled to make a tillage than for many previous years. 

Secondly. — There has been very little oats sown, and but a small proportion of barley, 
as compared with last year. 

Thirdly. — There has been, in consequence of the increased confidence in the success of 
the potato crop, a disinclination to grow green crops. 

In reference to the planting of potatoes, I have known many instances of persons who 
disposed of their cattle to purchase seed ; some parted with tlieir furniture, while others, 
having saved seed since last year, witnessed then- families in want of food rather than 
use it. 

The oat crop will be a very small one, less indeed than for many previous years. The 
same observation will apply to barley. The confidence in the success of the potato crop 
has induced the people to rely upon it almost exclusively. The lives of thousands depend 
upon the experiment. 

I may here mention that a very liberal offer was made by the Central Relief Committee 
of Ireland, to aid two of the parishes in this Union by an advance of £400 for the purchase 
of seed. Security was required for the repayment of this sum. A committee was 
appointed to make the necessary arrangements ; but I have been informed by Dr. Suffield, 
who acted as Secretary, that there was an indisposition upon the part of the landlords 
to make themselves personally responsible ! Mr. Hyacinth D’Arcy was the honourable 
exception. 

Should you require more detailed information than that which I have had the honour to 
submit, in reference to the agricultural prospects of the Union, I think I can be enabled 
to supply it. During the period of my service in Inishowen Union last year I procured a 
return at a very trifling expense of the quantity of potatoes and turnips sown in each 
townland in one or two electoral divisions. I shall feel happy to make a s imil ar return for 
this Union, should I receive your instructions to do so.

In reply to Mr. Stanley’s letter, dated yesterday, I beg to state that having since my 
arrival last month deemed my services more required in the town than the country, my 
personal observations as to the progress of agriculture have been limited to the immediate 
neighbourhood, the general prospect of good crops in which I consider favourable, though 
the potatoes are rather late in being planted. 

I have observed no land, bearing the marks of cultivation in previous years, lying waste, 
but all either already sown or in preparation for seed. The young wheat is looking 
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healthy. The early potatoes in many fields are above the ground ; and though the quan- 
tity of acres intended for this esculent is doubtless less than before the failures of recent 
years, there is a very considerable portion of the soil devoted to this purpose. I have 
consulted with many persons on this subject, on whose opinions I believe I can place 
reliance, and they accord with my own : whilst, from the reports I have heard relative to 
the rural parts of the Union, I think myself justified in stating that prospects of crops are 
also good, and the farmers looking forward with confidence to the probable decrease of 
their difficulties by that of potatoes, the cultivation of which they represent as “ abundant.”

Gentlemen, Dingle, April 24, 1848. 

In compliance with the directions contained in your Circular of the 22nd instant, 
I beg leave to acquaint you that in one of the electoral divisions of this Union (Castle- 
gregory) there will be as great a breadth of land under potatoes this season as there 
has been during any period within the last ten years ; and I believe the failure, while 
it was general in other districts in 1S46 and 1847, was but partial in Castlegregory. 
Ballyduff, the adjoining electoral division, promises a good supply. In Ballinvoher, 
Ballinacourty, and Minard, every person holding land (and there were not so many evic- 
tions here as’ in the poorer districts to the westward) will plant more or less according to 
their means. In the neighbourhood of Dingle there is much activity with the potato 
crop ; and in the Electoral Divisions of Kilquaue, Dunorlin, Dun quin, and Ventry, great 
efforts are being made to sow by those who continued in occupation of land ; and 1 am 
glad to say that the greater part of the immense tracts wliich were lying waste about two 
months back have since been let to a more substantial class of persons, although I fear 
too late for extensive tilling ; still, under all circumstances, there will I trust be by the 
exertions of the farmers themselves more tillage of every kind than I had anticipated, 
although the corn crop will fall very short of what it used to be in palmier days ; indeed 
it never was a corn-growing country, potatoes, milk, and butter being the most profitable 
(because the least troublesome) sources of support. Even now, and notwithstanding the 
repeated and dreadful warnings of the last two years, it is really surprising the efforts that 
are being made by all classes to return to and restore this much-loved root. Our very 
paupers are sowing a few perches of “ con” or “ score” ground ; and repeated applications 
are made by our stone-breakers for permission to absent themselves for a few days lor this 
purpose, which I invariably grant.

still being made, to insure a large agricultural supply. 

I am credibly informed that despite the difficulty many of the poor class labour under, 
viz., that of not having the means to purchase potato seed (which however is very abundant, 
seed of best quality having been freely offered on Saturday last in Ennis market at 9 d., 
8 \d., and 8 d. per stone), still that so largo a plant of potatoes has not been before known 
in this district. The wetness of the season has greatly interfered with the grain sowing ; 
notwithstanding this impediment there is a great deal of land oat sown. 

Preparations for turnip tillage, to which much of the land in this district is favourable, 
are being extensively made ; but of wheat I regret to say there has not been much sown. 

Altogether I should say that, if blessed by a bountiful Providence, the agricultural 
prospects in this locality would be fully as abundant as they ever were.

is about an average of the crop of last year. The people are making great efforts to plant 
a good number of potatoes, and I should say there are already double the quantity planted 
this year to what was last ; but there will be a great deficiency in the potato crop when 
compared to former years, from the inability of the poorer class to purchase seed.

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whole of them with a few exceptions are, as usual, idle, reckless, lazy, and improvident; many 
of them I could see as I passed along sitting idly smoking on the back of a ditch, without 
making the slightest attempt at even digging their gardens. They appear to depend 
on some future contingency, like the public works or temporary relief measure, to feed 
themselves and families. 

Many of these poor people are deluded by inflammatory publications industriously 
circulated amongst them, and even preached to them from their altars, that all then- poverty 
and misery are inflicted upon them by England and English misrule, and that all will be 
redressed by a successful insurrection. They are only allowed to see and understand one 
side of the picture ; the reverse, and the disastrous consequences resulting from even the 
success and fulfilment of their hopes and expectations, is to them a sealed book, and kept 
out of sight. 1 am sorry to say this feeling is not confined to the poor and ignorant, but 
is almost universal ; and the frieze-coated wealthy farmers are, with few exceptions, looking 
for the time when rents, rates, tithes, and landlords, will be swept from the land by the 
revolutionary broom. 

A stranger among these people, and strange to say a government officer, if he knows the 
tact of drawing them out, will always hear more of their real sentiments than a man of their 
own country. I seldom lose an opportunity of conversing with them on their affairs, and they 
readily and warmly enter into an argument, during the course of which you may acquire an 
accurate knowledge of all their feelings by a little management.

Extract from Captain Lang's Report of April 21, 1848, above referred to. 

In my progress through different parts of the district I have directed my attention to the 
state of the cultivation of the land. There appears to be a greater breadth of potatoes 
planted than last year ; but the frequent rains and the almost total neglect of drainage, 
which renders any farming operations both injudicious and laborious in a rainy season, have 
very much retarded the getting in of the spring crops. I have seldom seen any district in 
Ireland which exhibits a worse system of farming : the small occupiers, and even the larger- 
class of farmers, appear to be ignorant of the first principles of good husbandry. When I 
first commenced the operations on the workhouse grounds there was not one of the labouring 
men employed who appeared to have ever seen or understood any thing about subsoiling 
and trenching ; and I was obliged to give much of my time and attention to teaching them 
and superintending the work. In the course of its progress many of the neighbouring 
farmers have visited the ground, and appeared desirous of information as to its operation 
and its ultimate advantage ; and I hope it will eventually prove a useful lesson.’ On some 
few of the gentlemen’s demesnes there has been some improvement carried on, and conse- 
quent employment afforded : on Major Blackall’s property in particular much has been 
effected and is going on ; but a great deal of what 1 observed on other properties has been 
imperfectly executed, and on faulty principles. There are large tracts of rich alluvial land 
lyin^ waste and unprofitable from the want of drainage. Where any has been attempted, 
the specimens I saw of drainage engineering are the most deplorable examples of incapacity 
and ignorance, and waste of money and labour, I ever observed in any country.

Gentlemen, Kells, April 23, 1848. 

In reply to your letter of yesterday’s date, calling for an immediate report on the 
state of agriculture, &c., I am enabled to make a prompt reply as respects this Union, 
having made a point when going through the country to observe and make inquiries into 
the state of agricultural pursuits. I have also put myself into communication this day 
with several of the principal landlords and farmers of the neighbourhood ; and from all 
sources I gain the gratifying intelligence that there is every prospect of an abundant' har-' 
vest of every production of grain and vegetable. I am told that there is very much more 
land in culture than was ever known in this county; that the potato planting is on a most 
extensive scale, twenty times the amount of former (late) years. 

Every one is most busy in clearing out their yards, and manure is being carried forth 
from every house in the town. I invariably stop and ask as I go, to what purpose it is to 
be applied, and as invariably am answered, for the planting of the potato, with the reser- 
vation, “ please God, it will be a blessed season;” “the olden times are coining back,” 
&c &c. I am inclined to think that, save the small holder, the planting of this root is as 
formerly. Ground is also being prepared, and I am informed that green crops will be 
abundant. I write this in a hurry, thinking it may be at once required. I shall make a 
point of riding through the Union to-morrow and making further inquiries, which shall be 

reported on if any thing transpires. , n n -,i r

Gentlemen, Kells, April 24, 1848. 

tt • Iu continuation of my yesterday’s report on the state of the agricultural labour in this 
union, I have to inform you that I have devoted this day to going through the country in 
its length and breadth, and on all quarters the report is most favourable. Having called 
on sundry persons, and conversed with the farmers on their grounds, as well as communi- • 
eating with the several police on my route — all agree that the quantity of land in tillage 
exceeds any former years. A gentleman in the Girley Division, who has resided in that 
neighbourhood all his life, says that there are more potatoes being put in than he ever 
remembers, with the exception of the large coarse potato that used to be grown to feed 
the cattle ; that large crops of parsnips and mangel-wurzel will be sown, but that a great 
deal of the ground that was in turnips last year will be planted with the potato. In the 
country round Moynalty, Carlonstown, and Feltown, there is not a plot of ground that is 
not being prepared ; aud I was informed that many small farmers who lacked money have 
sold a beast for the purpose of buying seed potatoes. AH the small plots in the rerc of 
the houses in the towns are being planted ; and while it is now out of the power of the 
very poor classes to plant, those who can are doing it on so extensive a scale as will 
greatly compensate for it. The people appear in much better ' spirits, and display an 
energy I have never seen of late among them ; the only drawback is the chance of a failure 
“ cro P- Sho V ld tbs ; unhappily occur, most of the small farmers will be totally ruined. 
A little open weather and the country will wear a different aspect. I was informed that 
persons who heretofore put m a couple of acres are planting to the extent of eight to

On some 
lands the corn crops must be altogether given up I understand, and turnips or other green 
crops will be sown instead. 

The cottagers and labourers are some of them planting a few cabbages ; but in general 
they are so poor and destitute that they cannot obtain seed potatoes, or plants of any kind 
and their small holdings must unfortunately be left untilled.

Gentlemen, Manorhamilton, April 24, 1848. 

In compliance with your Circular of the 22nd April, received yesterday, I have the 
honour to send you a short report regarding the general prospects of the agricultural crops, 
especially the potato crop in my Union. The greatest efforts have been made by all 
parties to prepare and sow as much potato ground as possible this season, and I believe 
there is nearly four times the quantity sown that there was this time last year. The sow- 
ing of oats has been much impeded in consequence of the unusual wetness of the season. 
Great efforts are being made to sow, especially in the neighbourhood of towns and villagesj 
which may be continued for some time during the month of May, but I apprehend that there 
is yet a deficiency of nearly one-third as compared with former years. Wheat is not 
looking very well in consequence of the superabundance of moisture this Season,- the 
sowings likewise were not eai-ly enough in October — however this is chiefly an oat not a 
wheat country. Green crops, such as carrots and parsnips, are not making much progress ; 
the wet season has not been favourable to preparing the ground for them, and the people 
generally express fear of the early green crops, parsnips and carrots, being stolen. The 
more general green crop, turnips, will I hope he cultivated in considerable quantity this 
year. The people are not so afraid of this general crop being stolen, and the advancing 
period of the year will afford facilities for improved preparation of the ground.; 

‘It is of such essential importance to apply every incentive to the cultivation of this 
invaluable crop by the small farmer, that I would suggest that instructions be given to 
Lord Clarendon’s Practical Instructor to devote his time during the remainder of the 
season to furnishing information in various localities of the Union upon the best mode of 
preparing the ground aud sowing the turnip crop. Mr. Wynne Boggs is the person referred 
to. He is, I believe, fully awake to the importance of confining his efforts to the above 
object at the present season, and has I think made judicious preparations for rendering his 
assistance as available as possible in the various localities of the Union most requiring it. 

With a view to still further stimulate the cultivation of turnip amongst the poorest 
classes of farmers, I am of opinion that it will be desirable to take advantage of the liberal 
offer- of the Dublin Central Relief Committee, to grant supplies of seeds for distribution 
by Local Relief Committees, throwing upon the latter the responsibility of finding the 
proper objects to whom such assistance should be granted. 

The supply should be only in turnip seed. There is not any general deficiency of grain 
or potato seed in the country.

No. 40. — Milford Union: — Mr. Horsley. 

Gentlemen, Rathmullan , April 24, 1848. 

In obedience to tbe request conveyed in your Circular of the 22nd instant, I have tho 
honour to report as follows upon the “ general prospects of the agricultural crops, especially 
the potato crop, in this Union.” 

In consequence of the backwardness of the season (occasioned by a long continuance of 
rain and of severe weather), farming operations have been much retarded, and although 
great exertions are now being made to complete the sowing of oats, much remains yet to 
be done in preparing the soil for the reception of the seed. 

The farmers in this district are generally slovenly and dilatory — few of them ever turning 
up their lan'd to receive the benefit of the winter frosts. Tho injurious consequences arising 
from the neglect of this golden rule in agriculture are twofold. 1st— The strength of the 
soil is taxed for the nourishment of a double crop, viz., a crop of grain and a crop of 
weeds. 2nd — By leaving all tillage to he performed in spring, the farmer is forced to work 
against time, and consequently he neither digs nor ploughs deep enough. The same shallow 
depth of soil is merely scratched and disturbed year after year, until it necessarily becomes 
incapable of affording a sufficient measure of nourishment to the seed committed to it. 

The quantity of potatoes already set and to be set in this Union is fully three-fold that 
of last year. Seed potatoes in abundance are within the reach of the means of tho small 
farmer and of the cottier in employment, as the market price is only five shillings per 
measure of 120 lbs. 

I cannot at present, as you require an immediate answer to your Circular of the 22nd 
instant, give you an approximation to the probable average which will he under potato 
cropping this year, but it will be very large. 

From all that I can learn from good sources, and have observed myself, I beg to state 
that turnips, carrots, parsnips, &c., will be extensively cultivated this season — the farmers 
and the labouring population having, from last year’s experience, learned the value of 
these roots. 

Upon the whole, I feel unable to report favourably of the agricultural prospects for the 
present year in this Union. Unless there should providentially bo a long continuance of 
warm and genial weather during the summer months, I greatly fear the grain crops will 
prove to be deficient in quantity and quality, and that the green crops, even if abundant 
will be late in arriving at maturity.

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 22ml instant, 
conveying the desire of the Commissioners that the Inspectors should report by Monday at 
latest such information as they have obtained up to the present time regarding the genoral 
prospects of the agricultural crop, especially the potato crop. 

In consequence of this letter having been sent to Mohill, instead of to my address here 
I have only now received it, on my return from a somewhat extensive tour, I have been for 
the last two days engaged in maldng, through a great portion of the Mohill Union and 
which enables me, with the more confidence, to reply to the inquiry. 

I have the honour to state, for the information of the Commissioners, that during these 
two days I have remarked, in every direction, very gratifying indications of activity and 
exertion on the part of the people, m tilling the land and putting in crop. 

The accumulated manure heaps of the last two years are being brought forth in all 
dn-ections, and women and children are busy putting in potatoes, of which there appears 
to be no scarcity of seed. _ In consequence of the spongy, wet, and retentive soil of this 
county the spring tillage is always late, and the heavy rains and cold weather of March and 
the early part of the present month have retarded it even more than usual : but if the pre- 
sent dry weather continue for a few weeks longer, I am confident that the estimate I stated 
m my weekly report of the 21st instant will be found to fall short of, rather than exceed, 
T tLe quantity under potatoes will be not 

much short of two-thirds of the average of former years, and the breadth of land under 
gram crops will probably be more than double the former average. If the summer and 
harvest weather be favourable, the result will be that the total quantity of food thus 
gathered will .be as great, m proportion to the now much diminished population of the 
Union, as m the tunes when the potato was much more largely grown. 

I have heard of a very few instances where the early-planted potatoes have exhibited 
decay (in my - opinion from the cold and wet weather succeeding the time they were 
planted), but the seed generally is extremely good and sound. y

In reply to your letter of the 22nd instant, I beg to inform you that from what has 
come under my observation, and the inquiries I have made, that the winter crops are 
very promising, and, notwithstanding that spring business has been much retarded by the 
inclemency of the weather, the oat sowing is nearly brought to a close ; and every one 
who can procure seed potatoes are making active preparations to have as great a breadth 
of land sown with them as possible. 

The market of Mullingar has been abundantly supplied with potatoes from the King’s 
county and remoter places, which have been purchased with the greatest avidity for seed : 
the impression being, that until that esculent be restored again as the food of the bulk of 
the people, there will be no end to destitution and exorbitant poor rates. 

There was no neglect as to the cultivation of the land last year in this Union, and great 
efforts are now being made, from the potato last harvest having proved so prolific a crop 
and free of disease, to cultivate it as largely as possible at present.

In reply to the Circular of the 22nd instant, I beg leave to acquaint you, for the 
information of the Commissioners, that all agricultural work has been greatly impeded 
this season by the continued wet weather. Wheat has been partially sown, and, although 
late, looks hoaltliy. A very great breadth of land has been and is yet being sown 
with oats. The planting of potatoes is going on to a considerable extent, and much 
more seed potatoes has appeared in the markets than was supposed to have been in the 
country. All the better class of farmers are planting them to a considerable extent ; the 
poorer class have not money to buy seed, nor were they provident enough to collect 
manure, which neglect is now severely deplored by them, as the general opinion prevails 
that this root will again succeed. If it do, I am borne out in the opinion by the most 
experienced farmers with whom I have spoken on the subject, that the quantity planted 
and being planted in the Union will have a material effect on the amount of food likely to 
bo produced this year.

. In- reply to your letter of 22nd instant, I beg leave to inform you that from the 
inquiries I have made I find there is more preparation being made this year than last, and 
tillage has already commenced 

Owing however to the flatness of the country and the quantity of rain we have had, and 
the retentive nature of the soil, it has been impossible to sow very ' extensively up to the 
present period ; and it is the opinion of those acquainted with the subject, that upwards 
of three weeks more must necessarily elapse before any considerable progress is made. 

The greater number of those possessed of land are “busily employed in cultivating it, 
talcing advantage of any fine weather ; unfortunately however the work is mostly done by 
the farmers, with the assistance of their sons and horses, and the destitute poor do not 
derive much benefit. 

I can form no opinion as to the general prospects of the agricultural crops, as they have 
scarcely as yet made their appearance above ground. 

Oats, potatoes, wheat, and barley are what have chiefly been put into the ground, 
principally the two former.

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your communication, dated 22nd April, 
regarding the general state of the crops in this district. 

From my own observation, and from all I can learn, I have to report that the crops 
promise well. The quantity of laud planted with potatoes is at least double that of last 
year. There is more land sown with grain than usual, and less with green crops. 

In the district of St. Mullins and Graigue, the poorest part of the Union, there is a 
very considerable quantity of potatoes sown. The crops are rather more backward than 
usual, owing to the cold weather that has prevailed.

Extract from a Report from Captain Musters, dated Roscommon, 24 th April, 1S48. 

From my own observation, as well as from inquiries I have made from intelligent 
persons in different parts of tins Union, I find that very great exertions are being used 
generally in putting down crops of all kinds, particularly potatoes, which have been selling 
at a reasonable price, from 4s. Gel. to os. a cwt. in the Roscommon market. The wheat 
crop is also very considerable, and promising well ; but I think there will be a deficiency 
in the oat crop, not only from the backwardness of the season, but from their having in a 
great many instances to sow land that is already completely exhausted, and which can 
yield but a very indifferent crop. On the whole, however, from what I can gather, should 
the harvest turn out well, I consider there will be a much larger supply of wheat than 
usual ; and though the oats do not promise well at present, I think we may fairly presume 
on an average crop of coni, and certainly on nearly double the quantity of potatoes to 
last year’s crop, should that root not be again attacked with disease, and the general 
opinion is, that it will not. 



No. 47. — Roscrea Union: — Mr. Todd. 

Sir, Roscrea, May 2, 1848. 

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your Circular of the 22nd ultimo, and regret 
that my attention having been previously directed almost exclusively to the potato, I was not 
qualified to report upon “ the general prospects” of other crops in this Union. 

From my own observation, and from the best information I have been able to obtain, I 
believe that this season there will be a very largo tract of land planted with potatoes in 
this Union, fully one-third more than was last yoar, and within one-third of an ordinary 
year’s crop (prior to the appearance of disease). The potato crop of last yoar having 
proved more healthy than that of the two previous years, has led to sanguino expectations 
for the future on the part of many proprietors and farmers ; and tho class of smaller 
holders, already reduced to a state of all but pauperism, are straining every nerve to plant 
potatoes as largely as possible as a last desperate venture to retrieve their position. 

The wheat sown in this district is almost all winter sown, and it has suffered a little from 
late hail storms and night frosts ; these causes have thrown the crop back, but generally 
it is healthy and promises favourably ; of other corn crops it would be premature to speak ; 
I may add that there will be a very limited quantity of arable land out of cultivation tliis 
season in the Roscrea Union.

In reply to your letter of the 22nd instant, I am truly happy to be able to state that tho 
general prospects, as regards the agricultural crops throughout this Union, are most cheering. 

I have every reason to know that a larger breadth of land will be put under cultivation 
tliis year than was ever known within the memory of man ; and I am informed that the 
land is being cultivated with a degree of care and skill hitherto unknown in these parts. 

As regards the potato crop, I learn from credible sources that fully as large a quantity 
will be planted this year as was usually the case four years ago. 

A short time since on casually meeting a Roman Catholic clergyman he addressed me 
as follows — “ Captain Hart, I am glad I met you before you left for Dublin (alluding to 
my recent visit), because I wish to tell you what you have done in this Union — you have 
thoroughly convinced the people, and no mistake, that for the future they must rely upon 
their own resources only, and not be looking for help elsewhere ; and the consequence is, 
that there will not be a sod of arable land left unfilled this year ; and next season, please 
God, we shall have potatoes again as plentiful as ever.”

I have had the honour to receive your Circular of the 22nd instant, respecting the 
general prospects of the agricultural crops, especially the potato crops, in my district. 

I have to report for the information of the Commissioners for adininisterin°- the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, that an extraordinary exertion is maldn" over this dis- 
trict generally to cultivate the land and plant potatoes ; not so much wheat appears to 
have beon sown as other years, from the ground not having been manured last year. 

The markets are wonderfully well supplied with seed potatoes, there is a greater quan- 
tity in the country than was anticipated. 1 

In many cases farmers had two years’ manure ; and the sea-weed not having been cut 
last season increases the supply, and enables the farmers to manure the land better and 
plant a greater quantity. 

The great advantage derived from the turnips sown last year, though badly managed, 
the people are inclined to sow them and other green crops again, and are preparing for 
this auxiliary also ; on the whole, it is most gratifying to witness on going through the 
district that a very great exertion is made by all classes to provide a supply of food for 
the future, and rely more upon their own exertions. 

The potato crop will come in much earlier than usual, therefore by the first of August 
the supply is anticipated to be pretty general. A branch of the Belfast Flax Societyhas 
been formed in this Union, and a quantity of flax will be sown ; this will tend to increase 
the resources of the district and give employment.

In reference to your Circular, I beg to state that the general prospects of the crops in 
this Union are not very flattering, or holding forth a hope of a sufficiency of food for next 
year. 

The land is well sown by the more extensive owners and farmers with com crops, and in 
most cases with a greater quantity of potatoes than I was led to expect from their scarcity 
last year ; but the small farmers and the lower classes holding a small portion of land 
are so unable to purchase seed potatoes, from poverty and their high price in the market, 
that their plots remain unsown and waste. 

To provide some seed for those poor persons I have applied, with a prospect of success, 
to the Society of Friends for a quantity of different seeds ; and after their arrival, which 
is daily expected, I intend distributing them, on the certificate of the Agricultural Inspec- 
tor, through the Relieving Officers, to each electoral division.

I have the honour, of stating in reply to No. 351, M/48, that from all the information 
I have been able to obtain and from my own observations, it appears that there is at present 
more than the usual average crop of potato sown in this Union at this season, and that it is 
most probable there will be about one-half the usual crop matured. 

The potato has been sown much earlier than usual in this Union this year, owing to the 
fact, that the potato which was sown early last year succeeded, and those sown at the usual 
time failed. 

Green crops are very deficient. Many are preparing the land for green cropping, but 
have not seed or means to purchase ; had they seed or means to purchase there would be 
a considerable green crop sown within a short time. 

If the potato succeeds this year there will be 'an abundance of provisions in this Union ; 
but if the potato fails the people will be infinitely worse off than in former years.

In reply to the Circular of yesterday’s date, requiring information respecting the state 
of the crops in this Union, Iheg to state for the information of the Commissioners that from 
personal observation and continued inquiries made on the subject, I am enabled to report 
that the wheat crop looks particularly well, and promises abundance. That the few 
potatoes which appear above ground look remarkably healthy and strong. 

That potato planting to a very great extent has been, and is still, going on in all parts of 
the Union, even to the detriment of the oat crop. 

That the market of Tipperary continues to be supplied with seed potatoes at from 7 d. 
to lOcZ. per stone according to quality, which meet a ready sale, and still the supply does 
not diminish on the following week, nor has the price varied these last three or four 
weeks. 

It is computed from the great extent of planting that, should the crop succeed this year, 
there will be more potatoes in this Union than has been known for several years past. 

I may add, in conclusion, that all ranks of society here appear to hold the opinion, that 
the people cannot exist without the return of the potato in the same abundance as they 
were accustomed to formerly, hence the extent of land thus occupied this year.

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 22nd instant, 
and have to report for the information of the Poor Law Commissioners, that having 
paid particular attention to the state of the cultivation of the land in this Union, I am 
happy in being able to bear testimony to the extraordinary exertion which is being made 
in several of the electoral divisions to secure an abundant crop in the ensuing season. 

This applies to Westport, Aughagower, Louisburgh, Newport, Kihnecna, and Acliill. In 
Islaudeady and Kilmaclasser, as well as Ballycroy and Clare Island, very little progress has 
as yet been made, and I fear that a considerable portion of the four last districts is likely 
to remain again uncultivated ; but in the first-mentioned electoral divisions the quantity of 
potatoes already planted is far greater than ever known at the same period of any other 
year ; and while the poor people are thus actively engaged in the cultivation of the potato, 
they do not appear to neglect the sowing of the ordinary crop of corn, and I have no 
doubt as the season advances the same industry will be exhibited in the cultivation of the 
turnip. 

Many instances have been reported to me, where the greatest privations have been 
submitted to, in some cases amounting to absolute want, by poor persons, to enable them 
to purchase small quantities of potatoes for seed; they seem to me to be under the 
impression, that their future prosperity solely depends on the re-introduction of their 
favourite plant.
